California community colleges, was 
one of 49 recommendations in- 
cluded in a report prepared by the 
Joint Committee on the 
Master 


1 Plan for Higher Education: 


Some of the recommendations, 


most of which were contained in a 
preliminary report made public 
last Feb. 18, have already been 
implemented, and others will be 
before the Legislature when it re- 
turns to work Jan. 7. 


Assemblyman John Vascoricel- 


los, D-San.Jose, chairman of the 
committee, said the final report 
culminated two years of intensive 


study by the bipartisan 11-member 
group. 


The report released Saturday 


closely parallels the preliminary 
report, Vasconcellos said, although 
some changes were made. 


Among the February recom- 


mendations deleted from the final 
report after five public hearings 
and additional committee discus- 
sion was one to give constitutional 
recognition to the state university 
and college system. 


That recommendation was not 


included in the report released 
Saturday. Instead, it stated that 


"the joint committee does not wish 
to alter the fundamental relation- 
ship between the state and the two 
statewide and state-supported sys- 
tems of higher education," with 
one exception. 


"We do not believe the (Univer- 


sity of California board of) regents 
should be the agency to determine 
whether or not students shall be 
charged for instruction and instruc- 
tional facilities and the amount of 
any such charges," the report 
stated. 


Also dropped was a February 


recommendation that "a communi- 


ty college be located within 
reasonable commuting distance of 
any concentration of potential stu- 
dents." 


The 
proposal to establish 
a 


fourth segment of higher education 
was included in the February re- 
port, but expanded in the report 
released Saturday. 


"In the foreseeable future, con- 


ventional campuses will continue to 
play a most important role in 
providing higher education," the 
report stated. "However, they must 
be c o m p l e m e n t e d by new ap- 
proaches. 


"We are particularly concerned 


with the development of off-campus 
programs which attempt to bring 
poslsecondary education to the stu- 
dent. If properly developed, these 
can enhance access and choice for 
the people of California." 


Although both the University of 


California and the state college and 
university system have already de- 
veloped extended learning pro- , 
grams, the report contended, "we / 
have concluded that a statewide' 
integrated effort is likely to be

Congress, the clocks could be turn- 
ed forward-next month if the na- 
tion's legislators heed the Presi- 
dent's request for an Emergency 
Energy Act before they recess in 
mid-December. 


Hearings begin Tuesday in the 


House on a bill by Rep. Craig Hos- 
mer, R-Long Beach, a perennial 
advocate 
of year-round daylight 


savings time. A Hosmer spokes- 
man said the bill has almost 200 co- 
sponsors and passage is almost as- 
sured. Hearings on an almost iden- 
tical bill have been concluded in 
the Senate, the spokesman said; .. 


The chairman' of the Senate 


Commerce Committee, Warren G. 
Magnuson, D-Wash., said'the com- 
mittee will approve the upper 
house version of the bill Tuesday or 
Wednesday. 


By simply moving up! the clock 


hands one hour,, the nation will 
"gajn" a theoretical hour of day- 
light — and.set into motion one of 
man's most effective energy-con1 
serving devices. 


The idea is attributed to Ben 


Franklin who, as U.S.. ambassador 
to France in 1784, watched the sun 
rise over Paris while the city slept. 
He decided the first light of day 
could be better used at the end of 
the day. Not only that, Franklin 
reasoned, but candles would be 
saved if darkness came later. 


The idea was put into wide- 


spread use during World War 1, 
and was increasingly adopted dur- 
ing the following decade. 


Even Russia, not known for 


picking up Western ideas, went to 
summer daylight savings in 1920. 
According to one report, however, 
something went wrong in 1930 and 
the order was never given to return 
to standard time in. the fall of thai 
year. The mistake wasn't discover- 
ed until 1969 and by that time the 
nation's industrial complex balked 
at setting (he clocks back again.

1 dead, 2 hurt in Lawndale 
derailment of freight train

A teen-age girl was killed and 


two other persons injured Saturday 
when a freight train, sidetracked 
by a switch, which may have been 
vandalized, smashed into a parked 
box car and derailed, sending rail 
cars hurtling into a Lawndale inter- 
section where they crushed two 
autos. 


Lennox sheriff's deputies said 


five members of the Wilmington- 
bound freight's crew escaped in- 
jury when all four diesel engines 
and nine tank cars were sent tum- 
bling into the intersection at 5:10 
p.m. • 


The victims, said deputies, were 


motorists waiting for the train to 
pass' the crossing at Manhattan 
Beach Boulevard near Condon Ave- 
nue. Deputies and 
paramedics, 


called to the scene, pried victims 
loose from the wreckage. 


The dead teen-ager was not im- 


mediately identified. Rescue work- 
ers said she was alive when they 
reached her and mumbling about a 
companion still in the 
wrecked 


auto. Deputies were unable to find 
anyone who might have been in her 
car. 


The girl was rushed to Gardena 


Memorial Hospital where she later 
died. 


A man and his wife were in- 


jured seriously in the second auto 
crushed by the rail cars. They were 
identified as Eugene Smith, 42. and 


Eileen Smith, 36, of Hedondo 
Beach. Both were admitted to Haw- 
thorne Community Hospital. 


The train's ;engineer, James G. 


Kerr, told deputies his 47-car train, 
with a cargo of liquid argon gas, 
was moving at 25 to 30 miles an 
hour when crewmen were caught 
by surprise as it swung off the 
main track onto a spur line. 


Kerr later said that deputies 


told him the switch at the spur 
line's head appeared to have been 
tampered with. A lock on 
the 


switch had been broken, Kerr said. 


Kerr, fireman K.L. Mayle and 


one of the Santa Fe freight's brake- 
men were found trapped but unhurt 
in an engine amid the jumble of 
rail cars by two deputies who had 
rushed to Ihe intersection 
afoot 


from a nearby street after hearing 
the train's brakes screeching. 


The deputies Harvey Cantor 


and Carter Laurie, found rail cars 


and the four engines strewn over a 
long section of the track and piled 
over the railway crossing. • 


Two other train crewmen were 


riding in a caboose, said deputies, 
and were uninjured as that car 
jolted to a halt, far down the line 
from the wreckage. 


Authorities said they blocked off 


Manhattan Beach Boulevard to 
traffic as rescue operations and 
ipassing motorists were hampered 
by the flooding Irom a lire hydrant, 
sheared off by the train. 


A small fire broke out in one of 


the overturned engines, firemen re- 
ported, but despite a quantity of 
spilled diesel fuel, the blaze was 
quickly extinguished. 


The diesel fuel, deputies said, 


added to the problem as it was 
carried into storm drains by the 
swirling water from the broken hy- 
drant.

east, tail first, also will be visible 
to the naked eye in the Southland 
at 3:20 a.m. on Nov. 22 and 3:42 
a.m. on Nov. 30. 


Kissinger, Chou conferring 


PEKING (UPI) - Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger, dubbed 
"the Middle East cyclone" by a 
smiling Premier Chou En-lai, said 
Saturday the United States was 
determined to complete the process 
of normalizing relations with China 
as quickly as possible. 


Kissinger's remark, made dur- 


ing a banquet toast at the great 
hall of the people shortly after his 
arrival at dusk for a three-day 
visit, immediately stirred specula- 
tion the two countries were on the 
verge of exchanging full diplomatic 
recognition. 


American 
officials 
traveling 


with Kissinger on his sixth trip to 


Peking 
quickly discounted 
the 


possibility. "I 
think we'll leave 


here with relations as they are — 
amicable but in (he same state," 
one official said. 


Kissinger, who had jusl spent 


six grueling days of travel through 
the 
Middle East arranging an 


Israeli-Egyptian cease-fire agree- 
ment, exchanged joking 
banter 


with Chou at the evening banquet. 
Afterwards, the two began the first 
of a series of meetings which were 
expected to continue today. 


Kissinger and Chou were believ- 


ed exploring ways to expand diplo- 
matic and cultural contacts set into 
motion during President Nixon's

historic China visit in February, 
1972. 
During Kissinger's last trip to 


Peking one year later, the United 
States and China agreed to estab- 
lish diplomatic "liaison offices" in 
each other's capitals. 


Another possible subject for dis- 


cussion this time was the lingering 
conflict in Indochina, including the 
war in Cambodia. 


Bundled in a topcoat against the 


chill wind, Kissinger smiled ebul- 
liently and showed no signs of fa- 
tigue from his whirlwind Middle 
East peace mission when he step- 
ped off his blue-and-while Boeing 
707 jetliner after a 2,500-mile flight 
across the Himalayas from Pakis- 
tan. 


Israel, Egypt to 
sign truce today

Premier Golda Mcir, after hesi- 


tating for a day to clear up Israeli 
misgivings, accepted U.S. Secre- 
tary of State Henry A. Kissinger's 
tnice plan Saturday. She said Is- 
rael will sign it today in the hope 
the plan will lead to permanent 
peace in the Middle East. 


With Egyptian acceptance al- 


ready disclosed in Cairo's semioffi- 
cial press. Mrs. Meir's final okay 
lowered the last apparent barrier 
to a formal signing ceremony by 
Israeli and Egyptian representa- 
tives. 


Syria, the third major combat- 


ant in the war that started Oct. 6, 
had not accepted the plan, which 
goes farther than U.N. cease-fire 
resolutions. 


Despite the agreement, the 


Israeli military command accused 
the Egyptians of five truce viola- 
tions during the day, none of them 
considered major. The command 
also said the Syrians in Die north 
committed two, involving an artil- 
lery barrage that was answered 
with small arms fire. 


A. U.N. spokesman in Cairo 


said the signing ceremony 
was 


scheduled for 3 p.m. today — 5 
a.m. PST — on the CairotSuez high- 
way about 60 miles from the Egyp- 
tian capital. Mrs. Meir said Israel 
will be represented by Maj. Gen. 
Aharon Yariv, one of her lop aides. 


The 
Egyptian 
representative 


was not immediately announced. 


THE PLACE where the plan is 


to be signed is along a war-scorch- 
ed swath of desert on the road to 
Cairo, an area of miles of brown, 
gravelly sand and rolls of barbed 
wire across the shell-pocked road. 
There are a few Egyptian military 
police and troops there, two or 
three U.N. officers and a cluster of 
unshaven Israeli soldiers strolling 
in the sand or perched behind ma- 
chineguns of their halftracks. 


There are two dusty little tents 


— Egyptian and Israeli — separat- 
ed by a few yards of no-man's land. 
The backdrop of the historic spot 
for halting the fourth Arab-Israeli 
war in 25 years is littered with 
battle wreckage. 


The Israeli military command 


said Saturday that a Liberian oil 
tanker hit a mine in the Gulf of 
Suez, slightly damaging the ship, 
and that Syrian forces directed 
artillery fire al an Israeli patrol 


and t h a t the Israelis returned 
small-arms fire. 


liut a command spokesman in 


Tel Aviv, Col. Nahman Kami, 
emphasized "the incidents were not 
very catastrophic and they have to 
be kept in perspective." 


Mrs. 
Mcir said she hoped there 


would be no shooting after 
the 


cease-fire is signed. 


"AFTER this takes place, I 


hope that no( much time will pass 
before Syria will travel the same 
road as Egypt," Mrs. Mcir told 
reporters in Tel Aviv. 


"There is a prayer at the bot- 


tom of the heart, not only with me, 
but with each and every person in 
the state, that the agreement will 
hold and that this will be the first 
step toward a true peace between 
us and all our neighbors."

Bombs raze 
PW hospital, 
Cong charge 


SAIGON (UP1) - 
Dozens of 


South Vietnamese Air Force jet 
fighters bombed and strafed a 
hospital for released war prisoners 
Saturday, the Viet Cong charged. 
Thousands of former POWs were 
killed or injured, the Communists 
said. 


South Vietnamese government 


spokesmen were not immediately 
available for comment. 


Capt. Phuong Nam, press offi- 


cer for the provisional revolution- 
ary government (Viet Cong) said 
the planes dropped nearly 100 high- 
explosive bombs along with "gaso- 
line bombs," probably napalm, and 
strafed a half-mile area surround- 
ing the hospital. 


Nam 
said the alleged 
raids 


"killed or injured thousands of our 
compatriots" 
and 
devastated 
a 


hospital for released prisoners. 


"This is a frantic criminal act,"

shot in the temple with a 
small caliber revolver. 


Investigators said the vic- 


tim, who had been married in 
February, had returned that 
day from a delayed honey- 
moon trip (o Canada. He did 
not appear to have been rob- 
bed and employes of the taco 
stand heard no shot. Detec- 
tives have been unable (o 
uncover a motive or a possi- 
ble suspect in the slaying.

The Baltimore News American re- 


ported Saturday that the Maryland 
State Bar Association may file disbar- 
ment proceedings next week against 
former Vice President Spiro Agnew. 


Quoting a source within the bar 


association, the newspaper said "the 
matter is now in the hands of counsel 
and proceedings will be filed very 
promptly." 


Agnew resigned the vice presiden- 


cy last month after pleading no con- 
test to a negotiated federal income- 
tax evasion charge stemming from a 
probe of political corruption in Mary- 
land. A statement of evidence intro- 
duced in U.S. District Court said 
Agnew accepted payoffs from con- 
tractors and consultants in return for 
public contracts throughout his politi- 
cal career, including his years as vice 
president. 


Wrong man 


The FBI in Portland, Ore., is ques- 


tioning Arvid Julius Kiperts, 41, about 
16 bank robberies. But they've decid- 
ed he's not the man who hijacked an 
airliner two years ago, collected $200,- 
000 in ransom money and escaped by 
parachute. 


The name D.B. Cooper was involv- 


ed in one of the bank robberies about 
which Kiperts is being questioned. 
And D.B. Cooper was the name the 
hijacker used to board the Northwest 
Airlines plane on Thanksgiving Eve 
1971. 


Kiperts, of Vancouver, Wash., was 


arrested in San Diego Monday and 
was charged with holding up the King 
City Savings and Loan Co. in Oregon. 
The FBI said he is being questioned 
about 15 other bank robberies since 
1970. 


"D.B. 
Copper" was the first 


American airline hijacker to escape 
by parachute. He jumped with the 
ransom money strapped to his chest.

Rabbi Maurice Kisendrath, 71,

Eisendrath's speech, delivered by 


a friend, criticized the "immoral cess- 
pool" of the Nixon administration and

"obscene dishonesty" of the Water- 
gate scandal to gain favor for Israel 
from the President.

He said 
new federal regulations 
require the airlines to roll 
back their jet fuel de- 
mands to the 1972 level on 
a city-by-eity and route- 
by-route basis, forcing 
cancellation of plans to 
expand services in 1974. 


Western, which became 


the first Douglas commer- 
cial customer with the 
purchase of open cockpit 
M2 air mail planes in 
1926, now flies a mixture 
of wide-body DClOs and 
Boeing standard fuselage 
models:

iff's deputies said in Phoe- 
nix, Ariz., that they found 
the body,of an unidenti- 
fied man in a sleeping bag 
in the Superstition Moun- 
tains foothills after detec- 
tives interviewed the sus- 
pects in county jail here. 


They said they would 


resume the search for the 
body of another man in 
the same area today. The 
suspects, Willie L. Steel- 
man, 28, and Douglas E. 
Gretzler, 22, had been 
linked to the disappear- 
ance of two men in Phoe- 
nix. 


The body was 
found 


near a trailer park where 


the bodies of a young man 
annd women were found 
last month. Murder war- 
rants had been issued 
against Stcelman 
and 


Gretzler 
in connection 


with the couple's death. 


Officers in Phoenix said 


the body found in the 
sleeping bag was badly 
decomposed. The site was 
near Apache Junction. 


Meanwhile, Arizona au- 


thorities here said the sus- 
pects admitted killing two 
men and burying them in 
(lie Sierra foothills near 
the tiny community of 
Knights Perry in Stanis- 
laus County. An afternoon 
search failed to find their 
graves bul deputies will 
resume their 
e f f o r t s 


today. 


Steelman and Gretzler, 


according to 
detectives, 


said they kidnaped 
the 


two men in Phoenix and 
brought them to Knights 
Ferry. The suspects said 


they stripped their hos- 
tages and one tried to run, 
according to the investi- 
gators. 


One man was killed by 


having his throat cut 
while the other was beat- 
en to death with a rock, 
the investigators said. 


In all, the two suspects 


may have killed 16 per- 
sons in a two-state crime 
wave which began last 
month. They were ar- 
raigned here on nine 
counts of murder. 


Sonoma County Sheriff 


Don Stricpeke said depu- 
ties in Stockton had told 
him two bodies might be 
near a road or in weeds 
between the coast towns 
of Bodega Bay and Jcn- 
ner.

At 7,800 tons the Spru-

gines borrowed from the 
world of jet aviation. 


The Spruance, only 50 


per cent complete al- 
though her basic structure 
is finished, will be deliver- 
ed to the Navy in about a 
year.

Drinkers' heart attack rate said lower 


FOR YOUR HEART'S SAKE? 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. 


IB — Drinkers had fewer 
heart attacks than teeto- 
talers in a large Califor- 
nia study, the American 
Heart 
Association was 


told Saturday. 


"The 
explanation for 


the happy finding is not 
clear," said researchers 
from the Kaiser Per- 
manente 
Medical Care 


Program. 


The 
finding 
emerged 


from a study of the possi- 
ble role of tobacco, coffee, 
aspirin and 
alcohol as 


predictors of heart at- 
tacks, the Oakland re- 
searchers reported fo the 
heart association's 1973 
scientific sessions. 


The researchers at 


Kaiser Permanentc, Ihe 
country's largest prepaid 
medical care program, 
compared 464 persons 
who suffered attacks to 
control groups of people 
who had not suffered a 
heart attack. 


Two control groups, 


each of 464 persons, were 
selected by computer 


records. One group in- 


The researchers 
found 


there were slightly fewer 
teetotalers among those 
who had suffered a heart 
attack than in the control 


groups. 


They also found that the - 


non-heart attack groups 
included more people who 
reported drinking more 
than three drinks a day, 
or more than six drinks a 
day.. 


"Most 
previous 


studies," the researchers 
aid, "have shown no rela-. 
(ionship between usage or 
non-usage of alcohol in 
coronary disease. The 
explanation for the appar- 
ent slightly decreased risk 
of heart attack among us- 
ers of alcohol in this study 
is not clear. 


"The investigators feel 


that the results do not yet 
warrant the 
conclusion 


that drinking alcohol has 
a protective effect." 


The 
study also found 


that 
cigarette 
smoking 


was strongly associated 
with heart attacks, that 
there was a "weakly posi- 
tive" association for 
heavy aspirin usage and 
no association for coffee 
drinking.

— The first mass blood 
pressure tests carried out 
in a major metropolitan 
area, New Orleans, found 
that one out of every 
three persons checked 
was 
afflicted with high 


blood pressure, it was re- 
ported Saturday. 


"If the New Orleans 


blood pressure screening 
program is representative 
'of our population, then 


200,000 New 
Orleanians 


have high blood pressure 
and roughly 124,000 are 
not yet aware of it," two 
New Orleans doctors said. 


They also reported at 


the annual meeting of the 
American Heart Associa- 
tion that the two-day 
screening effort carried 
out last April showed as 
have earlier, more limited 
surveys, that males and 
blacks were most likely to 
have high blood pressure. 


High blood pressure is a 


major cause of heart at- 
tack, stroke and kidney 
disease. 
Dr. Theodore 


Cooper, director of the 
National Heart and Lung 
Institute, said at a news 
conference that high blood 
pressure "is the largest 
chronic disease problem 
in this country at the 
present time." 


One of the major prob- 


lems in treating the dis- 
ease, doctors say, is that 
half of those who have 
high blood pressure are 
not aware of it.

Daylight savings 
was 


put into effect during 
World War II, and in the 
20 years following that 
war more and more states 
adopted it as a summer 
convenience. 


In 1966 President John- 


son signed a daylight sav- 
ings time bill. It establish- 
ed the months of May 
through October as day- 
light savings months, but 
it allowed exemption for 
for_.states that did not' 
want to participate. 


Since 1969 all but four 


states — Alaska, Hawaii, 
Arizona and Michigan — 
have been rolling the 
blocks forward in the 
spring and moving them 
back in late October. 


With all if its appeal, 


daylight savings was 
never seriously consider- 
ed as an environmental 
measure until early in 
this decade. 


One of the first to recog- 


nize its potential was a 
Riverside County supervi- 
sor, who called for clocks 
to be turned forward. This 
would cause the morning 
rush hour to come during 
a drier part of the day, he 
said, cutting down on air 
pollutants. 


ANOTHER reason was 


suggested by Hosmer, 
who in 1969 proposed 
year-round daylight sav- 
ings because, among 
other things, it would save 
electricity. 


It is the potential for 


saving electricity that 
now makes daylight sav- 
ings time all year long 
more than a convenience. 
It now appears to be a 
necessity. 


The demand for light 


creates a demand 
for 


electricity. The demand 
for electricity creates a 
demand 
for fuel oil, 


coal, natural gas, nuclear 
— to turn the generators. 


While .the 
electric 


companies obviously are 
not solely responsible for 
the'shortage of fuels 
(energy) they are major 
users and as such they 
certainly play a part in 
the energy crisis. If the 
demand for 
electricity 


goes down — via daylight 
savings — the use of criti- 
cal fuels also goes down.

Southern California Edi- 
son Co. in Long Beach, 
put it this way: 


"It will have a definite 


impact, no question about 
that. We have stimated a 
deficiency of six to 12 mil- 
lion barrels of oil for 1974. 
If we go on day)ight sav- 
ings, we estimate we 
would save 550,000 barrels 
a year just in this area." 


That becomes even 


more significant when 
viewed from another 
angle. Edison has an in- 
creasing dependency on 
oil. 
In 1968 Edison used 86 


per cent natural gas; in 
1973 
it was only 28 per 


cent, Hanwalt said. 


In other areas the re- 


turn to daylight savings 
will be less dramatic but 
nonetheless significant. 


Bob Creighton, Long 


Beach assistant city man- 
ager, said the city has a 
special energy commis- 
sion which is studying all 
aspects of energy use and 
shortages. The commis- 
sion is studying daylight 
savings time as it applys 
to energy use.

Among those factors 


would be the severity of 
the 
winter; • whether 


homeowners turned down 
their thermostats as the 
President asked; the fact 
that this daylight savings 
time would begin in win- 
ter; the possibility that 
evening savings in gas 
would be offset by heavier 
morning use, and the de- 
mand for electricity pro- 
duced by gas generators. 


"We really don't think it 


will have much bearing 
on the use of gas," said 
Herman. But gas and its 
connection to the produc- 
tion of electricity is an 
integral part of the ener- 
gy chain. 


There appears to be no 


direct effect on the use of 
water, at least not the 
quantity of water. 


"A check of the con- 


sumption records indi- 
cates there was no change 
in the volume of use at 
the time of the 
last 


change from daylight sav- 
ings time," said Elaine 
Vernon, 
administrative 


aide for the Long Beach 
Water Department. 


"We don't anticipate 


there would be an adverse 
change in the water sup- 
ply with a return to day- 
light savings," he said. 
"There might be a change 
in the time of consump- 
tion, but over the day or 
week there wouldn't be 
any sifnificant change in 
the amount used." 


And while the Presi- 


dent's energy crisis mes- 


sage made no reference to 
water conservation, it is 
connected to energy use. 
Water is pumped by elec- 
tric pumps and heated by 
natural gas and electrici- 
ty. 


An extra hour of light at 


the end of the day will 
have an effect on areas of 
law enforcement. 


"From all aspects, a re- 


turn to daylight savings 
would be welcomed," said 
Maurice Wishon, assistant 
chief of the Long Beach 
Police Department. 


"We know we have less 


traffic accidents and less 
serious accidents because 
people are riding home in 
the daylight," he said. 
For that reason alone 
daylight savings would be 
welcome, he said. And 
while Wishon doesn't 
necessarily agree that 
nighttime crime

down, that argument has 
been made forcefully by 
daylight savings advo- 
cates. 


THE 
California High- 


way Patrol said it does 
not anticipate any prob- 
lems in returning to day- 
light savings time, and a 
spokesman in Los Angeles 
disagreed with Wishon's 
assessment of the traffic 
accident problem, saying 
thai "most accidents hap- 
pen between 3 and 6 p.m. 
whether it's daylight or 
dark." 
A spokesman for the Los 
Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department 
supported 


Wishon's position, saying 
that National Safety Coun- 
cil statistics show that 
more accidents occur dur- 
ing twilight hours. Under 
daylight savings time, 
most commuters would be 
home before the twilight 
hours. 


Studies of energy use 


are under way in many 
large institutions and cor- 
porations such as Long 
Beach State 
University, 


Long Beach City College, 
Douglas Aircraft Co. and 
others. 


The shifts to daylight 


savings will have little 
impact on many of the 
large employers.

against 
International 


Business Machines, leav- 
ing damages awarded 
Telex Corp. at $259,5 mil- 
lion. 


U.S. District Judge A. 


Sherman Christensen then 
denied IBM a stay of 
execution on a portion of 
his final decree ordering 
the computer giant to 
comply strictly with the 
Sherman Antitrust Act in 
the pricing and leasing of 
peripheral computer prod- 
ucts. 


IBM attorneys argued 


the order was already im- 
plicit in other parts of the 
decree and making it 
specific 
would allow 


Telex, a Tulsa, Okla., 
computer firm, to ask for 
a 
contempt 
citation 


whenever it disagreed 
with an IBM business 
policy. 


IBM asked for a stay 


pending the outcome of an 
appeal to the 10th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals 
in Denver, Colo. 


TELEX 
attorneys 


argued the stay would 
"take the guts out" of the 
injunctive relief they had 
been awarded. 


Christensen agreed, 


saying he had 
already 


modified the rest of his 
final judgment and that 
made the specific prohibi- 
tion of antitrust violations 
all the more important. 


However, he did grant 


IBM a brief delay to allow 
the appeal to the circuit 
court. 


The judge originally 


awarded Telex $352.5 mil- 
lion in treble damages in 


. a suit by Telex charging 


IBM with violating the 
antitrust act through its 
computer 
marketing 


methods. 


He also awarded IBM a 


counterclaim of $21.9 mil- 
lion, which Telex was 
ordered to pay for con- 
ducting industrial espio- 
nage. 


The judge later an- 


nounced he had 
made 


"substantial errors" in 
calculating the damages 
to IBM. 


CHRISTENSEN 
said 


the amount was reduced 
"to reflect additional fac- 
tors which I concluded 
had not been adequately 
taken into account in my 
initial determination of 
damages." 


These included $17.5 


million in damages repre- 
senting items in the coun- 
terclaim 
judgment 


against Telex, $7.5 million 
for additional trade secret 
misappropriation advan- 
tages not covered in the 
counterclaim, and $6 mil- 
lion for the corrective ef- 
fects of his orders direct- 
ing IBM to change its 
sales practices. 


The judge said the three 


changes reduced the actu- 
al damages against IBM 
from $117.5 million to 
$86.5 million. The amount 
was then tripled under 
antitrust damage proce- 
dures. 


The $259.5 million dam- 


age award was Christen- 
sen's final ruling in the 
complex case, which is 
expected to spend several 
years in federal appellate 
courts. 


IN ADDITION to cut- 


ting the award to Telex, 
Christensen modified the 
changes he had ordered 
IBM to make in its com- 
puter marketing prac- 
tices. 


He ordered IBM to mar- 


ket peripheral computer 
products separately rath- 
er than as parf of a pack- 
age with its mainline 
computers, a 
practice 


Telex contended prevent- 
ed competitors from sell- 
ing peripheral equipment. 


An IBM spokesman said 


the company was essen- 
tially doing what the 
judge had ordered now, 
and the only part of the 
judgment the firm disa- 
greed with was the inter- 
pretation of the Sherman 
Antitrust Act. 


Public will hear 
tapes: Aiken

WASHINGTON 
— 


President Nixon intends 
to make public the con- 
tents of White House 
tapes and documents 
related to the Watergate 
scandal after they are 
submitted to the courts, 
Sen. George D. Aiken said 
Saturday. 


"The 
President will 


apparently be glad to con- 
fide with the public," said 
Aiken, the senior Senate 
Republican who was 
among top GOP Congress 
members who discussed 
with Nixon on Friday how 
Watergate is affecting the 
government. 


"My impression is very 


strong that he is willing to 
release everything relat- 
ing to the Watergate with- 
out being in contempt of 
court," he added. 


HE SAID it is his under- 


standing that it will be 
about five weeks before 
the President could make 
the documents available 
because of the court pro- 
ceedings. He said he did 
not know whether original 
documents or transcripts 
would be released. 


The White House had 


promised on Friday abso- 
lute 
cooperation 
with 


Watergate 
prosecutors 


and the courts, and said 
new material will be 
given to U.S. 
District 


Judge John J. Sirica to fill 
the gaps left by two con- 
versations that the White 
House says went un- 
recorded. 


Meanwhile, the Presi- 


dent was working and 
relaxing at his Camp 
David, Md., mountain re- 
treat. Mrs. Nixon and 
their son-in-law and 
daughter, Mr. and Mrs. 
David Eisenhower, were 
with him. 


Nixon left for Camp 


David Friday after meet- 
ing with 
congressional 


GOP leaders without the 
customary notification to 
newsmen. A reporter also 
was barred by security 
personnel from his usual 
task of watching his heli- 
copter land inside the 
mountaintop complex. 


PRESS Secretary Ron- 


ald L. Ziegler told news- 
men Nixon worked during 
the day on both the ener- 
gy program and Secre- 
tary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger's efforts to nail 
down a solid peace in the 
Middle East. 


He said the President 


will breakfast at the 
White House Monday with 
50 members of the Repub- 
lican Coordinating Com- 
mittee — which includes 
certain GOP congress- 
men, governors, 
and 


members of the Republi- 
can National Committee 
— and was considering 
several meetings with 
congressmen next week 
where the Watergate 
problems would be a topic 
of discussion. 


In front of the White 


House, meanwhile, nearly 
75 persons, braving a 39- 
degree chill and occasion- 
al jeers from passing 
motorists 
and pedes- 


trians, held a "Support 
Nixon" rally Saturday. 


The 
predominantly 


youthful 
demonstrators 


waved flags, carried signs 
and chanted as they 
marched in a circle along- 
side Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue, 
just beyond the 


While House fence. 


CHANTING "Three 


more years" and "Im- 
peach 
the Washington 


Post," the demonstrators 
were as enthusiastic in 
their criticism of the news 
media as in.their support 
for Nixon. 


The marchers carried 


banners reading, "Im- 
peach Sam Ervin" and 
"Don't let the press de- 
stroy American." Organ- 
izers said they were "de- 
lighted" with the turnout 
and planned 
similar 


demonstrations in the fu- 
ture. 


Meanwhile, letters are 


pouring into the offices of 
the House Judiciary Com- 
mitttee at the rate of 5,000 
to 6,000 a day and running 
better than 35 to 1 in favor 
of the 
impeachment of 


Nixon.

Mailers 


What are the guidelines con- 


cerning California Senate and 
Assembly mailing privileges? Are. 
legislators allowed to campaign for 
or against ballot propositions using 
postage paid for by the taxpayers, 
as some seem to do? D. D., Long 
Beach, and C. H., Norwalk. 


Legislators are not supposed to 


send information of a "partisan or 
political" nature, at taxpayer's ex- 
pense, but these terms arc not 
clearly defined. All literature sent 
through the state government 
printing office first must be ap- 
proved by either the Senate or (he 
Assembly Rules 
Committee. An 


assemblyman is permitted three 
free mailings per year for every 
registered household in his district. 
A senator is annually allocated 15 
cents per voter in his district, 
which amounts (o about two mail- 
ings a year to each household. 
Legislators cannot use their mail- 
ing privileges to endorse candi- 
dates, but they can discuss proposi- 
tions.

more effective than a fragmented 
effort with each segment defining 
its own goals and interests." 


The proposed California Cooper- 


ative University, committee mem- 
bers said, "should have the pri- 
mary responsibility for planning 
and coordinating off-campus pro- 
grams and should be authorized to 
offer its own programs and award 
credits and degrees." 


Vasconcellos, in an accompany- 


ing statement, said the Legislature 
had already moved toward imple- 
mentation of the recommendation 
by directing the joint committee to 
oversee a feasibility stutiy on (lie 
proposal. 


The report stressed the need for 


diversity and flexibility in higher 
education, and criticized the reli- 
ance on doctorates, published re- 
search, rigid college preparatory- 
requirements in high school, and 
an overemphasis on the ''certifica- 


tion and credentialing functions in 
our societies" by higher education. 


"Learning, not credenfialing, is

Demos begin work 
on national charter 


ATLANTA, Ga. <.fl — The Demo- 


cratic Party Charter Commission 
began a three-day session Saturday 
to lay the groundwork for drafting 
of the party's first proposed nation- 
al charter. 


The commission established six 


major areas of study to gather 
ideas that will be passed later to a 
drafting committee, a party official 
said. 


One subject was discussion of 


guidelines for delegate selection, 
but members steered clear of 
recommending specific procedures 
for the controversial delegate proc- 
ess. 


"We are certainly not going to 


write eternal rules for delegate 
selection," said Mrs. Lesley Israel 
of Bethesda, Md., moderator of the 
non-discrimination and delegate se- 
lection policy panel. 


But she said the charter docu- 


ment would include broad antidis- 
crimination language for all levels 
of the party. 


"What's beginning to emerge is 


the sense that a charter is a docu- 
ment of principles and obligations, 
but not a mechanical manual for 
implementation of them," said 
Mrs. Israel. "The 
methods of 


implementation will change as-cir- 
cumstances change." 


Panel member Ben Brown of 


Atlanta recommended 
that the 


Democratic National Committee be 
given power to certify state parties 
based on compliance with princi- 
ples se( forth in (he charter, which 
is intended to serve as a general 
policy document. 


Mack Easeley of Hobbs, N.M., 


recommended lhat delegates to the 
national convention be certified be- 
fore arriving at the convention to 
avoid divisive public fights. 


The 
560-member 
commission 


was created by the 1D72 national 
convention and instructed to write 
a charter proposal that could be 
considered by a special national 
party conference in mid-1974.

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Dallas to Watergate: 10 years of turmoil

• -Ten difficult years have 
passed since the assassi- 
nation of John F. Kenne- 
dy, When it occurred 
many of us were certain it 
would be as traumatic a 
national disaster as we 
would ever experience. As 
people still recall where 
they were .when Pearl 
Harbor was attacked or 
Franklin Roosevelt died, 
many of us sensed im- 
mqdiately that we could 
not',conceivably forget our 
whereabouts at the time 
of this tragedy of com- 
parable consequence. 


•Our grief was over- 


whelming. Our loss was of 
a 46-year old president of 
extraordinary 
intellect 


and personal magnetism 
wh.o had injected vitality 
and. style into an office 
seemingly tired and direc- 
tionless in the waning

'years of the Eisenhower 
administration. However, 


• while we mourned 
and 


feared for the future, we 
'had no expectation that 
the events of the next dec- 
ade would at times be so 
nightmarish that JFK's 
death could today be 
viewed as a distant begin- 
ning of a long spiritual 
depression. 


Cynicism and doubt set 


in almost immediately in' 
the hours and days follow- 
ing-Nov. 22, 1963. The mil- 
lions of.families that clus- 
tered, as mine did, before 
Television 
sets that 


Friday and through the 
next Monday were wit- 
nesses to the incredible. 
The. arrest of Lee Harvey 
Oswald, the alleged but 
not confessed assassin, 
his. Sunday morning slay- 
ing by Jack Ruby, and 
then, finally, the president 
laid to rest before a dis- 
pirited and confused na- 
tion. 


Nobody, it seemed, was 


quite certain how it had 
all happened, and before 
people wiped away their 
tears they 
embraced 


unsubstantiated but inven- 
tive theories. Not even the 
report of a presidential 
commission headed by 
U.S. Chief Justice Earl 
Warren, issued the next 
fall, could convince many 
that there had been no 
conspiracy. Subsequent 
critiques of the report and 
conflicting interpretations 
of the tragedy revealed an 
already present but grow- 
ing public distrust of offi- 
cial pronouncements and 
those who made them. 


The "Kennedy style," 


combining youthful vigor, 
intellectual sophistication, 
compassion for the poor, 
aged and oppressed, and 
foreign policy boldness 
had been exciting. Ignor- 
ing substantive failures, 
many people were won 
over by the activism and 
attractiveness of the 
"New Frontier." There 
was little focus, at that 
time, on the American 
presence in Indochina, 
where "advisement" was 
sustaining the govern- 
ment of South Vietnam 
against Communist guer- 
rilla forces. 


COMING to the presi- 


dency under the most 
trying of circumstances, 
Lyndon B. Johnson first 
made strenuous and suc- 
cessful moves to continue 
Kennedy policies. As he 
began in office, the pub- 
lic's goodwill was clearly 
his, 
especially when he 


quickly reaffirmed 
his 


commitment .to 
the 


Kennedy legislative pro- 
gram. However, as much 
as he would pledge him- 
self to labor for "all the 
people," Johnson could 
not capture the popular 
imagination. He struggled 
to convince the public that 
his liberalism was sin- 
cere. Furthermore, 
he 


had to transcend mutual 
hostility between himself 
and the Kennedys, in par- 
ticular, brother Robert, 
the 
attorney 
general. 


Finally, there were his 
press relations, which 
were never warm, and 
television image, which 
was never comfortable. 
The new president's cred- 
ibility soon came into 
question. After 1065, when 
he sharply increased 
America's involvement in 
Vietnam, it was virtually 
destroyed. 


BUT ON the wave of the 


public's post-assassination 
sympathy, 
Johnson 


applied political muscle 
and broke the logjam that 
had bedeviled his pre- 
decessor. Nineteen sixty 
four was the year of a tax 
reduction stimulating to 
the economy and benefit- 
ting primarily the middle 
and lower classes, a Civil 
Rights Act dealing with 
public accommodations, a 
Job Corps to combat 
poverty, and a forestry 
conservation 
program. 


With these 
domestic 


achievements and assur- 
ances of nonescalation in 
Vietnam, he was a land- 
slide re-election victor in 
November over Arizona's 
Barry Goldwater. 


• 
With a mass of legisla- 


tion reminiscent of 
the 


New Deal, the president 
attempted to overwhelm 
his critics and establish 
his place in history. Legis-

lalion in 1965 ranged from 
Medicare to voting rights 
to immigration reform. 
An impressive list, but 
overshadowed .by Viet- 
nam. Fearing a Commu- 
nist victory, with its obvi- 
ous domestic as well as 
international implications, 
Johnson ordered the 
bombing of North Viet- 
nam and a sharp increase 
in the American troops 
commitment. Citing the 
August 1964 Gulf of Ton- 
kin Resolution, which au- 
thorized presidential ac- 
tion "to repel" attacks 
against American forces 
and "to prevent further 
aggression," he claimed 
to have a legal basis for 
his action. This escalation 
stunned the nation, and 
President Johnson also 
now faced the task of 
properly funding his 
"Great Society" pro- 
grams despite an expand- 
ing military budget.

assassinated. Two months 
later Vice President Hum- 
phrey's nomination by the 
Democrats came amidst 
unbelievable chaos out- 
side their Chicago conven- 
tion hall. Thousands of 
peace demonstrators, 
most of them young, 
clashed with police and 


troops. Then c a m e . t h e 
challenge of Alabama's 
George C. Wallace. And 
surviving all was Republi- 
can Richard M. Nixon, 
calling for a restoration of 
"law and order" at home 
and pledging to end the 
war In Vietnam. 


Swinging the political 


pendulum to the right, 
President Nixon spoke to 
the "silent majority" re- 
sentful of dissidents and 
supportive of the anti- 
Communist venture in 
Vietnam. Through gradu- 
al replacement of Ameri- 
can troops with South 
Vietnamese, a process he 
called "Vietnamization," 
Nixon sought to end 
American ground combat 
even if there should be no 
peace settlement. 


In May of 1970, when 


Nixon announced a troop 
"incursion" into Cambo- 
dia, American campuses 
again rose in protest 
culminating in the Kent 
State killings. However, in 
mid-1971, 
by 
Nixon 


reversing his economic 
stance to check persistent 
inflation with federal con- 
trols, 
and 
announcing

By February 
1972 he and special assist- 
ant (now secretary of 
state) Henry Kissinger re- 
ceived a gracious Peking 
reception which was fol- 
lowed in May by an equal- 
ly successful visit to Mos- 
cow.

chances for re-election 
improved sharply over

Library holds key to Kennedy years

OJPI) - The building is 
red brick, low slung and 
ugly, an example of 
nondescript f unction alisih 
that is basic to govern- 
ment architecture. The 
government owns it and 
the 
General Accounting 


Office runs it. 


Most of the -windowless 


bulk of the government 
records center in this Bos- 
ton suburb is Msed to store 
income tax return forms. 


Paradoxically, however, 


tucked away amid rows of 
bureaucratic red tape and 
endless 1040 forms are 20 
million pages of the brief 
history of John F. Kenne- 
dy's presidency. 


The 'documents include 


the late President's per- 
sonal papers, White House 
files, government .agency 
records, papers of those 
central to his administra- 
tion, and oral histories 
recorded and transcribed 
after he was assassinated 
. on Nov. 22, 1963. 


THE DOCUMENTS, the 


responsibility of library 
director 
and onetime 


Kennedy staff 
assistant 


Dan Fenn, are the reality 
of the 
Kennedy years: 


Bay of Pigs, Berlin, Vien- 
na, Cuban missile crisis, 
and Vietnam. 


The 
images of the 


Kennedy years — the 
tragic but beautiful fami- 
ly, young John peeking 
out from beneath 
the 


desk, a crayon greeting 
card from Caroline, the 
rocking chair, the man of 
the sea — these things are 
there, too. They are 
crowded into a smaller 
room, run by Kennedy's 
former aide-de-camp, 
friend' and baseball sta- 
tistician, David Powers. 


Eventually — the fami- 


ly hopes by May 29, 1976, 
when Kennedy would 
have been 59 years old — 
the documents and more 
than 10,000 mementos will 
be moved into a $27 mil- 
lion library complex in 
Cambridge, Mass. 


"WE WANT to make 


this an educational center 
in politics and the politi- 
Documents, tapes . 
may be 'incredible' 


cal process," Fenn said. 
"Then it becomes a living 
library and the better peo- 
ple understand the proc- 
ess, the less they are 
going to believe in the 
cesspool myth — that all 
important decisions 
are 


made in smoky barrooms. 


"We have an obligation 


• to handle that material, to 


package it, to make it 
useful on a broader basis 
(hat includes more than 
formal scholars." 


Even when the library 


is opened in its new loca- 
tion, most of the signifi- 
cant documents still will 
be closed. Those papers 
could give researchers a 
behind-the-scenes look at 
Kennedy's foreign and 
domestic policies. 


In addition to the docu- 


ments, the library also 
has 
filed approximately 


120 (ape recordings, most 


f 


of them made d u r i n g 
important White House 
think sessions. The tapes, 
like many of the docu- 
ments, remain classified 
"top secret." 


"IN 30 or 40 years, 


when some of those tapes 
are 
finally declassified, 


people are going to get 
some incredible revela- 
tions, especially in Kenne- 
dy's 
foreign policy," said 


one library staff member, 
who asked not to be iden- 
tified.

closed 
to public 


Some files closed 
into next century 


scrutiny for national se- 
curity reasons, Fenn said. 
Because of. the volume of 
material, some of it has 
not yet been read and 
catalogued. And some of 
the things were donated 
by persons who specified 
that some or all not be 
made public until after 
the donor or a person 
mentioned in the docu- 
ment has died. 


But the files of the Cen- 


tral Intelligence Agency, 
National Security Council, 
Pentagon 
departments 


and other key agencies 
are closed, and probably 
will be into the 21st cen- 
tury. 


However, the 
library 


contains a wealth of oral 
history, most of it from 
the middle-management 
bureaucrats in Kennedy's 
administration. The oral 
histories are vital in that 
they give an inside view 
of how the government 
functions, of what's really 
going on. 


FOR EXAMPLE, Roger 


Hilsman, who was in 
charge of intelligence for 
the State Department, 
said the Bay of Pigs deba- 
cle, which occurred just 
weeks after Kennedy's 
inauguration in 1961, was 
the turning point in the 
President's conception of 
America's foreign policy. 


"Up to the Bay of Pigs, 


he's a hawk," Hilsman 
said of Kennedy. "As a 
result of the Bay of Pigs, 
Kennedy decided to reject 
the 
recommendation of 


sending troops." 


Dean Acheson, a carry- 


over 'from ' the' Truman 
administration 
and 


Kennedy's roving foreign 
policy 
adviser, 
said 


Kennedy consulted him 
about the Cuban invasion 
idea after it was de- 
veloped, and Acheson told 
him the scheme was 
"disastrous." 


"I was very much 


' alarmed about the thing 


and said I hoped he was- 
n't serious about it," 
Aeheson said. "He said, 'I 
don't know if I'm serious 
or not, but this is the 
proposal and I've been 
thinking about it and it is 
serious — in that sense. 
I've not made up my 
mind but I'm giving it 
very serious thought." 


Kennedy decided not to 


"cancel the operation be- 
cause of public* opinion, 
according 
to Robert 


Amory, former deputy 
director of the CIA. 


"Ike, he felt, had much 


more prestige and he (Ike) 
would have gone in and 
driven them (Castro) out," 
Armory said of Kennedy. 
"So he didn't stop what 
Ike began." 


"After the Bay of Pigs, 


he (Kennedy) came to dis- 
trust (Secretary of State 
Dean) Rusk," Hilsman 
said. In December, 1961, 
Hilsman said, "the Presi- 
dent sends for me, and he 
explains to me that he's 
unhappy with Rusk, but 
there isn't much he can 
do about it except to do 
what he's doin'g, that is, to 
act as his own secretary 
of state." 


Contrary to those who 


argue that Kennedy set 
the stage for massive 
Anierican involvement in 
Vitnam, several JFK 
aides said he would not 
have allowed the buildup 
in ground forces ordered 
by President Johnson. 


Again, the Bay of Pigs 


lesson seemed to have 
had an affect on Kenne- 
dy's policymaking, ac- 
cording to Hilsman. 


"In Vietnam, if Kenne- 


dy had lived, it would look 
quite different from the 
way it looks today," Hils- 
man said. "The way it 
would have ended up 
would have been like Laos 


Different ending 
seen in Vietnam 


— with a negotiated set- 
tlement and a coalition 
government." 


Dave Powers said that 


"shortly before he died, 
he (Kennedy) met with 
Defense Secretary (Rob- 
ert) McNamara and Gen. 
Maxwell Taylor and after- 
wards said, 'as of 1965 we 
will have no foot soldiers 
left in Vietnam." 


Hilsman denied that 


Kennedy or members of 
his administration manip- 


ulated the coup which 
ended in November, 1963 
with the overthrow and 
deaths of South Viet- 
namese President Ngo 
Dinh Diem and his broth- 
er and head of the nation- 
al police, Ngo Dinh Nhu. 


But 
Hilsman 
said 


Kennedy's public state- 
ments critical of Diem's 
persecution of the Bud- 
dhists and threats to cut 
off aid unless the presecu- 
tion stopped "encouraged 
coup plotters." 


"The Vietnamese gener- 


als came to us in August 
(1963) and said, 'We have 
information that Nhu is 
plotting our assassina- 
tions and is in contact 
with the north ... the 
guy's smoking 
opium,' 


which he was, 'and we're 
scared. We may.have to 
move.'" 


They were then told the 


United States would not 
intervene, Hilsman said.

Not answer to crime, test shows 
Police prowl cars overrated

KANSAS CITY, Mo. - 


Th;e basic crime-fighting 
tactic of all American po- 
lice departments — the 
regular patrol of the 
streets by uniformed men 
in marked cars — does 
nol\'.appear to prevent 
crime, according to the 
preliminary findings ot an 
elaborate :year-long cx- 


. perim'enthere. 


This startling conclu- 


sion appears to challenge 
a fundamental tenet ot 
most police officials and 
politicians that more po- 
licemen patrolling the 
streets is the answer to a 
city's crime problem. 


Law e n f o r c e m e n t ex- 


perts estimate that half ot 
the $4.5 billion a year 
spent for police protection 
by the cities, towns and 
counties of the United 
States is 
allocated to 


preventive patrol. 


The experiment- testing 


the 
effectiveness 
of 


preventive 
patrol 
was 


conducted in a 35-square- 
mile area of Kansas City 
from Oct. 1, 1972, until 
Sept. 30, 1973. It was de- 


signed by that city's po- 
lice department but moni- 
tored by an outside team 
of evaluators financed by 
a $461,244 grant from the 
Police Foundation, a non- 
profit law enforcement re- 
search group. 


The 
key finding to 


emerge so far is that in 
matched areas of Kansas 
City with no regular pa- 
trol cars, one patrol car 
and four or five patrol 
cars there were virtually 
no changes in levels of 
reported crime during the 
one-year test period. 


JAMES NEWMAN, the 


assistant 
chief 
of 
the 


Kansas City Police De- 
partment, said, "We just 
went out and proved that 
the liberal cliche is cor- 
rect: Crime is caused by 
social conditions which 
very frequently arc be- 
yond the control of the po- 
lice." 


Police statistics show 


that at least 54 per cent of 
all serious crimes occur 
in houses, apartments and 
stores and are not visible 
to the officers in their pa- 
trol car. 


George 
Kelling, 
the 


head 
of 
the 
10-man 


Kansas City evaluation 
team, said, "In terms of 
reported crime the experi- 
ment seems to prove that 
it was not higher in the 
beats with no regular cars 
and it was not lower in 
the beats with four or five 
cars. 


"But reported crime is 


only one measure of po- 
lice activity and effective- 
ness," Kelling continued. 


Using the staff of the 


Midwest Research Insti- 
tute, for example, the 
evaluators . questioned 
1,200 families in the test 
area before the experi- 
ment was initiated about 
whether they had been the 
victim of a crime, wheth- 
er they had reported it to 
the police, what this 
crime was and what their 
attitudes toward the po- 
lice were. 


A similar victimization 


survey of GOO families was 
conducted at midpoint in 
the experiment, 
and 


another study of 1,800 
families was made after 
the experiment was .com- 
pleted. 


LESS EMPHASIS may be put on the use of police prowl cars for 


fighting crime as the result of a study indicating that they have 
limited effectiveness. 


IN ADDITION, Kelling 


said, a victimization study 
was conducted of busi- 
nessmen in the test areas. 
Other attempts to meas- 
ure the impeact of the ex- 
periment included moni- 
toring 
traffic, 
assigning 


observers to patrol cars, 
separately 
questioning 


both the citizen and the 
policemen about their 
views of hundreds ol dif- 
ferent encounter and 
analyzing patterns of po- 
lice response time. 


The results from these 


supporting surveys and 
observations 
are 
still 


being analyzed and will 
be included in a final re- 
port on the experiment 
now tentatively scheduled 
for completion early next 
year. 


There was a consider- 


able variety in the sectors 
selected for the Kansas 
City experiment. Median 
f a m i l y income ranged 
from a high of $11,927 in 
one sector to a low of 
$7,320 in another. Rates of 
reported serious crime 
ranged from 682.1 to 293 
for every 100,000 resi- 
dents. In one sector only 
0.13 per cent of the popu- 
lation was black; in 
another 78 per cent were 
black. 


NEWMAN noted, how- 


ever, that the experiment 
was not conducted in a 
highly congested slum 
environment and that its 
findings thus may not be 
applicable to areas such 
as central Harlem in New 
York and the Woodlawn 
area in Chicago. 


Maj. 
Sidney Harlow, 


who commands the area 
of Kansas City in which 
the 
experiment took 


place, said that although 
there were indications 
that some criminal ele- 
ments had become aware 
of 
the 
test, 
"over-all 


crime levels remained 
remarkably stable in the 
different areas." .

Bradley wants all Harbor 
Department employes to 
be put into, the same 22 
bargaining units as the 
42,000 employes of City 
Council-controlled depart- 
ments, but the 501 Harbor 
Department 
employes 


want no part of the 
mayor's plan. 
: Neither do several thou- 
sand workers in the De- 
partment of Water and 
Power. 
•Harbor 
Department 


workers want to be repre- 
sented 'by groups and 
unions of their own choos- 
ing. 


:They cite several rea- 
sons for not wanting to be 
gobbled up by the much 
larger groups of uptown 
workers. 
'; ;Alan B. Stauch, person- 
nel director, told 
the 


Board of Harbor Commis- 
sioners this week, that the 
voting power of the rela- 
tively few Harbor Depart- 
ment employes would be 
nil if the workers were 
put into city wide bargain- 
ing units. 


"For 
example, there 


are 12,000 workers in the 
Department of Water and 
Power. They (the depart- 
ment) have 102 men in the 
carpenter's unit. The Har- 
bor Department has only 
15 carpenters. And there 
are hundreds more car- 
penters in other city de- 
partments," Stauch points 
out. 
i:Lawrence L. Whiteneck, 
chief harbor engineer, 
nptes that Harbor Depart- 
ment carpenters perform 
entirely different type of 
work than carpenters in 
other city departments. 


"Our carpenters handle 


pilings' that have been 
ereosoted. The chemical 
can burn the skin if not 
handled properly. On 
occasion they work out 
over water and must wear 
life jackets," he said. 


Machinists and welders 


are frequently called upon 
to make repairs on the 
department's 
towering 


container crane and the 
Commodore Heim Bridge 
while working more than 
100 feet above ground and 
the water. 


1 Under the mayor's plan 
alpiledriverman would be 
classified as a carpenter, 
according to Whiteneck. 
i"The Harbor Depart- 
rrjtent has many jobs 
which are unique to the 
department and for which 
there are no similar jobs 
in other city departments. 
For instance, we have a 
railroad engineer, an oil 
gauger, a gunite nozzle- 
man, marine diesel me- 
chanics, 15 port pilots, 
four ship's carpenters, 
and six deckhands, and 
other jobs peculiar to port 
operation and mainte- 
nance," he said. 


On Aug. 8, John Y. Chu, 


president of the Board of 
Harbor 
Commissioners, 


wrote Bradley asking for 
a meeting so that he 
might describe the Har- 
bor Department's posi- 
tion. So far the mayor has 
not responded to Chu's re- 
quest. 


During 
Wednesday's 


board meeting, Commis- 
sioner Nate DiBiase said 
he favored making one 
more attempt to talk with 
the mayor before acting 
oh a resolution opposing 
absorbtion of Harbor De- 
partment employes into 
citywide bargaining units. 


iStauch pointed out that 


the employes of the Har- 
bor Department, the De- 
partment of Water and 
Power, and the Depart- 
ment of Airports 
are 


unique in that they arc 
not payed out of taxpayer 
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revenues. Those three de- 
partments are the only 
money-making, 
self-sup- 


porting departments with- 
in the city and have sepa- 
rate autonomy under the 
City Charter. They 
are 


not controlled by the City 
Council as arc other de- 
partments. 


The mayor's desires 


and his failure to respond 
to a request for a meeting 
tendered three months 
ago, has left the 
five 


members of the Harbor 
Commission in a quandry. 
They were appointed to 
the.commission by Brad- 
ley. They would like to do 
as he wishes. But to agree 
to dp so would cause them 
to violate the conditions of 
the- City Charter which 
slates these three depart- 
ments will have the indi- 
vidual ability to set sal- 
aries and otherwise oper- 
ate the departments inde- 
pendent of action by the 
City Council. 
. The matter is scheduled 
for 
more discussion 


Wednesday, 
hopefully 


after a meeting with 
Bradley.

The Agriculture Marketing Services suggests four 


ways to avoid using treated seed for sprouting 


1. Look for a warning label on every seed package 
2. Do not use seeds intended for field use. 
A. Do not buy seeds sold by bulk unless the bulk 


container clearly has no warning or clearly indicates 
the seeds are untreated. 


4. .Consider buying seeds for sprouting only from a 


health, organic or Chinese food store or food depart- 
ment. These stores usually only stock untreated seeds. 


1 Aching feet department

The booklet explains causes and treatment of some

that bind their calves, children shouldn't wear sneak- 
ers for long periods and everyone should avoid wearing 
worn out shoes around the house.

Sour sugar substitutes 


Researchers at the National Institute of Environ- 


mental Health Sciences in North Carolina have raised 
a question whether long-time saccharin use might have 
ill effects in humans — including bladder cancer. 


In an article published in the National Observer 


quoting the study, it was suggested that saccharin 
users might consider occasionally substituting some- 
thing for the sugar substitute. 


The current issue of the Journal of Agriculture and 


Food Chemistry reports rat studies show that "saccha- 
rin accummulates in the bladder with prolonged 
administration of normal doses." The same tests show, 
the article continues, that when saccharin is removed 
from the diet, its residue disappears from rat bladders. 


"These findings indicate that it might be beneficial 


if regular users of saccharin would occasionally discon- 
tinue its use for several days and allow.for tissue 
clearance," investigators reported. 


Mechanics vote to strike PSA 


SAN DIEGO Ifl — Pacif- 


ic Southwest Airlines will 
be struck by 600 me'chan^ 
ics and- maintenance 
workers unless a new con- 
tract offer is made soon, a 
Teamsters Union official 
said Saturday. 


Marv 
Griswold, sec- 


retary-treasurer of Local 
2707, said the union has 
voted by an "overwhelm- 


ing majority" to authorize 
the negotiating committee 
to call a strike. 


The 
current one-year 


contract with the mainte- 
nance workers runs out at 
midnight Tuesday. Gris- 
wold said company repre- 
sentatives and union ne- 
gotiators are scheduled to 
continue contract talks 
Monday. 


In .mid-October, on a 


Saturday: a fisherman re- 
turned to Sunset Beach 
after a productive day of 
lobster fishing. On board 
were 1,500 pounds of tails 
from 4,931 "bugs." 


The sizes of the lobsters 


from which the tails had 
been severed could not be 
determined. The 
Costa 


Mesa owner of the boat 
was cited for violation of 
the California Fish and 
Game Code. It is unlawful 
to possess or bring ashore 
any fish (including lob- 
sters) whose 
size or 


weight cannot be deter- 
mined. 


With lobsters, the law is 


intended to prevent the 
faking of "shorts" — lob- 
sters with body shells less 
than 3% inches in length, 
too small to have yet 
spawned. 


The fisherman faces a 


fine of 1500 and or six 
months in jail plus the 


. possible 
confiscation 
of 


his boat and all its fishing 
gear. 


WHEN THE depart- 


ment seizes legal sized 
lobsters they are sold to 
commercial dealers and 
the money they bring is 
put into the department's 
fish and game perserva- 
tion fund. Since the size of 
the lobsters siezed in the 
Sunset Beach case could 
hot be determined they 
were 
given 
to local 


charitable 
organizations 


serving food. 


The seizure by the 


DF&G at Sunset Beach, 
although larger than most 
cases handled by the de- 
partment, it is indicative 
of the increasing danger 
to the spiny lobster re- 
source in Southern Cali- 
fornia. 
'Inspector Robert.G. Ka- 
neen of the Marine Re- 
sources Region headquar- 
tered in Long Beach, not- 
ing that there has been a 
steady decline in the lob- 
ster as a seafood delicacy 
.for the past 20 years, be- 
lieves the major causes' 
are the taking of shorts, 
and taking of legals and 
shorts during the closed 
spawning season and sell- 
ing them on the black 
market. 


There is a lucrative 


market for lobster tails. 
Bootlegged shorts bring 
from $15 to $20 a dozen. 
He also notes th'at few lob- 
ster lovers ever question 
whether the lobster they

ster study program.

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Expert addresses symposium on Queen Mary 
Drug mobs seen turning to hired ^brains'

A noted authority on drug abuse 


predicted Saturday that criminal 
syndicates in the future "may pur- 
chase the. brains of organic chem- 
ists 
to make synthetic narcotics 


and marijuana. 


Dr. Sidney Cohen, a professor of 


psychiatry at UCLA and a consult- 
ant to the National Institute of 
Mental Health, told a symposium 
on anxiety and drug abuse-that this 
capability will make unnecessary 
"traffic in bulky marijuana and 
opium." 


The day-long symposium', held, 


aboard the Queen Mary, was spon- 
sored by St. Mary's Hospital of 
Long Beach. 


"Why 
carry around a ton of 


marijuana or a bulky package of 
opium?". Cohen commented in dis- 
cussing trends in drug abuse. 


Cohen said there is more than 


one criminal syndicate dealing in 
narcotics, and breaking up just one 
wouldn't solve the problem. And 
even if the crops that produce 
opium were destroyed, heroin could 
be replaced by synthetic agents, he 
said. 


On the other hand, he said, law- 


enforcement agencies wDl improve 


their detection technology dramati- 
cally. He described techniques al- 
ready available for finding micro- 
scopic amounts of drugs of abuse. 


Cohen said there already is a 


"shocking" increase in the use of 
drugs by younger persons. 


"It is a matter of concern be- 


cause the central nervous system 
of a child is more vulnerable to 
chemicals," he observed. 


The sex ratio of drug users, 


which has traditionally showed fe- 
males in the minority, is shifting 
toward equal involvement, he 
noted. 


The abuse of alcohol by all age 


groups will increase, he continued. 
Consumption of both alcohol — 
especially of "pop wines" — and of 
marijuana 
c o n t i n u e s to grow 


steadily. 


"We're not going to solve the 


alcohol problem with marijuana," 
Cohen said. "If we could, I'd be in 
favor of legalizing marijuana." 


Actually, Cohen opposes legal- 


ization of marijuana. For 
one 


thing, he said, scientists haven't 
found out yet if marijuana can 
cause cancer. 


"After all, it is smoked, and it 


has tar in it," he said. 


Heroin addiction is on the de- 


crease, he said. So is use of in- 
travenous amphetamines, the so- 
called "speed." 


• 
The main drugs of abuse in the 


future will be agents, that depress 
the central nervous system, he pre- 
dicted. 


The use of barbiturates and 


drugs known as "sopors" is on the 
rise already, he said. 


Cohen said he is alarmed at the 


abuse of aerosols and solvents by 
juveniles. 


In some barrios, it is a real 


menace, he said. Some medical ob- 
servers are claiming that these 
substances may cause brain dam- 
age, "and I fear this claim may be 
substantiated," he commented. 


Youngsters are using not only 


solvents but also the substances 
dissolved in them, he continued. 
One of the most recently reported 
abuses: Inhalation of gold and 
bronze paint spray, in Fresno. 


"What is this going to do to the 


lungs?" Cohen queried. 


He said the use of psychedelic 


drugs is decreasing, but that many 
youngsters now "lake a few LSD 
trips," viewing (he phenomenon as 
part of growing up. Most of LSD 
use results from peer pressure, he 
said. 


Cocaine has been rediscovered. 


II is used mainly by rock groups 
and by affluent heroin addicts who 
lake heroin and cocaine together — 
"the speedball of 50 years ago." 


Another speaker, Dr. Charles 


Ford, a psychiatrist at Harbor 
General Hospital, said there is an 
increasing tendency lo blame hypo- 
glycemia (low blood sugar) for a 
myriad of symptoms. 


But the patient who thinks he 


has hypoglycemia may actually be 
suffering from depression. 


The 
symptoms of depression 


and anxiety, and of hypoglycemia 
are similar, he said. 


He cited a study of 31 patients 


referred to Harbor General Hospi- 
tal with a diagnosis of hypoglyce- 
mia.

Laboratory tests showed that 


many of Ihe patients had normal 
blood sugars. 


"About half were in need of 


psychiatric treatment, yet they had 
been referred for a medical diagno- 
sis," Ford said. 


Many of the patients were de- 


pressed. And about half 
were 


psychialrically classified as having 
"hysterical personalities." 


Ford, in a second lecture later 


in the day, said that drug-with- 
drawal symptoms are "very fre- 
quent" in Ihe general hospital. 


Often, the patient is an affluent 


housewife who has neglected to tell 
Ihe doctor she has been taking 
medications such as Librium, Vali- 
um or Serax. 


Dr. Donald W. Schater, associ- 


ate clinical professor of psychiatry 
and human behavior at UC Irvine 
College of Medicine, said t h a t 
everything from the weather lo the 
women's liberation movement can 
cause anxiety. 


A prolonged spell of unusual 


weather will create uneasiness, he 
said. As for women's liberation, 
many women can't easily define 
their role, and this leads to anxiety. 


Still other women fear thev will 


become "useless" in middle age 
and become anxious. The young 
suffer anxiety because of lack of 
sufficient restraints imposed on 
them or because they fear they 
"can't make their mark or prove 
up." 


Schafer said some 
successful 


middle-aged men suffer the Alex- 
ander the Great syndrome. (Alex- 
ander is said lo have wept after 
conquering the world while slill in 
his 20s.) 


"The 
successful middle-aged 


man feels he has no more worlds to 
conquer," Schafer said. "He can 
foresee no future victory, and this 
may lead him into depression and 
anxiely." 
i 


Finally, there is the existential 


anxiely — that suffered by a per- 
son who fears something will hap- 
pen despite his planning. \ 


"It is the fear of the uncontrol- 


lable. The palicnl says, 'What if a 
car hits mine on the freeway?'" 


He added: 
"Many people gel so anxious 


about Ihis that they slop enjoying 
life. One should be able lo not only 
accept this but live with it comfort- 
ably and forge ahead. But how 
many have ever been comfortable 
with their finiteness?" 


Electrical stimulation 
used for drug cases' 
underlying depression

A Long Beach psychiatrist said Saturday that the majority of young 


persons on drugs have an underlying depression and that electrical stimula- 
tion of the brain "can break up the depression." 


The psychiatrist, Dr. S. Albert Molle, said in an exclusive interview that 


not only is the depression removed but the emotional reactions caused by 
the drugs are also eliminated. 


Dr. Mollc was interviewed while he was atlending a medical symposium 


sponsored by St. Mary's Hospital. 


He said Hint a number of youngsters who used marijuana, LSD or 


mcscaline have been successfully treated by electrical stimulation. 


"We don't call it electroshock," he said. "That scares people. Anyway, 


there is no convulsion, and the palient is totally unaware of the treatment 
at the time." 


He said the patient is given a small dose of an anesthetic such as 


Brevital or Pentothal, "and there is complete amnesia afterward." 


"It is not unusual for a patient to wake up and ask, 'When docs tho 


treatment begin?'" 


Also administered to the palient is a potent muscle relaxant called 


Anectine. 


"Because of Anectine, there are no convulsions," Molle said. 
Electrodes are attached to the head, and 170 volts of electricity are 


administered for one and a halt seconds, the psychiatrist described. 


After the treatment, the patienl may sleep for 20 minutes to a half hour 
he added. 


Thanks to Anectine, there are no bone fractures, Molle noted. In the 


past, eleclroconvulsive therapy has sometimes caused fractures in persons 
with soft bones. 


Molle said the drug patient gets a course of four lo eight treatments. No 


restraints are necessary during the treatment. One patienl had had seven 
surgical operations on his back yel experienced no skeletal problems afler 
cleclrical stimulation, Molle said. 


Patients have ranged in age from nine years to 87, he added. 
"The treatments get them off Ihe pattern of depression and also rid 


them of disturbing emotional reactions resulting from drug use " Molle 
asserted. 


Some patients are "wild and uncontrollable" as a consequence of drug 


use, he said. 


Molle emphasized that all patients undergo psychotherapy after electri- 


cal stimulation treatment. 


"You can't just leave them hanging there," he remarked. "You then try 


to find what caused the original depression."

Findings 
of a 
management 


study of the city's Marine Safety 
Division — begun in August as a 
probe of alleged lifeguard drug use 
was ending — will be released lo 
the City Council Tuesday, City 
Manager John R. Mansell disclosed 
Saturday. 


In addition to the report's 


recommended reorganization of the 
entire division, Mansell is set to 
appoint Richard L. Miller, a 23- 
year veteran seasonal lifeguard 
and teacher at College Intermedi- 
ate School, to fill the newly created 
post of head of the Marine Safety 


Operations, if the council accepts 
the changes. 


Miller will replace chief life- 


guard John Olszewski, who, Man- 
sell said, will be reassigned as 
adult sports coordinator in the 
Recreation Department. 


Olszweki's "extensive athletic 


abilities and experience will be 
well utilized," Mansell noted. 


The report, compiled by Man- 


sell's administrative assistant, 
James Hankla, recommends that 
the council do away with the old 
Marine Safety Division and estab- 
lish a Marine Safety Operations 
Division. 


The new division would have 


three sections: beach safety, har- 


bor patrol and marina security. All 
three are to gain lieutenants as 
chiefs—the posts also being added, 
according to the report. 


Miller would receive a salary 


starling at $1,405 a month, anr" the 
three lieutenants $1,108 a month. 


Asked if the 
changes would 


achieve the manager's goal of 
"tighter supervision and better 
communication," 
Hankla said, 


"Definitely, it's an ideal organiza- 
tional structure." 


Mansell said revision in the life- 


guard department had been under 
consideration for some time, but 
conceded that the move was "pin- 
pointed by developments in past 


months—it might have been speed- 
ed up." 


The city manager was referring 


to a $25,000-investigation of alleged 
drug use among lifeguards, both on 
and off duty, initiated in January 
after at least two letters were re- 
ceived, each outlining detailed ac- 
counts of individuals, occurrences 
and the drugs. 


The probe involved extensive 


interviews of some 50 full and part- 
time lifeguards, both by Mansell 
and the police intelligence squad. 
The police interviews were con- 
ducted by.Lt. Ray Henry, the head 
of the squad, as well as field inves- 
tigations. 


Delayed by- pressing city busi- 


ness, the investigation did not con- 
clude until early August. There 
were no formal charges brought, 
Mansell said, because of a lack of 
concrete evidence. 


"All of the factual data was 


found to be inconclusive," Mansell 
said at the lime, "so as to render 
its use almost impossible or im- 
practical in filing charges that 
would contain sufficient substan- 
tive information to hold up either 
at a civil service board hearing or 
a criminal proceeding." 


• Mansell, said he had talked to 


the "three principles" involved in 
the drug allegations, but that there 
would be no further action. 


Several lifeguards—six accord- 


ing to most sources—were moved 
to npnsupervisory positions after 
the investigation had neared its 
end. The men got their old jobs 
back, Mansell said. 


Lifeguards, who asked to re- 


main anonymous, said they told 
Mansell of management troubles 
within the division. The guards said 
the interviews were spent both on 
drug use and adminislrative prob- 
lems. This was acknowledged by 
Mansell. 


Several said they criticized the 


performance of Olszewski. Ols- 
zewski has refused to comment on 
any phase of the investigation.

Outrageous reporting? 


: 
The White House has issued a 


•statement providing examples of 
what President Nixon referred to 
_when he spoke at his most recent 
press conference of "outrageous, 
vicious, distorted reporting." 


The examples are partly of re- 


porting and partly of editorial 
.comment. A study of them sug- 
'gests that the President has a 
point, which he overstated; that 
the press has a point, which it has 
•not stated clearly; and that televi- 
Jsipri has a problem it should deal 
with. 


Television's 
problem 
is that 


some television newsmen slide in 
and out of different — and incom- 
patible — roles. A man or woman 
whose job 
is basically that of. 


objective news coverage may also 
do commentaries — after a presi- 
dential speech or press conference 
or simply in a five-rrinute radio 
slot set aside for the purpose. 
j A good journalist can do both 
without letting his personal opin- 
ions affect the way he reports the 
news. But it is hard for a viewer 
to separate these roles. It is dif- 
ficult to recognize that Dan Rath- 
er, commentator, is doing some- 
thing different from Dan Rather, 
reporter. 


When the White House com- 


plains that Rather sp.oke of 
"large-scale .terror bombing of 
North Vietnam,." :it may be com- 
plaining about what lawyers call 
"fair comment" rather than about 
unfair 
reporting. • (The 
White 


House doesn't say whether this 
particular Rather broadcast was 
presented as news or as commen- 
tary.) The term "fair comment" 
doesn't necessarily mean that the 
comment is right. It certainly 
doesn't mean that it is unargua- 
ble. It does mean that there is a 
reasonable basis in fact for mak- 
ing it. 


BUT THE. DISTINCTION be- 


tween fair comment and objective 
reporting is not one a radio listen- 
er or television viewer is likely to 
make — particularly when 
the 


same network journalist may pro- 
vide both, if not in the same pro- 
gram then on the same day. 


The White House also complain- 


ed of an Eric Sevareid comment 
on the North Vietnam 
bombing 


that "the feeling is one of dismay, 
tinged with shame that the U.S. is 
again resorting to mass killing in 
an effort to end the killing." 


Sevareid confines his 
daily 


chores entirely to editorial com- 
ment, clearly labeled as such. 
There can be disagreement with 
the opinion that angered the White 
House. Polls at the time showed 
that the overwhelming majority of 
Americans disagreed with it. But 
there can be no legitimate com- 
plaint that Sevareid did anything 
improper in airing an opinion that 
was clearly identified as commen- 
tary. 


His misfortune was that view- 


ers are so used to television news- 
men acting both as reporters and 
as commentators they may not 
distinguish between the two roles. 
Viewers may thus assume that 
Sevareid is stating as fact what he 
is actually offering as opinion. 


NEWSPAPERS TRY to avoid 


that problem by confining articles 
of opinion to pages reserved for 
commentary, and by keeping news 
pages free of bias. In this news- 
paper, pages B-2 and B-3 are re- 
served on Sunday through Friday 
for the expression of opinion — by 
the editor, in this column; by 
readers, in letters to the editor; 
and by columnists, in signed arti- 
cles. 


Even so, some readers misun- 


derstand. It may be that some at 
the White House also misunder- 
stood, for the White House exam- 
ples of "outrageous, vicious, dis- 
torted reporting" included some 
quotations that appeared only on 
newspaper editorial pages and not 
in news articles. 


The White House complained, 


for example, about a Washington 
Post editorial on the North Viet- 
nam bombing that said: " . . 
millions of Americans cringe in 
shame and wonder at their Presi- 
dent's very sanity." 


That was an outrageous exag- 


geration: But it didn't claim to be 
a report on a poll of Americans 
about their view of the President's 
mental health. We wouldn't try to 
defend it as a sensible editorial 
comment. Still, it can be taken in 
the same way one would take an 
advertisement's claim that "mil- 
lions of Americans have found in- 
stant relief with Jones' Pep-You- 
Up Pills." Ridiculous, but not to 
be taken as reporting but rather 
as a hard sell. 


Even so, anything in an editori- 


al that might be taken as a state- 
ment of fact ought to be a state- 
ment of fact. It ought to be as fair, 
as clear and as accurate as any 
statement of fact in a news story. 
Sticking to that principle will help 
newspapers, .and serve readers 
honestly, if in addition newspapers 
stick to the principle of confining 
comment to pages set aside for 
the purpose. 


Television 
can't segregate 


editorial comment in the same 
way. Everything on television or 
radio is on the front page. But 
television can label commentary 
as such, and it can .insist that one 
person not broadcast both news 
and commentary. 


Both the print media and televi- 


sion thus can do more than they 
have to assure that.neither the 
President nor other readers and 
viewers will think of them as un- 
fair. For our part, we pledge to do 
our best to be fair and to try to do 
nothing that would give even the 
appearance of unfairness.

Hafif (pronounced Barnuni) said he

Crowd eslimales ranged from 
4,500 to 7,300 but Hafif didn't estimate 
how much of the crowd came to see his 
friend, Ray Charles, on the same bill.

His ample horn may overflow in some 


areas but Herb is not exactly full of ept. 
Referring to his Long Beach appearance 
he implied that he purposely stacked the 
deck against himself to make the rally a 
real test of his supporters' dedication. 
Thus, he explained, he came up with "the 
worst night of the month for such a thing 
at the Long Beach Arena — the worst 
place too ... We picked the Long Beach 
Arena because it was the most out-of-the- 
way place we could find." 


Hafif's slingers of superlatives wrote 


that Herb was not stressing Ray Charles' 
appearance. Nonetheless entertainment 
page editors received news releases nam- 
ing Charles and quoting him, a la Jay 
Rodriguez, as saying Hafif is "the out- 
standing trial lawyer in the United 
States." 


The comic "World's Foremost Author- 


ity" made you wonder "of what?" Hern's 
press people came up with a cryptic 
parallel line noting that Hafif is "recog- 
nized as one of the top few attorneys in 
the United States." Unexplained is who 
does the recognizing or what "top few" 
means. 


Hyperbole never takes a holiday in a 


Hafif press item. One gives us an insight 
on a unique election I should like to have 
witnessed. The California Trial Lawyers 
Association named Herb "the greatest 
president in the history of the state trial 
bar." 


I wonder wistfully who Herb's chal- 


lengers were, who nominated Herb, who 
seconded the bid of the late Charlie Glotz, 
a fair-to-middling president back in ought- 
six. Who spoke for the deceased? 


No doubt Herb has a flare. He's the 


only disadvantaged young man I've heard 
of who has pictures of himself digging 
ditches — to support his tough times 
stories,' without which no politician could 
long endure.

SACRAMENTO — Come now the post- 


mortems, the efforts to make sense of the 
stunning setback suffered by Prop. 1 last 
week. 


People interested in the art and me- 


•chanics of campaigning can have a field 
day trying to analyze just where Gov. 
Reagan's forces went wrong, and or just 
what the opponents did that was right. 


PUNDITS WHO prefer to speculate on 


the possible political consequences of the 
election, however, have enough food for 
thought for a feast. 


Ronald Reagan wants to be president 


of the United States, a noble ambition. His 
ambition has been encouraged by Repub- 
lican party officials because they see in 
him that most required of political at- 
tributes, the capacity to win. He says 
what Republicans want to hear. He is 
affirmative, he is aggressive. And there is 
that charisma. 


Now, 
how is he to be assessed in the 


light of Prop. 1. He said to voters, in 
effect: "It is complex, but I know it is 
good for you. Trust me." 


THE PROPOSAL was rejected by 


nearly 340,000 votes. 


Certainly, the image the governor 


hoped to project nationally is damaged by 
the magnitude of the defeat. But is it so 
damaged that he drops from being the 
fronlrunner in the 1976 GOP presidential 
sweepstakes to an also ran? 


Quite probably, the answer is no. 
Despite the site of the loss, an argu- 


ment can be made that the defeat could 
help him in the long run. 


Had he won, he might well have ac- 


quired so much initial momentum that he 
could have stampeded the '76 convention, 
much as Barry Goldwater steamrollered 
the 1964 results. 


He could have pretty much called all 


his own campaign shots, narhed all his 
own people, dictated his own strategy, 
and ignored those party regulars he chose 
to ignore. 


Even a slim defeat would not have 


hurt too much. He could have argued lhat 
the misrepresentations of the Prop. 1 op- 
ponents fooled just enough voters to do in 
his plan to return government to the peo- 
ple. And the plan itself, of course, would 
never have been tested and possibly found 
wanting. 


BUT THE PLAN wasn't just nipped, it 


was clobbered. And the Ronald Reagan 
who said "My faith in the people and their 
wisdom . . . is upheld" after (he 1972 
election can not now turn around and 
accuse them of ignorance. 


So although he probably should still be 


considered the frontrunner for the nomi- 
nation, he will not have the rocketlike 
campaign launching a Prop. I victory 
would have given him. 


Because, the Prop. 1 campaign was 


Ronald Reagan's campaign, it is his po- 
litical judgment which has -been found 
wanting. He either misread what the peo- 
ple wanted, or he erred on how best to 
present what they wanted to them. 


EITHER WAY, the party pros at the 


national level can say, now, "You can't 
become president by yourself; you need 
us." 


• While Ronald Reagan's reputation as a 


politician of great skill will no doubt suf- 
fer because of Prop. 1, it is nevertheless a 
deserved reputation. He is certainly politi- 
cian enough to accept the reality that he 
must now be a part of the national party 
apparatus, not superior to it. 


And the Republican attempt to over- 


come the tarnish of Watergate in 1976 will 
obviously require a unified, coordinated 
team effort. The man up front may well 
be characterized 
as an Independent, 


blemish-free Mr. Clean, but the selling of 
that characterization requires organiza- 
tion. 


While the outcome of the Prop. 1 cam- 


paign may not damage Reagan in the 
long run, it figures to enhance greatly the 
hopes of Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti 
to succeed Reagan as governor. 


BY JUMPING OUT front in opposition 


to Reagan's tax limitation plan almost 
from the day it was announced, and by 
being far and away its most vocal, hard- 
working critic, by raising money for the 
campaign and by personally directing a 
major portion of the effort, the Van Nuys 
assemblyman 
accomplished several 


things. 


First, he showed that he is in touch 


with' the concerns of the people; what he 
feared about Prop. 1, very likely the peo- 
ple feared as well. 


Second, he improved his name identi- 


fication with voters. Earlier in the year, 
he ranked near the bottom of the list of 


Democratic hopefuls when voters were 
asked which candidates they had heard 
of. Now, probably, he ranks at or near the 
top. 


Third, he proved himself to be a hard 


worker, an effective campaigner, and a 
successful money raiser, and party regu- 
lars looking for a horse to hitch their 
wagon to have the immediate memory of 
his abilities.

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AND, 
FINALLY, he has had a dry-run 


statewide campaign. He has had 
an 


opportunity to test himself, to test his 
staff, to test party workers throughout the 
state, and can evaluate strengths and 
weaknesses and make necessary adjust- 
ments. Only Secretary of State Edmund 
G. Brown Jr. among the Democrats can ' 
claim a similar opportunity, and that was ' 
in 1970. Things changein three years. 


What need not be analyzed is the 


statistic that more than four million Cali- 
form'ans went to the polls to help deter- 
mine a matter crucial to the machinery of 
slate government. That's a lot of folks 
expressing interest. Not as much as 
should be expressing interest, perhaps, 
but still a lot. Bob Moretti and everyone 
else who wants something to do with state 
government in the future would do well to 
remember.

Don't let flu turn 
to pneumonia 


A lot of people should realize 


that pneumonia is still a major 
disease often starting with the flu. 
A Changing Times survey is a 
warning that each of us should con- 
sider in the coming months. 


To the dismay of doctors, the 


toll of illness and death f r o m 
pneumonia is higher than it was a 
decade ago, when everyone hoped 
antibiotics and better 
treatment 


would start the lung disease on the 
road to oblivion. This year nearly 
70,000 victims, mostly very young 
children and people over 50, will 
die from all forms of pneumonia, 
giving this age-old menace the 
dubious distinction of being the 
fifth leading cause of death in the 
United States. Another 2,500,000 or 
more patients will recover in hospi- 
tals, but at a staggering cost of 
over $2 billion in medical treatment 
and days lost from work. 


BETTER 
DIAGNOSIS and 


more 
accurate reporting of 


pneumonia, plus the increase of a 
more susceptible population of 
elderly, help explain the grim 
statistics. But many researchers 
also feel that fatal pneumonia is on 
the rise because there are more 
people with lungs weakened by air 
pollution and smoking. Another 
reason is that more people are hav- 
ing surgery nowadays, so there are 
more cases of postoperative 
pneumonia brought on by a combi- 
nation of lung-irritating anesthetic 
and weakened conditions. 


What it is. Pneumonia is really 


a catchall term to describe an in- 
flammation of the tiny air sacs and 
other tissues within the lung. Vari- 
ous bacteria, viruses and nonliving 
chemical irritants can cause such a 
reaction, frequently classified as 
either "lobar" or "broncho" 
pheumonia. Lobar pneumonia com- 
monly affects only one segment, or 
lobe, of the lung. Broncho pneumo- 
nia usually attacks the lung's small 
bronchi and their branches, show- 
ing up on an X-ray as a widespread 
patchy area. 


Pneumonia is more precisely 


identified by the name of the agent 
that causes it. Viral pneumonia is 
caused by viruses, 
bacterial 


pheumonia by bacteria. The com- 
monest form of bacterial pneumo- 
nia is caused by a strain of germs 
called 
pneumococci, organisms 


that are frequently found growing 
harmlessly in the nose and throat 
of healthy people. 


NORMALLY, THESE are held 


in check, but with a cold or flu a 
person's resistance is lowered and 
the lung's tough, natural defense 
barrier may give way, making it 
easier either for hitchhiking germs 
of organisms invading for the first 
time to gain a foothold, to start 
reproducing and to produce a full- 
blown case of pneumonia. 


Typically, 
pncumococeal 
and 


most other types of bacterial 
pneumonia start three or four days 
after a cold with shaking chills, 
sweating, chest pain and fever that 
shoots rapidly to 103 or higher. 
When a dark hack develops and the 
patient begins coughing up mucus 
and rusty-colored sputum, odds are 
it's bacterial pneumonia.

Untreated cases lake one or two 


courses. Fever and chills may con- 
tinue for ten days or more, while 
the victim gets weaker and weaker 
until death occurs. Or the patient 
passes through a crisis after which 
the fever goes down dramatically 
and full recovery becomes a gradu- 
al and often lengthy process. 


ANOTHER COMMON type of 


pneumonia, so-called 
walking 


pneumonia, may also begin with flu 
or a bad cold that hangs on. It is 
caused by viruses or mycpplasma 
—organisms that are neither vi- 
ruses nor bacteria—that get into 
the lungs and injure the cells. 


Viral p n e u m o n i a may be 


accompanied by cough and fever, 
but it seldom 
produces rusty 


sputum or moves as quickly and 
devastatingly as pneumococcal 
pneumonia. In most cases recovery 
takes about two weeks. 


Diagnosis, treatment 
and 


prevention. Symplons, of course, 
are good clues in diagnosing bac- 
terial-pneumonia. But because all 
too many organisms can cause it, 
the doctor may want a laboratory 
test to pinpoint the exact culprit. 
Viral pneumonia, on .the other 
hand, is usually distinguished from 
bacterial p n e u m o n i a by the ab- 
sence from the sputum of signifi- 
cant numbers of pneumococci and 
staphylococci and by how the pa- 
tient looks and feels. In either case, 
X-rays may be 'called for to deter- 
mine whether the infection is lobar 
or broncho pneumonia. 


RECOVERY FROM bacterial 


pneumonia depends on the age and 
health of the patient and the type 
and extenl of treatment. Infants, 
patients over 50, diabetics, those 
prone to overindulgence in alcohol, 


1 people with chronic lung of heart 


conditions all run greater risks of 
complications. One of these is bac- 
teremia, an infection that has gpt- 
ton into the bloodstream. But with 
penicillin (or an alternative drug if 
there is allergy) and hospitalization 
in the first three days from onset, 
there is a 95 per cent chance of 
recovery 
f r o m 
pneumococcal 


pneumonia. 


By and large, treatment for 


viral pneumonia consists of bed 
rest, fluids and pain relievers. 
Hospitalization of five days or a 
week is frequently required, but 
the doctor may first try treating an 
early case at home. Antibiotics 
have no effect on pneumonia caus- 
ed by viruses. 
M y c o p l a s m a l 


pneumonia, however, may respond 
to tetracycline or erythromycin, 


FOR 
NOW, prevention of 


pneumonia is mostly up'to you. 
Here are the main ways to guard 
against it: Pneumonia can strike at 
any time of year, but winter and 
spring are the riskiest periods. So 
avoid fatigue, exposure and chill- 
ing. Stay away from people with 
colds or flu and out of crowded 
places during epidemics of respira- 
tory illness. Eat 
well-balanced 


meals and don't overindulge in 
alcohol. 


If you catch a cold, keep warm, 


rest in bed, drink liquids and eat a 
moderate, balanced diet. Keep 
youngsters with fever and 
cold 


symptons in bed in a well-ventilat- 
ed room. 


People over 50, pregnant 


women and chronically ill should 
ask their doctor about the advisa- 
bility of flu shots that may guard 
against a kind of pneumonia that 
occasionally follows influenza. 


All this doesn't mean you have 


to run to the doctor with every 
cold. But if you develop symptons 
of pneumonia, don't delay in telling 
him how you feel, either. Prompt 
diagnosis and proper treatment can 
spell the difference between recov- 
ery and serious and even fatal 
complications of pneumonia.

We have just completed a de- 


tailed study of cases referred to the 
Justice Deparlmenl by the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency in 
1971-72. The agency used the old 
1899 Refuse Act to restrain facto- 
ries from fouling the waterways. 


This hoary statute has not been 


replaced by a new law, but the 
pattern of prosecution hasn't im- 
proved. 


The EPA asks Justice to prose- 


cute only the worst polluters. They 
are given every chance to clean up 
their messes voluntarily. Only as a 
last resort are cases forwarded to 
the Justice Department. 


YET A LARGE percentage of 


these cases never reach the courts. 
Top EPA officials have told us, not 
for attribution, that it sometimes 
takes dynamite to blast a pollution 
case out of the pigeonholes of the 
prosecutors. Our own study shows 
that, of 168 pollution cases submit- 
ted for criminal prosecution the 
Justice Deparlmenl rejected 35 out- 
right and sidetracked 34 more for 
one reason or another. 


Almost invariably the compa- 


nies with the most political cloul 
seemed lo go unpunished or lo get 
off with light fines. We could not 
establish that campaign contribu- 
tions resulted in overt intervention. 
But as one high official confided to 
us, "You just know who is to be 
prosecuted and who is nol." 


In October 1971, for example, 


the EPA referred a criminal case 
involving an oil spill on the Yazoo 
River in Mississippi. The spill had 
been caused by either Mobil or 
Pennzoil, said EPA, since both 
f i r m s have facilities near the 
Yaz.oo. The U.S. attorney declined 
to prosecute because he lacked 
"evidence as lo who caused the 
spill." 


IT MAY BE merely a coinci- 


dence that Pennzoil's president, 
William Liedtke, was a fund raiser 
for the Nixon campaign last year. 
On one celebrated occasion, he 
stuffed $700,000 in cash and nego- 
tiable securities into a suitcase, 
sent it to Washington aboard a 
company plane and had it deliver- 
ed in the dark of night to Nixon 
headquarters. 
No receipt 
was 


asked nor given. 


Another time, the EPA asked 


Justice to file a civil suit against 
California Marine Packing for pol- 
luling the Los Angeles harbor wilh 
'fish processing wastes' which 're- 
sulted in fish kills.' The U.S. Attor- 
ney declined. 


THE 
PACKING company, it 


develops, is a division of Weslgate- 
California 
Corporation, whose 


board chairman is San Diego mil- 
lionaire C. Arnholl Smith. The 
Shadowy Smith is a personal friend 
of President Nixon and contributed 
$200,000 to the Nixon re-election ef- 
fort. The donation was returned 
after the public learned Smith was 
under invesligation of both the 
Internal Revenue Service and the 
Securities Exchange Commission, 


Well over a year ago, the EPA 


wanted Justice to prosecute Getty 
Oil for dumping oil, grease, lead 
and chemicals into the Delaware 
River. The case, we have been in- 
formed, is tied up in "negotiation." 
The president of Getly Oil is bil- 
lionaire J. Paul Gelly; Ihe record 
shows he contributed at least $75,- 
000 to Nixon. 


In June 1972, the EPA requested 


that suits be filed against Star-Kist 
Foods for discharging f o u l fish 
processing wastes into Los Angeles 
harbor. Prosecution was declined 
and the company agreed to work 
out an abatement program. 


Star-Kist is a subsidiary of H.J. 


Heinz, whose officers gave Nixon 
over $60,000. The president of Star- 
Kist, Joseph Bogdanovich, contrib- 
uted $30,000 out of his own pocket 
to Nixon. 


Twice in 1971, Gulf Oil was ac- 


cused of causing oil spills in the 
Houslon ship channel. Criminal 
charges were finally filed in one 
case on January 5,1973. There has 
been no legal aclion at all on the 
second spill. By another coinci- 
dence, Gulf Oil donated $100,000 to 
Nixon's campaign. The company 
later admitted the contribution was 
illegal and it was returned. 


The big corporate bosses in 


many communities, EPA officials 
told us, have enormous influence 
with the local U.S. attorneys. 


IN AT LEAST eight cases, the 


federal attorneys simply failed to 
file suit before the deadline passed.

Now, Nov. 11 
was designed and designated as the 
day "true blue Americanism" 
would be inculcated in the masses. 


The American Legion 
and 


Veterans of Foreign Wars, swelled 
wilh vigorous, youthful member- 
ships, then were riding high in the 
national scheme of things. From 
every Post or Dugout they domi- 
nated politics in every city hall, 
courthouse and statehouse across 
the then-48. 


Observant eyes, backed by 


energetic action arms, focused con- 
stantly on school books and prac- 
tices. A veteran-inspired wave of 
what since has been called a "new 
nationalism" swept between the 
seas. 


NOW, TWO or three wars laler, 


those few who seemingly still care 
are aging diehard veterans of an 
older war, chauvinistically refusing 
to concede that a Johnny-come- 
lately October "Veterans Day" 
holds any meaning beyond provid- 
ing an extra holiday for civil ser- 
vants. 


Leaving the value judgments 


for future pundits and historians, I 
would note only that these striking- 
ly different attitudes reveal some- 
thing quite profound about pur soci- 
ety and the evenls spanning only 
two lifetimes. 


Stored in my personal memory 


bank and now waiting recall are 
mind's-eyc pictures of other days 
and ways.

a program that gives the 
handicapped a chance to 
become integrated in the 
college community and 
later in the general soci- 
ety. 


There are three parts to 


the program: 
classroom 


courses, personal counsel- 
ing and physicial assist- 
ance through special ma- 
chines and campus envi- 
ronmental changes. 


The program, which is 


relatively new in Califor- 
nia, was pioneered by 
Cerritos College and Gold- 
en West College less than 
four years ago. Now 60 
colleges in the state have 
similar programs. The 
one at LBSU is especially 
good said Hughlett. 


At Cerritos there are 


four successive dassrooni 
courses. The first is orien- 
tation. The students are 
taught the best ways to 
get around the campus, 
where to find assistance, 
the ordinary problems of 
new students as modified 
by handicaps. 


The second course in- 


volves job training and 
finding employment. 


The third deals with the 


personality problems of 
the handicapped. 


The fourth considers 


marriage and family life. 


There also are special 


physical 
education 


courses. 
Swimming, 


weight training and arch- 
ery are high on the list. 


The best archer last year 
was a paraplegic. 


The 
program 
has 


changed the 
campus 


physically. Except for one 
second floor, which will 
soon have an elevator, all 
buildings are accessible to 
wheelchairs by ramps and 
elevators. There are spe- 
cial parking areas. There 
is early enrollment for the 
handicapped. 


Special machines and 


equipment are provided. 
A TV-like machine shows 
greatly enlarged book 
pages for those with im- 
paired vision. There is 'a 
Braille library. Cassette 
recorders are used exten- 
sively.

It has been a year since 


the city of Lakewood set 
up a special department 
to deal with public com- 
plaints and inquiries, and 
the feed-back from the 
public seems to indicate 
that it is operating well. 


Don Fleming, formerly 


with the Long Beach 
Recreation Department, 
was hired last fall as 
Lakewood's first public 
information officer. The 
29-year old former school 
teacher operates the PIO 
office with a full-time 
secretary and three part- 
time assistants. 


"In addition to handling 


inquiries from the public, 
our office is charged with 
producing the public 
information 
brochures" 


Fleming said. He also 
noted the office does not 
act as a publicity depart- 
ment for local organiza- 
tions, but does put these 
groups in touch with 
media contacts so they 
can develop their publici- 
ty programs. 


A LARGE part of staff 


time is spent in getting 
information for the public 
about city business. 
;Before the office was 


established, people calling 
at city hall about problem 
trees, water bills or other 
problems were directed to 
the department concerned 
where a clerk usually 
would try to help. 


Now, the PIO staff re- 


ceives the inquiries and 
contacts the department 
involved. The staff main- 
tains a log of all calls and 
a follow-up system to see 
tjiat the citizen's com- , 
plaint or request for infor- ! 
nialion has been handled. 
'•"We average about 800 
to 1,000 inquires a month 
from the public" Fleming 
said. 


MOST CITY publica- 


tions are produced by the 
office, including the city 
employee publication and 
the city newsletter. The 
newsletter. Which is" sent 
out several times a year 
to each of Lakewood's 25,- 
000 homes, lists city and 
recreation 
department 


programs for coming 
months. 


The office also helps to 


handle community promo- 
tions, oftentimes working 
with the chamber of com- 
merce 
and the 
Pan 


American Festival Associ- 
ation. 


Fleming noted that the 


catch-all Public Informa- 
tion Office is a new con- 
cept in western cities. 


"Eastern citys have 


used the office for years 
to help take the work load 
off of city administrators 
and other city depart- 
ments," he said.

Thompson is a good 


example of one kind of 
problem. He is spastic. He 
must use a wheelchair 
anil his voice is affected. 
He holds a degree in jour- 
nalism from LBSU. His 
condition bars him from 
usual newspaper report- 
ing or even desk work. 
He is now taking vocation- 


al work in a 
different 


field, but he is determined 
to be a writer. He contrib- 
utes to Talon Marks, the 
campus newspaper 
and 


has had some success 
free-lancing. 
He hopes 


eventually to be a regular 
employe of some publica- 
tion. 


Frishman is working to- 


ward becoming a counse- 
lor for the handicapped. 


The men agreed that 


the biggest problem for 
the handicapped is "to get 
a foot through the door." 


"All studies show that 


the handicapped who are 
trained to do a job are 
superior 
employes," 


Hughlett said. "They are 
more loyal and reliable 
and they work-harder." 


They are also better 


drivers. 
The record, 


Hughlett said, shows they 
have fewer accidents. "I 
think we are more cau- 
tious," Frishman 
said. 


About 80 per cent of the 
Cerritos 
handicapped 


drive, many in specially 
equipped cars. 


The 
handicapped 
do 


well on campus. Several 
are on the dean's honor 
roll. They serve on many 
of the committees. 


One of the most active 


clubs is the Handicapped 
Students Club of Cerritos 
College. "We have about 
30 members," ' Frishman 
said. "We meet officially 
every two weeks but there 


are many more unofficial 
meetings." 


The club creates a 


Homecoming float each 
year. Their candidate for 
Homecoming Queen this 
year was Linda Martin, 
Norwalk, who lost her 
eyesight at the age of 15. 


The club cosponsors an 


annual basketball game of 
the handicapped. 
Its 


share' of the proceeds go 
to aid crippled children. 


Hughlett, a graduate of 


St. Mary's near Oakland 
and of Los Angeles State 
University, taught the 
handicapped at Rancho 
Los Amigos Hospital in 
Downey, before coming to 
the Cerritos College posi- 
tion. 


More scholarships, fewer grads

The number of Long 


Beach high school gradu- 
ates is decreasing, but the 
grads are carrying away 
an increasing amount of 
college 
scholarship 


money, school officials 
say. 


They said that about the 


same number of scholar- 
ships are available this 
year as last and high 
school students who will 
graduate this June should 
start applying now. 


College 
applications 


should also be submitted 
this month, according to 
Dr. Doris II. Gregory, 
supervisor of guidance 
services in the Long 
Beach Unified School Dis- 
trict. 


Last June's graduates 


received $1,970,515 from 
806 scholarships. 


That's $300,000 more 


than in 1972 and almost 
rivals the district's record 
$2.1 million received by 


graduating 
seniors 
in 


1972, Dr. Gregory said. 


She said the number of 


scholarships awarded has 
increased by 95 since 711 
in 1970. 


"It is especially signifi- 


cant that the total dollar 
value of scholarships has 
increased at a time when 
enrollment in Long Beach 
high schools is going 
down," she said. 


Dr. Gregory theorized 


that students may be 
more persistant in seek- 
ing scholarships than in 
the past because of the 
nation's worsening eco- 
nomic condition. 


"Students may be more 


in need of scholarship 
money," she said. 


Dr. Gregory said that 


there were plenty of appli- 
cants for the betterknown 
scholarships, but the dili- 
gent student may still be 
able to turn up obscure 
grants that no one else 


has applied for.

Mansell said that the situation 


surrounding the lifeguard depart- 
ment, and its duties, had gradually 
changed over the years, in part 
necessitating the study and subse- 
quent changes.

ments.

EDITOR'S NOTE: This is the first in a three-part 


series on women alcoholics. Today's article deals with the 
difficulties 
of treating women alcoholics. Subsequenf

halfway houses (or the alcoholic in the Long Beach area). 


Mike Gorman, M.D., was anxious to talk about the 


woman alcoholic. 


Nobody really knows much about her, he explained, 


and to his satisfaction, at least, not nearly enough is being 
done to bridge the understanding gap. 


What information that does exist, he added, is merely 


an extrapolation of studies done on men. More and more, 
alcohol experts like Dr. Gorman are questioning whether • 
such findings have any bearing on the woman alcoholic at 
all.- 


A related concern of Dr. Gorman's is his impression 


that the woman alcoholic may not really be getting' 
relevant treatment. In his work with women at the Long 
Beach Alcohol and Drug Abuse Rehabilitation Center, (he.' 
physician has found that women do not respond to treat-, 
mcnt nearly as well as men. 


The reason, he speculates, may be precisely because;" 


so little is known about her. "Frequently, women need'a .. 
lol more help after they've sobered up than men do. It's 
been my experience that after you've sobered a man'up 
and put him on Antabuse, he goes home and things begin 
to get better. 


"For women, the road to recovery isn't so smooth. It 


appears that the majority of women alcoholics don't have 
as much to stay sober for as their male counterparts. And 
you've got to have some kind of reason to stay sober if 
any kind of therapy is going to work." 


ACCORDING TO Dr. Gorman, many of his patients — 


men and women alike — need psychotherapy in addition 
to treatment for their alcoholism. The principle reason tor 
this, he believes, is that many of his patients suffer from 
multiple drug addictions. "Women, especially, are prone 
to multiple drug addictions," said Dr. Gorman, who noted , 
that it's generally accepted that between 7 and 10 per cent 
of all alcoholics need therapy beyond the treatment for 
their alcoholism. 


"Here, that figure is much higher," he added. "And 


with or without the multiple addictions, women seem to 
need psychotherapy more than men." 


Several other professionals involved with the treat- 


ment of alcoholics agreed with Dr. Gorman's observation 
thai Ihc woman alcoholic is harder to reach. Dr. Bruce 
Pevney, medical director of Long Beach Memorial Hospi- 
tal's Alcoholism Treatment and Education Center, re- 
marked that the prognosis is not always as good for the 
woman alcoholic; and Mary Ellen Auckland, the.center's 
inpatienl coordinator of patient services, said thai she has 
found that women don't respond to treatment as well or 
come back for outpatient treatment as faithfully as men. 
"The stigma of being an alcoholic is much greater for a 
woman than it is for a man," said Mrs. Auckland, who is 
a recovered alcoholic herself. "1 think this is one of the 
big reasons why women have so much difficulty seeking 
help. 


"It also appears easier for a woman to blame some- 


one or something else for her drinking. It takes her much 
longer to accept the fact that she's the reason she 
drinks." 


Mrs. Auckland disagrees, however, with the notion 


thai a woman, merely because she's a woman, requires 
any more psychotherapy than a man. 


"I think a lot of women would like to think that—but 


once again, it's because many women have difficulty in 
facing up to the real reason they drink. My experience 
has been that the psychotherapy may be useful once 
you've stopped drinking, hut until you've stopped drink- 
ing, it doesn't help at all."

FAMILIES — especially husbands — may have a 


great deal to do with a woman's difficulty in seeking and 
responding to treatment, too. Either they protect her 


. 
excessively, which simply makes matters worse by pro- 
longing detection of the disease, or they react harshly and 
negatively to the woman's affliction. "There is a particu- 
larly strong revulsion about the idea that a wife, mother

or girlfriend may be an alcoholic," reported a 1972 Blue 
Shield publication on alcoholism. 


And another pamphlet, "AA and the Women," ex- 


plained, "Where women are concerned, the mistaken 
impression that only weaklings and outcasts are alcohol- 
ics remains particularly strong. Most societies tend to 
look with tolerance or even amusement upon a male 
drunk and recoil in distaste from a woman in the same 
condition. 


"The greater tragedy is that the woman herself so 


often shares this bias. For her, the burden of guilt every 
alcoholic carries may be doubled." 


Protection can be even worse, those who work with 


alcoholics say. Jayne Ncwhall, a psychiatric social work- 
er on Ward 1600 (the women's ward) at Long Beach 
General Hospital's Alcoholism Service, noted that a wife 
will generally bring her spouse in for treatment early 
because he's the bread earner. A husband, on the other 
hand, may ignore his wife's condition for some time — 
often until it's too late. "The women alcoholics we see 
here arc much sicker physically than their male counter- 
parts," said Ms. Newhall. "Then, too, we often find that 
by the time a woman ends up here she's lost everything 
that means anything to her—her husband, her family, her 
home and her friends." 


PROTECTION can also lead to multiple drug addic- 


tions — a problem which Dr. Gorman discussed earlier. 
"A woman will go to her physician with any of a number 
of classic alcoholic symptoms — upper G.I. upset, fatigue, 
nervousness, sleeplessness — and ask for treatment. Most 
physicians, because they know so little about alcoholism, 


will hone in on one of these other problems and ignore the 
real culprit — alcohol. "Usually,'the physician will wind 
up prescribing some kind of tranquilizer for her. In the 
short run, Iranquilizcrs only make her problem worse and 
in the long run, they will make her recovery more 
difficult." 


Dr. Gorman also suggests that the role women have 


traditionally played in society may have something to do 
with their poor response to treatment. "I don't subscribe 
at all to the idea that women's liberation may have 
contributed to a woman's alcoholism by making her 
dissatisfied with her housewife and mother role," said Dr. 
Gorman, who has found that many women have a kind of 
low self-esteem which he doesn't normally find with the 
male alcoholic. "Quite the contrary, in fact. I've often 
thought that those, who have responded the poorest to 
treatment could desperately use a strong injection of 
women's lib." 


Dr. Vernelle Fox, Chief of Alcoholism Services at 


Long Beach General Hospital, agrees with the observa- 
tion that women alcoholics arc harder to reach—but 
maintains that they are usually easier to treat. "A woman 
tends to stay away from treatment because of the combi- 
nation of. individual and cultural guilt that has been thrust 
upon her," said Dr. Fox. "But once she's involved in 
treatment she responds better because she's not as fright- 
ened of her dependency needs. "Women have an advan- 
tage, too, in that they don't have as much of a facade to 
keep up. Women aren't as reluctant to ask for help. They 
don't have the image of a big, strong man to keep up."

Place 1-inch 
slice crust-free French bread in 1 cup of milk, and 
break the bread in the milk into small particles. Mix 
all of the above ingredients together and add ground 
round. Mix by hand until homogenous. 


In a small pot add two cups of chicken broth or 


bouillon and heat slowly to a boil. With the aid of a 
small teaspoon, form a polpetlini (small meat ball) 
the size of a small marble. After making approxi- 
mately 10 polpettinis, put them in the slowly boiling 
chicken broth and boil for 5 minutes. Remove with a 
slotted spoon and set aside.

Wash escarole greens and boil in salt water until 


tender, approximately 15 to 20 minutes. Drain; 
squeeze dry and chop into 1-inch pieces. Add the 
boiled polpettinis and chopped escarole to G cans 
chicken broth or 2 quarts of homemade chicken 
broth. Add salt to taste. Heat and serve hot, topped 
with 1 teaspoon of grated Romano pecorino cheese. 
Serves 6 to 8.

Lipatti 
made comparatively few recordings, for he was 
weakened steadily by the rheumatoid arthritis 
that claimed his life. 


Walter Legge, who supervised all the Lipatti 


recordings, wrote of the frail young pianist, "He 
never played a note in public that was not 
meticulously prepared; his miraculous playing 
was the result of a mastery of the physical- 
technical part of his art, so complete that his 
mind and spirit were free to express themselves 
in music."

A resort 
like none 
you know

It's no more than a dot 


on the map, but. in terms 
of sporting facilities, natu- 
ral beauty and a flavor of 
the Old World without the 
expense of getting there, 
the liny island of Bermu- 
da may be like no resort 
on earth. 


Located a little more 


(han 700 miles southeast 
of. New York City (it's 
nearest point of land is 
North 
Carolina), 
the 


independently-governed 
British colony exists as a 
sun-drenched oasis in the 
midst of an often stormy 
mid-Atlantic. 


As one frequent visitor 


observed, it's a place that 
really never should have 
been. During hurricane 
season, for example, blus- 
tering gales may lash all 
around it, but for the most 
part the Gulf Stream-fed 
waters of Bermuda re- 
main blue and warm and 
calm. 


WE ARRIVED in late 


October on the tail of 
Hurricane Gilda. It was 
oppressively humid that 
day (about 90 per cent) 
and sticky-warm, yet our 
delight in the island could- 
n't have been greater. 


Our 
initial 
drive 


through the 
island — 


about 30 minutes (or 10 
miles) from the U.S. built 
airport to mid-island 
Pagcl Parish where we 
were staying — confirmed 
that what we had seen oh 
landing was what we got: 
22 miles of lush foliage, 
wide, white beaches and a 
beautiful blue surf. The 
first thing we noticed 
(aside from the fact that 
traffic moves unnervingly 
on the left) was the vari- 
ety of plant life around us. 
Ferns grew next to ever- 
greens, palms cropped up 
in fields of strawberries, 
coleus provided a touch of 
color and banana groves 
were everywhere. 


It was also old—very 


old. Ancient spired Angli- 
can cathedrals reach sky- 
ward, roads remain nar- 
row and unchanged and 
Tom Moore's Tavern, a 
popular eating spot for 
tourists and Bermudians 
alike, dates to 1652. 


Bermuda, as a more 


than one- or two-day stop- 
over, would perhaps most 


appeal to the young or 
athletically-minded. 
There's sailing in Castle 
Harbour or the Great 
Sound, scuba diving off 
the coral reefs which sur- 
round the island, swim- 
ming, tennis on any num- 
ber of public, private and 
hotel courts and, accord- 
ing 
to several 
taxi 


drivers, some of the best 
golf courses in the world! 


There is, 
of course, 


shopping (British woolens 
and knits and 
tax-free 


booze), a healthy nightlife 
(though except for Tom 
Moore's Tavern, no eat- 
eries worth writing home 
about) and some sightsee- 
ing. 


Still, forewarned is fore- 


armed. If you're in the 
mood for bargains, mu- 
seum hopping or a culi- 
nary experience, you'd 
best forget 
Bermuda. 


What it is is a sand and 
surf playground and a 
sportspcrson's dream. 


- WE LEARNED EARLY 
in our stay that the best 
and cheapest way to see 
the island was on motor- 
bikes. This 
reporter, 


never known for her cour- 
age anyway, approached 
the prospect of scooting 
around the island with 
nothing but a wind-break- 
er and plastic helmet to 
protect 
her, with an 


unusual display of cow- 
ardice. 


"Just remember, left is 


right and right is sui- 
cide," an amiable cabbie, 
who was none-too-enthusi- 
astic about the bikes, as- 
sured me. I wasn't con- 
vinced, but I also wanted 
to lour the island, and 
within the day I surprized 
myself by zipping along 
with everyone else (mum- 
bling "left, Linda, left") 
at the maximum speed: 
20-nn'les-per-hour. 


Our daily 
regimen 


began with a swim in the 
surf (the water remains a 
constant and comfortable 
•70 degrees most of the 
year) and a bike ride out 
to one of the many points 
of interest 
for brunch. 


Later we played tennis, 
saw the sights or wander- 
ed through the shopping 
district in the capitol city, 
Hamilton.

AMONG OUR MOST 


memorable 
afternoons 


was a visit to the Leam- 
ington Caves (though re- 
portedly 
the Crystal 


Caves are better) where 
bill ion-year-old stalag- 
mites and stalactites 
formed eerie structures in 
subtcrranian lakes. 


We also visited the 


Aquarium, Zoological 
Garden 
and N a t u r a l 


History Museum (not 
much if you've been to 
Marineland), Fort Hamil- 
ton, 
a mid-l9lh century 


fort and moat, the Bermu- 
da Cathedral and Par-La- 
Ville Gardens in Ihc cen- 
ter of Hamilton and Span- 
ish Point, a memento of 
the first visit to Bermuda 
by the Spanish in 1543. 


Other points of interest: 


the Carriage Museum, a 
unique collection of old 
Bermuda carriages in the 
St. Georges area; a repli- 
ca of the Dcliveracc, a 
sailing ship built in 1G10; 
St. 
George's Historical 


Society M u s e u m with 
prints and relics of early 
Bermuda, Tucker House, 
where King William IV of 
England lived; the sea 
gardens (by glass boat) 
and the Arboretum, an ex- 
perimental g a r d e n of 
trees and shrubs. 


PERHAPS THE MOST 


common question I was 
asked upon my return 
from B e r m u d a 
(aside 


from "Where is it?") was 
"What about racial ten- 
sions?" In light of disturb- 
ances on several Carib- 
bean islands, the question 
was not an unreasonable 
one. 
Our 
observation, 


however, was that no such 
problems exist and dis- 
cussions with Bermudians 
(white) seemed to confirm 
this impression. Wherever 
we went, the effects of 
Bermuda's policy that 
only Bermudians (or their 
spouses) can work could 
be seen: blacks were em- 
ployed 
throughout the 


spectrum of Bermuda's 
economy and unemploy- 
ment remains low -- an 
incredible one percent. 


For a resort communi- 


ty, the crime rate is also 
surprisingly low, a fact 
which was evidenced by 
the occassional purse- 
snatchings and speeding 
violations which are duti- 
fully reported by the 
Bermuda press. 
During 


the day, at least, we 
never locked our doors 
and the only real precau- 
tion we look against theft 
was lo lock'our bikes and 
helmets whenever we left 
them. 


"This is a tight little is- 


land and access to it is 


strictly controlled," ex- 
plained one Bermudian. 
"If you do something 
wrong, you're off the is- 
land on the next flight out 
and neither you nor your 
family can ever return." 


Another point 
about 


Bermuda which I found 
somewhat curious: for an 
economy which is based 
almost 100 per cent on the 
tourist trade, the island 
remains r e l a t i v e l y un- 
spoiled. There are, of 
course, 
large 
hotel 


complexes, but high-rise 
construction is limited 
and the development of 
gimmicky "tourist traps" 
is strictly controlled. Also 
unlike Waikiki or Miami 
Beach, dress standards 
are observed in the Brit- 
ish manner. Women can't 
appear on the streets in 
short shorts, halters or 
hair rollers and after 6, 
ties and coats arc manda- 
tory for men. 


The only unfortunate 


thing about Bermuda, in 
fact, is that it's costly 
(French wines only and a 
20 per cent surcharge on 
anything which enters the 
island) and for Califor- 
nians, at least, expensive- 
ly far away. Add about 
$120 
to your round-trip 


airfare to New York and 
you've got the minimum 
cost of visiting Bermuda.

Solvang, like many other tourist attractions just 


off a freeway, is crowded during the summer, so we 
decided to take a look during the off season. 


As long as tlie sun is out and the weather mild, 


Solvang has. no off season. Tourists swarmed over 
the small Danish village and its deservedly famous 
bakeries and shops. 


The streets were filled by 10 a.m. and stayed 


that way until near dusk. The people didn't detract 
from the charm of the area. 


Solvang itself was founded in tail by three 


Danish gentlemen who wanted to preserve their 
culture and heritage in (he United Slates. Some- 
where along the way, the village turned. into a 
'commercial venture. 


Unfortunately, most of the characteristic archi- 


tecture and other things that lend a flavor to Sol- 
vang have also been lost. New shops are being 
raised in the modern "rustic" architecture that does 
not blend well with the older style. 


The merchants have turned to handicrafts com- 


mon to all small Southland shops. The bakeries, 
however, still turn out those delicious 
pastcries at 


reasonable prices. 


The surrounding area adds greatly to the attrac- 


tion of Solvang. There is a crumbling wooden school- 
house in nearby Buelllon and a secluded waterfall 
rest stop south of Solvang. The last area is one of the 
most restful we'd ever seen, and if you can find il, is 
well worth the 15-mile detour. '

City to move in

If you are a person svho 


kisses the Blarney Stone 
and throws coins in the 
fountain, there is a good 
one in Brussels that you 
won't want to miss. 


It is a wall plaque locat- 


ed under the arch of Mai- 
son de L'Etoile on Grand 
Place. When you touch 
the shiny spot of a bronze 
figure 
commemorating 


one Everard T'Serclaes, 
you will be assured of 
abundant good fortune. 


In spite of his ability to 


dispense good luck, Ser- 
cjaes enjoyed little of it 
himself. After liberating 
Brussels from I^uis de 
Male of Flanders in 1356, 
he was brutally beaten to 
death by Lord Gassbeck, 
another nobleman trying 
to get control of the city. 


A lower plaque depicts 


the people burning. Gaas- 
beek's castle to avenge 
Serelaes' death. The artist 
c u n n i n g l y 
incorporated 


four tiny mice into his de- 
sign. Anyone who can lo- 
cate all four of them is 
destined 
to experience 


good fortune within 24 
hours. 


I could only find two, 


but I felt lucky just being 
in this lovely city. 


BRUSSELS HAS a lot 


going for it besides the 
luck of Serelaes. With 
Ixmdon overcrowded and 
Paris overpriced, many 
international corporations 
are locating 
European 


headquarters here. Mean- 
while, it's other assets are 
captivating casual trave 1- 
ers. 


Cuisine is superb. Shop- 


ping is rewarding. Sight- 
seeing is interesting. And 
what I like best, the city 
can be covered by foot 
from most hotels. Both 
the 
Sheraton 
and 
the 


Westbury are within a few 
blocks of Grand Place, 
the focal point of Brus- 
sels. 


For 
sight-seers, an 


excellent Brussels 
Walk 


Guide is available from 
n e w s f a n d s 
and 
book 


shops. It is recommended 


by the Belgian National 
Tourist 
Office. Carry it 


while you shop so that you 
can combine two expedi- 
tions into one. Each sec- 
tion of the city is famed 
for a shopper's speciality 
as well as an historic one. 


The Grand Place, where 


everything begins and 
ends, is one-of the most 
colorful city squares in 
Europe. Surrounded by 
15th 
century buildings 


overlaid with gilt, gar- 
lands, 
Baroque scrolls 


and 
statuary, it is as 


fanciful as a Disneyland. 
Your W a l k Guide will 
i d e n t i f y 
the buildings, 


some of which now house 
museums. 


FOR SHOPPERS, this 


is the place to buy needle- 
point and lace, for which 
Belgium is noted. Modern 
Brussels lace is only par- 
tially made by hand, but 
still qualifies as "real" 
lace. A few old, establish- 
ed shops, like the Lace 
Palace, sell antique Brus- 
sels lace for wedding veils 
and table cloths, lint the 
price is almost more pre- 
cious than the lace. Mod- 
ern table mats, coasters 
and 
lacey see-through 


blouses are in more popu- 
lar demand. 


In this same district is a 


galleric, or covered shop- 
ping arcade, located 
around the corner from 
the Government Tourist 
Office. It is best for far- 
out boutique fashions for 
the kids. 


Then a few blocks in the 


opposite direction, at 57 
Rue de 1'Fourche, is a 
covey of three shops all 
with the name of Ambrc.

Some of the dealers spe- 


cialize in china and an- 
cient clocks, while others 
feature tapestries, period 
furniture and even stone 
mantels, c a r v e d stair- 
ways, armoircs and other 
architectural 
f e a t u r e s . 


Prices arc not out of line. 
Shipping by sea is figured 
by bulk rather than by 
weight, so the lovely old 
pewter and procelain ob- 
jects so available here 
oflen are not too costly to 
ship home.

from the final gun when

six feet of bloom and de- 
spair. 


U was 27-26, Trojans, 


but it was really more 
than that. 


Roger Stillwell, a giant 


of a man at six-fool-six 
who plays defensive end 
for the Stanfords, tried to 
hide the tears by looking 
the other way. But he 
couldn't. 


Jim Kaffen, a defensive 


back, was muttering epi- 
thets beneath his breath. 


Most of the other Stan- 


ford players were inani- 
mate. They were slumped 
on chairs motionless and 
speechless and trying to 
absorb what had just hap- 
pened to them.

Title this "Sequel to Sayonara," or maybe "Adopt- 


ed Son of the Rising Sun." 


Nine months ago this space was devoted to the 


embarkation of Jim Lefebvre on "a great adventure," 
the odyssey of a 30-year-old Dodger infielder who had 
committed himself to three years of playing in Japan. 


The Lotte Orions were to pay him well, perhaps as 


•much as $100,000 per year, but the adjustments were 
expected to be awesome, and they were. 


"I think every ballplayer who's been over there 


goes through three stages," says Lefebvre, now back 
for the off-season in his lOth-floor office near L.A. 
International Airport. 


"The first stage is the intrigue of being in Japan 


... just being hypnotized by the country and the 
people. 


"The second stage is you go into a tremendous 


depression, like straight down. The thing is you're in 
total isolation, completely by yourself. You can't listen 
to the radio, you can't watch television, you can't read 
the newspapers, you can't communicate with the peo- 
ple. You're all by yourself with your thoughts. 


"The third stage is when you find yourself. It takes 


time, but you get to the point where you feel like you 
do belong." 


LEBEBVRE WAS ABLE to learn the fundamentals 


of Japanese. 


"If you want to eat, you'd better learn how to order 


food," he says. "If you want to get home you'd better 
learn to tell the driver the address correctly. So you 
learn the words that fill your immediate needs and 
wants, and once 1 started getting the confidence to use- 
them it was better." 


The Orions had another American, former Chicago 


Cub George Altman, and every Japanese team with an 
American player is provided an interpreter. 


"My interpreter spoke good English but not very 


good Japanese," Lefebvre sighs, "and it's frustrating 
to go through a third man to get your information 
across." 


As long as he understood the signs there was no 


problem on the field. Off the field, interviews weren't 
much of a problem, either. 


"Our manager, Kaneda, got 95 per cent of the 


interviews," Jim says. "He was a combination of Leo 
Durocher, Casey Stengel and Harry Walker. Like Du- 


> rocher, he was very emotional about things and said 


that he wanted to. Like Stengel, he was humorous at 
times, and he was Harry Walker in the sense that he 
just talked a lot." 


KANEDA'S VERBOSITY caused Lefebve his worst 


anguish of the year. 


"1 had the flu really bad and called the club to tell 


them the doctor told me to stay home. But they 
couldn't understand why I didn't come out to the 
ballpark. 


"So Kaneda told one newspaper that 'Lefebvre is 


no good ... he's sabotaging the team ... we're gonna 
get rid of him ... we don't need him.' Really nasty 
stuff. 


"1 took it to him the next day. He looked at it and 


said, 'Ah, everything okay. Yesterday my mind no 
good, but today okay.'.I said, 'Well, that's fine, Kane- 
da, but a hundred million people'who read this'paper 
may not understand that.' " 


But Lefebvre got along well with the fans. 


"I signed my autograph in Japanese," he smiles. 


"I feel they liked inc. They knew that I came from the 
major leagues and that added some excitement for 
them. 


"Let me say something about the Japanese people. 


I was very impressed with them. At first you find them 
very cold because they want to get to know you before 
they warm up to you. They're not so much shy, just 
maybe uncertain. 


"If they don't like you they don't necessarily show 


it. They just avoid you. But once they warm up to you 
they're tremendous people. They've got a lot of energy 
and enthusiasm." 


IT WAS THE SAME with his teammates. 
"When I went out there and worked hard and 


showed them I was there to play ball for them and the 
club, .they opened up to me. 1 made a lot of friends. 


"My teammates in Japan may be the best I've 


ever played with ... not saying anything bad about the 
players here because I've played with some super 
guys. But in Japan they're not as emotional. If things 
go bad with some players in the states, you can't even 
talk to them. Over there it's a happy-go-lucky thing." 


The Orions finsihed second in both halves of the 


split season. Lefebvre hit .265 with 29 homers an8 62 
runs-batted-in. 


"I don't know why," he says, "But I led our club in 


home runs and they had me hitting second all year. 


"It's not a power game over there. It's a defensive 


type of game — hit-and-run a lot, good pitching, sound 
defense." 


But the Japanese do have their home run heroes. 


Henry Aaron's assault on Babe Ruth's record was 
followed closely in the media. 


"Only (hey compared three of them," Lefebvre 


says. "Babe Ruth, Hank Aaron antl Oh. Every day 
they'd have tables on how many home runs they'd all 
hit. 


"Oh is 32 years old and he's got about 570 home 


runs. He'll end up with about 900. He's a great athlete, 
but it's not a fair comparison." 


LEFEBVRE, WHO LIVED in three different areas 


of Tokyo says, "it's an extremely exciting, city, like 
New York, Chicago, San Fancisco and Las Vegas 
combined. There are a lot of people and the city is 
polluted, but there's something about it that really 
vibrates." 


He also rates is as the most expensive city in the 


world. 


"Expensive? It's outrageous! Everything's expen- 


sive. You can buy a cantaloupe down in the Ginza for 
$20. One cantaloupe! /I steak dinner runs between 3,500 
and 5,000 yen, which is up to $20. 


"But I like Japanese food. They eat a lot of what 


they call 'sushi."It's just raw fish, and they use a lot of 
sauces. They don't have the sweet tastes we have here 
and at first the food was kind of blah. But after awhile 
you develop a taste for it. Right now I love rice. 


"[ learned a lot about myself, and I learned a lot 


about baseball because they play the game differently 
and it makes you think. Because I really couldn't talk 
to anybody I did a lot of thinking. 


"'Reading about how the Dodgers were doing, I'd 


get kind of homesick, but it was a tremendous experi- 
ence for me."

New 'upsurge' at Cal Tech

PASADENA — If 1873 turns out to be a better 


year for, say, wine than for engineers and scien- 
tists, it'll be quite understandable. 


Cal Tech, the famed engineering school, hasn't 


entirely turned its back on matters on the universe, 
but there is restrained joy over its football team. 


Why, just last week 50 people showed up to 


watch a game. 


It must be pointed out that Cal Tech's major 


contribution to football over the years has been the 
computer that sells the tickets. 


Notre Dame recruits linebackers; Cal Tech goes 


after geniuses. Somehow, the two aren't synony- 
mous. 


But this year Cal Tech's Richler Scale went 


slightly ajar when the football team actually won as 
many games as it lost. Of course, that's something 
that's happened three times in the last 51 years. So 
why all the fuss? 


Cal Tech ended the season 3-3. In 1957 the 


Engineers were 4-3. But in 1944 they were — hold 
your calculators — 4-0. 


"But that year has to carry an asterisk — a big 


asterisk," admits Cal Tech's football coach, Tom 
Gutman. "It was during the war and we had a 
number of Stanford students playing for us. That 
team was unbeaten and unscored upon." 


Gutman, 37, a former UCLA football player, is 


in his fifth year as head coach. He hasn't enjoyed 
too many 1944s — or even 1973s. 


"This was the weakest team I've had since I've 


been at Cal Tech," Gutman said, "but we won some 
games." 


Cal Tech's schedule doesn't rate with, let's say, 


USC's but, as Gulman explains: 


"We're here to play football, not establish 


records. We just want to win once in awhile." 


Cal Tech, for years, played as a member of the 


Southern California Intercollegiate Athletic Confer- 
ence (SCIAC), and weekly absorbed drubbings from 
such powers as Redlands, Whittier, Occidental and 
Pomona College. 


If Cal Tech lost .by "only" 40-0 and no one got 


hurt, it was considered a moral victory. 


Several years ago Gutman changed the pattern. 


He dropped some of the bullies of the SCIAC and 
scheduled new teams. 


This season Cal Tech played four junior varsity 


teams and two junior colleges. Twice the Engineers 
defeated Claremont-Mudd's JV team, by scores of 
42-0 and 28-0. They finished the season with two 
wins in a row, the longest win streak in 16 years. 


Why is it that Cal Tech has been so pitifully poor 


in football and other sports over the years? 


Simply, intellectual students seldom have the 


brawn to match their brains. 


"That," said Gutman, "and lack of experience is 


the big problem." 


Few of Cal Tech's 19 football players — yes, 19 


— had so much as put on a uniform in high school. 


"The biggest diffference between coaching here 


and someplace else," Gutman said, "is that you 
have to deal with the elementary fundamentals of 
the game. The improvement is tremendous, though. 
The students grasp' the theoretical aspects of the 
game readily. The physical aspects and the experi- 
ence, well, that's something else. 


"Our quarterback this year, for example, was 


Norm Nelson, a sophomore, who never quarter- 
backed in his life. He played JV football at Cauoga 
Park. But he did quite well considering." 


So why doesn't Gutman and the other coaches go 


out and get some athletes? 


"If we even suggested that a guy should be 


admitted to Cal Tech just because he's a good 
athlete," said Gutman, "all hell would break 
loose." 


"We can't do a thing as far as recruiting. 
"There just aren't that many people who meet 


the standards at Cal Tech. Time Magazine surveyed 
all the schools not too long ago and rated Cal Tech 
the hardest school in the U.S. to get into. 


"What you're talking about here is not just 


future scientists, but future Nobel Prize Winners. 
More than 70 per cent of our graduates go on and 
get their Ph.D. degrees, and that's extremely high. 
This isn't just a science school, but a hard science 
school." 


So Gutman takes what he gets for his football 


team which, usually, is a boy who's never even 
played the game. 


"When the season begins they don't even know 


the stance," he said. "But we work hard in prac- 
tice. We run all the time. We get as much out of a 
l&-hour practice as most schools do in two hours 
because there's so little time for football." 


Priot to Gutman's idea to play weaker teams 


and get the competition on an even basis, Cal Tech 
was losing week after week by scores like 55-0 and 
65-0. 


Gutman gets slightly irritated when it's suggest- 


ed that the athletic program at Cal Tech isn't 
strong. 


"That's just not true," he said. "We have 12 


varsity sports, we encourage participation and 
we're well-supported. We don't get that many peo- 
ple to our games — 23 had 50,1 guess, last week — 
but the school supports us financially. 


"The students really do get a kick out of it when 


we win. They get all excited, parade through down- 
town Pasadena and then have a big bonfire whenev- 
er we win a game." 


The Pasadena Fire Department, to be sure, 


hasn't been overburdened. 


The Raiders, with thc 


home field advantage, are 
rated a touchdown favor- 
ite over the Steelers, who 
have a shaky quarterback 
situation with Terry Brad- 
shaw injured and Terry 
Hanratty nursing sore 
ribs. 


The 
Sleeler-Raidcr 


game has the spotlight on 
what isn't supposed to be 
one of the more exciting 
weekends oi the season. 
Seven teams — Miami, 
the Rams, Dallas, Den- 
ver, Cleveland, Minnesota 
and Washington — are 
favored by more than 
seven points. 


The details of the Har- 


ris catch are still vivid in 
the minds of most fans. 
The Steelers, trailing Oak- 
land 7-6, had a fourth-and- 
10 on their own 40 with 
just 36 seconds left. Oak- 
land had taken the lead 
with just 1:13 left on Ken 
Stabler's touchdown. 


BRADSHAW planned to 


pass to Barry Pearson but

The DFG de- 
pends largely on local 
people to designate the 
best places for the ring- 
necks to hide once they 
arc released. 


The DFG plans to re- 


lease 1,600 birds in the 
Palo Verde Valley .along 
the Colorado River'south 
of Hlyihc; 1,000 birds on 
farmlands 
surrounding 


the (own of Bard, seven 
miles 
north 
of 


Winlcrhaven. 


The largest part of -the 


Southland birds will be 
turned loose on farmlands 
in Imperial Valley, from 
Niland and Westmoreland 
south through the Calexi- 
co area. Specific release 
locations in the Imperial 
Valley w i l l depend on 
crop and field conditions. 


THE 
PHEASANT-rc- 


lease program is certainly 
not one of the most popu- 
lar with the department, 
nor with many hunters. 
Yet, there is enough pres- 
sure from certain hunting 
groups to cause the de- 
partment to release birds 
that the DFG must buy 
from 
private breeders. 


The DFG went out of the 
pheasant-breeding 
busi- 


ness several years ago. 


Those hunters who don't 


like the idea of releasing 
birds that, at best, can't 
fly more than a couple of 
hundred feet, sometimes 
not at all, say that the 
whole program is a waste 
of money. On the other 
hand, the man who can 
kill two birds in about the 
same number of minutes 
when the pheasants are 
released is "hot" for Hie 
program. 


The department points 


out that most of the birds 
are released on farm and 
ranch lands which will be 
open to hunters through 
agreements with property 
owners. If hunters.do not 
observe certain safety 
rules and show considera- 
tion for property, 
the 


DFG could end the plants. 


Favored sites in Imperi- 


al Valley will be the alfal- 
fa fields or harvested milo 
areas where no crop dam- 
age will result from hunt- 
ing activities. Members of 
the Imperial County Fish 
and Game Commission 
will help the DFG with 
the planting work. 


IN ORDER to keep the 


planting program opera- 
tive and lo help the land 
owners who 
cooperate 


with the DFG, the depart- 
ment's Southern Califor- 
nia regional 
manager, 


Robert 
Montgomery 


offers the following sug- 
gestions for hunters: 


Avoid 
hunting 
near 


buildings and residences 
of any kind. 


Don't hunt in wcl irri- 


gated field or damage ir- 
rigation furrows. 
. Don't hunt in or near 
fields where livestock are 
present. 


Don't hunt in unharvest- 


ed cotton fields. 


Don't 
drag 
chains 


through field in an effort 
to flush out ringnecks. 


Finally, 
don't leave 


trash or litter behind yon. 


Montgomery also had 


one other suggestion that 
is highly important: 


Don't forget that you 


need a valid hunting li- 
cense, plus a $2 pheasant 
tag. 


Licenses, stamps and 


copies 
of the 
hunting 


regulations can be obtain- 
ed at nearly all sporting 
goods stores throughout' 
the state and at all DFG 
offices. 


The regional office for 


Long Beach, as wel! as 
the Marine Resources Re- 
gion, is situated at 350 
Golden Shore. 


Hunters may take two 


birds of cither sex in the 
counties of 
Mono, Inyo, 


San Bernardino, River- 
side, Imperial, San Diego, 
O r a n g e , Los. Angeles, 
Ventura, Santa Barbara 
and San Luis Obispo. You 
may have four in posses- 
sion after the first day, 
but that does, not mean 
yon can kill four birds in 
one day. Yon may kill two 
birds that day and have 
two in storage from the 
previous day. 


HUNTERS in the north- 


ern part of California may 
take only male pheasants. 
The limit is two per day, 
but-the possession limit is 
four after the first day. 
Again, that regulation 
does not mean that you 
can shoot four per day. 


Two in the field and two 
in the locker from 
the 


previous day's kill. 


Legal shooting hours 


will be from 8 a.m. to

You watch Dinah Shore on television 


and it strikes you that, gee, here's a gal 
with just about the perfect personality. 


Then you get a chance to meet her 


and — what do you know? — she doesn't 
disappoint you in the least. 


I had that pleasure the other day, 


and I'm here to tell you that Dinah is 
just as charming and radiant in person 
as she is on fhe tube. From the moment 
she walks over to be introduced until the 
time you leave, she makes you feel as 
though she's delighted to see you and to 
talk with you. Of all the TV stars I've 
interviewed, she came across as prob- 
ably the most natural, (he most genuine, 
the most al-ease subject. 


She was as warm as a summer day 


in her native Tennessee, despite the fact 
that she was extremely busy, taking a 
break between a rehearsal and the tap- 
ing of three of her half-hour "Dinah's 
Place" shows in one afternoon for morn- 
ing airing on NBC (Channel 4). 


. OH, PEKHAPS not everyone goes for 


the Southern lady's brand of charm. 
Wasn't il Dinah about whom Oscar Le- 
vant once said liis doctor had ordered 
him not to watch her because of his 
diabetes? And that he wished she'd fake 
sadness lessons? Or was it Doris Day? 


Never mind — the remarks no doubt 


said a lot more about Levant than they 
did about the lady, anyway. 


Dinah's warmth seems genuine not 


only to me but to millions of television 
viewers, and it has helped to make her 
TV's most enduring female singer and 
one of its most enduring of all personal- 
ities. She had her own TV show as early 
as 1951 and she ruled the Sunday night 
airwaves from 1956 to 1961 with the hour- 
long ''Dinah Shore Show." And, before 
television, she had been a radio star 
(three years on Eddie Cantor's show, 
among others), a recording star (her 
records outsold everyone's except Frank 
Sinatra's during World War II) and a 
movie star. 


TO SEE HER today is to make it 


difficult to realize that Frances Rose 
(Dinah) Shore has been brightening the 
American entertainment scene as long 
as she has. For, as 1 discovered fhe 
other day,.the TV tube doesn'Uie: Miss 


Shore looks as young in person as she 
does on television. Little wonder, then, 
with her vivnciousncss and beauty, that 
she has been the romantic interest the 
past couple of years of the much young- 
er Burl Reynolds. 


The reason for my interview was to 


discuss a TV special Miss Shore is doing 
forTimex, titled "Dinah in Search of the 
Weal Man." It will air from 9:30 to 10:30 
p.m. next Sunday, Nov. IS, on NBC, 
following a Frank Sinatra special on the 
same network. 


I VISITED the blonde entertainer on 


the big soundslago at KTLA (Channel 5 
in Hollywood) where her "Dinah's 
Place" series is taped. The show airs on 
Channel 4, but NBC didn't have room for 
a permanent sef at its Burbank Studios. 
On the set at KTLA arc replicas of the 
interiors of a number of the rooms in her 
Beverly Hills home, and they are left 
standing the year-round.

ball), I led off by asking about her game 
and about the Billie Jean King-Bobby 
Riggs match. She watched much of the 
match on the sound stage and said she 
didn't like Rosemary Casals' vitriolic 
commentary, "t can accept almost any- 
thing that's done w i t h a sense of 
humor," she said, "but 
Rosie was 


humorless." 


Dinah said Riggs had talked her into 


a $100 bet when appearing on her show 
several days before the match,

sure enough I got his money in the mail 
a few days after he lost." 


With a private court at her home, she' 


plays tennis as frequently as her busy 
schedule permits, Says she: "It's the 


DINAH SHORE...

editorial staff, is Stuart 
Schulberg, a short, barrel 
chested ex-newspaperman 
born in Los Angeles 51 
years ago.

producer of "Today," and 
took over the show in late 
19C9, 
when timeliness 


wasn't exactly it's strong 
point. 


"WHEN I GOT HERE, 


the programs tended to be

On the Oct. 12 show, for 


example, lli-s Walters ap- 
peared in four commer- 
cials and read the intro- 
duction to another, while 
Shalit and Blair each 
introduced one commer- 
cial. 


Doesn't the touting of 


such wares as dog food, 
carpets, cameras and 
such by the "Today" cast 
lessen their credibility as

Some critics beef about 


it, says Schulberg, but it 
hasn't affected the show's 
popularity. He says the 
practice is a holdover

inlrigued by it. Astrology de-emphasizes the Son (of God) 
ond substitutes the sun, moon and stars (plonets). Astrology 
si^iporls a host of fakes, crooks ond charlatans. Aslrology 
is associated, both in Ihe Bible and in practice, with ihe 
occult, sorcery, ond various kinds of superstilion. Those 
who respecl the teaching of the Bible will have nothing but 
disdain lor astrology. ' 


Some suppose there is real power ond reality behind 


modern sorcery, oslfology, necromancy, palmistry, e!c. If 
so, it is evil, for God has condemned ihese proclices. Many 
say (here is nothing to astrology, then read their "horo- 
scopes" for mere amusement. Bui experience shows that 
whal has often begun as an "innocent poslirne" ends as o 
sinful obsession that has enslaved its victims.

East of Eden 


The horses were curious but cautious. 


They waited a vvhije after we had left the 
helicopter in the field, then moved to it 
slowly. When it failed to read, they 
became bolder. Soon they were nuzzling 
the P.exiglas bubble with their son 
mouths and testing the rotor like a bit in 
their teeth. 


A quarter of a mile away from us, they 


did not make a sound to break the great 
silence. Beyond the horses, the afternoon 
sun threw a thousand glittering prisms 
on the surface the Pacific, also too far 
away to make a sound as it tried lo fill 
the empty coves, failed and withdrew, 
then tried again. 


Behind us the mute, stony face of the 


mountain. 


We stood in shadow of the cool euca- 


lypti near the ranch headquarters. A 
hundred feet above us the tops of the 
trees stirred in an unheard wind. Dick 
LaRue had been telling us of his plans lo 
keep the Hollister Ranch unspoiled, but 
somehow his voice, too, had given way 
lo the silence. 


We stood and watched the horses, and 


listened to the silence echo from the 
mountain, and smelled the spicy, tomcat 
odor of the eucalyptus, and felt the huge 
oaks grow a little taller and the earth 
turn a little closer to the night. 


Then Dick told the pilot, "You better 


shoo those horses away from the 'copter. 
I saw a couple of curious horses tear the 
roof off a convertible one time." 


"Not much they can do to a helicop- 


ter," the pilot said. 


For a hundred years the Hollisler — 


30 miles north of Santa Barbara — was a 
working cattle ranch. Now it is being 
turned into a sort of wild life refuge for 
endangered species; to wit, bear, deer, 
cougar, blue heron and millionaires. 
Well, maybe not just millionaires, but 
people with enough money to put out 
$100,000 to $400,000 for a 100-acre 
plot of land. 


It was Dick LaRue's idea. Texas-born 


he has been in the ranching business all 
his life. One by one he nas watched 
ranches give way to population growth 
and urbanization. He had a spread in 
Riverside County, and the bikers came 


and cut his fences and put their tread- 
marks all over his hills and beer cans in 
his canyons. 


When the Hollister Ranch came up for 


sale he had this idea. Keep it as an entity 
by selling 100-acre parcels to people 
who loved the land for what il was. Put 
easements on it giving the owners the 
right to hike or ride on all of its 14,400 
acres. But no motorbikes, no hunters, no 
Sunday picnickers with spray cans to 
immortalize their initials. No Sunday 
beachgoers with 10,000 transitor radios 
fertilizing ihe sand with potato chip 
crumbs. 


There seems to be a market; the par- 


cels are selling. Jim Arnett, TV's Matt 
Dillon, has built a house on his spread 
and is completing a barn. Horse and 
cattle breeding and nonoffensive types of 
agriculture are permitted. One owner is 
experimenting with raising wine grapes. 


LaRue himself raises avocados and 


protea plants, natives of Africa that pro- 
duces handsome but expensive cut 
flowers much fancied by floral arrangers. 


"The parcel purchasers are younger 


than I thought they'd be," LaRue said, 
"Mostly in tneir 40s. Mostly professional 
people; we've got a lot of physicians. A 
lot of them bought places up in Tahoe, 
or in Hawaii, but they found they were- 
n't really getting away from it all. People 
crowded in next to them and con- 
dominiums and highrises blocked their 
view. That'll never happen here." 


He looks out into the great silence 


past the oak and eucalyptus where the 
sea horizon marks the empty beaches 
and thinks a moment. 


"This isn't for everyone. You've got to 


love nature. You've got to be able to 
sometimes think like a deer or a tree. 
Most of all, you've got to be able to live 
within you're own skin, to live with 
yourself." 


He smiles. 
"I plan to spend the rest of my life 


here, but I suppose I'll have to adiusl. 
I've never livedon a spread this small." 


The pilot comes back from the heli- 


copter. 


"Those horses scratched the Plexiglas 


with their teeth," he says, "What do you 
think of that?"

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LOTA ZLOTYS 


The Polish 
black market9s 
no joke! 


By TEDD THOMEY 


Let's make a ridiculous assumption. Let's 


assume that while you're strolling along Pine 
Avenue in downtown Long Beach, a nervous 
stranger approaches and offers lo give you a 
$10 bill for $5. 


You do not have to be tapped on the skull 


with a mallet to realize that the day of such 
miracles has yet to dawn. Your reaction will 
be quick and logical. The anxious stranger is 
obviously a crook or a mental case. 


Double your money for nothing? Oh, sure. 


And while you're at it, fella, how about 
turning lead into gold and glass into dia- 
monds? 


So you can see how flabbergasted I was 


recently when a nervous young man ap- 
proached and actually offered me that, mira- 
cle. Looking furtively over his shoulder, he 
offered to trade me the equivalent of $2 in 
cash for every $1 in my pocket. 


Furthermore, I went for it — and actually 


did double my money. Lead into gold? Glass 
into diamonds? It happens lo Southern Califor- 
nians every day if they're fortunate enough to 
visit Poland.

It happened to me in downtown Warsaw. 


And the young man who traded with me had 
every reason to be nervous because he boldly 
offered me that law-breaking good deal in 
broad daylight at high noon near a busy 
boulevard, only a short distance from where a 
uniformed police officer had made an arrest 
10 minutes previously. 


Later I was to learn that such black market 


currency trading is commonplace in Commu- 
nist Poland and that scores of traders are 
thrown into jail. I also caught hell Irom my 
redheaded wife who told me — with her 
usual good wisdom — that I was a fool to run 
the risk of being booted into a Communist cell. 


Despite such hazards, thousands of zlotys 


in Polish money are traded for dollars every 
day. My subsequent investigation revealed 
that Poland's socialist economy is so topsy- 
turvy that part of the country operates — in 
secret — on dollars instead of zlotys. 


This is an amazing reversal. The pitifully 


weakened dollar, shunned and scorned every- 
where else in Europe, is sought by Poles like a 
rare jewel. 


Now let me go back a bit and tell you the 


evenls which led up to that thrilling, totally 
unexpected scene in July when my wife, our 
leen-aged daughter and 1 met the first of three 
black market traders near the broad front 
entrance to our solid, respectable hotel, the 
Warszawa. 


We had arrived in Poland the previous 


afternoon with our Gateway/Holidays bus tour 
group of about 40, mostly Southern Califor- 
nians. Before being permitted to enter at the 
border from Russia, we were required to sign 
statements listing the exact amounts of U.S. 
and foreign currency that we were bringing 
into Poland. 


That money count was a big thing, by far 


the most important event of the border cross- 
ing. Bui at the time, unaware of Poland's 
problems with the currency black market, we 
didn't understand why it was so necessary. 


We were instructed to count our money with 
the greatest accuracy and to make no attempl 
to conceal any, because our pockels and 
baggage might be subjected lo spot checks. 


We were warned thai any one of us could 


be taken rudely off our bus and forced to 
count his money in front of the official border 
inspectors. If his money tolal didn't match the 
figures on his signed statement, all kinds of 
dreadful punishments might be meted out. 


None .of us argued. We meekly did what 


we were told. Crossing the border into a 
Communist country can be a lengthy process, 
filled with anxieties and tensions. The security 
is awesome. Soldiers are on duty everywhere, 
armed with pistols and machine guns. Every- 
one is grim-faced. 


Our Southern California tour group was 


normally talkative and full of wisecracks and 
laughter. But during our crossing from the 
USSR into Poland we were all strangely tiuiet 
and serious. Each of us remembered very well 
an ugly incident which occurred the previous 
week when we crossed the Finnish-Russian

A Communis! inspector 


discovered that one man in 
our group wore a sup- 
posedly secrel — but obvi- 
ously too fat — money 
belt, packed with U.S. cur- 
rency. There was a terrible 
furor and much loud talk 
as the 
Russian inspector 


made the American re- 
move the bell and count 
all the dollars. 


Fortunately, the total 


matched 
that 
on 
the 


American's signed state- 
ment. The incident left our 
fellow passenger, a man in 
his 60s, white-faced and 
shaken, certain that he had 
come within an inch of 
being whisked to a lonely 
exile on the farthest, cold- 
est side of Siberia. 


On the second day of 


our slay in Warsaw, we 
went sightseeing in the 
morning, returning to our 
hotel about 
11:45 a.m. 


While 
we were 
taking 


shots of the hotel's classic 
old Greco-Roman exterior, 
an 
accident 
occurred. 


While backing up to un- 
load some coal, a heavy 
dump truck struck and 
damaged a traffic sign. 


Within moments a police 


officer appeared. He berat- 
ed the truck driver and 
fined him a certain number 
of zlotys. Then he collect- 
ed the fine in cash from 
Ihe driver, and gave him a 
receipt. 


After watching all the ac- 


tion, we went into the 
hotel's lobby and visited its 
slate-operated bank to ex- 
change some of our travel- 
er's checks into ziotys. The 
day's official rate was post- 
ed near the window — 30 
zlolys for $1. Near that 
sign was another, in Eng- 
lish as well as Polish. It 
warned us that trading for 
currency anywhere but at 
an official bank at the offi- 
cial rate was punishable by 
a fine, imprisonment or 
both. 


By then it was noon and 


Ihe bank was closed while 
its 
employes 
went 
to 


lunch. We turned away 
disappointed, but decided 
to go shopping anyway, 
hoping to find a bank open 
somewhere else. 


As we went outside and 


walked along Ihe hotel's 
portico, a young man ap- 
proached. He was in his 
mid-20s and neatly dress- 
ed. He wore a small mus- 
tache and 
his hair was 


short and well-trimmed. 


He came up to me and 


asked in perfect English, 
"Do you have any dollars? 
We will pay 60." 


He was extremely nerv- 


ous and kept glancing here 
and there. I wasn't sure 
that I had heard him right. 
So I said, "What did you 
say?" 


"We will pay 60," he 


repeated. "Do you have 


down, flashing this mes- 
sage in big red lights: 
• Be careful. This may be 
a trick. It is scientifically 
and economically impossi- 
ble for one dollar to sud- 
denly become two! 


But I was terribly tempt- 


ed. For years in novels and 
in the movies I had wit- 
nessed glamorous scenes 
of fortunes being made in 
the black market. Here 


My wife was practically 


shocked out of her socks 
when she heard her nor- 
mally law-abiding husband 
tell the young man almost 
calmly, "All I've got is 
five. OK?" 


He nodded and signaled 


to a man who had been 
standing nearby, just out of 
my sight. The second man 
was also in his mid-20s. 
He was a burly six-footer, 
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any dollars?" 


Until 
that 
moment, I 


hadn't dreamed that there 
was a black money market 
in Poland. During the next 
few 
seconds, my mind 


flopped around like a fish 
out of water. At first my 
buttondown 
Long Beach 


logic couldn't mesh with 
the Polish logic that was 
being presented to me. 


Part of my brain realized 


that he was 
nervously 


offering me double the 
official 
exchange 
rate. 


Another part of my brain 
kept warning me to slow 


was 
a 
once-in-a-lifetime 


opportunity for an ordinary 
journalist from ordinary 
Long Beach to make an 
extraordinary transaction 
and perhaps collect some 
facts for a magazine story. 


1 quickly realized that 


the only American cash I 
had was five $1 bills. The 
rest of Ihe currency in my 
wallet was American Ex- 
press travelers checks. So I 
said to myself, "What the 
heck. Be a shooter. All you 
can lose is $5." And in 
Europe in '73 that's a pid- 
dling amount of money. 


broad-shouldered and mas- 
sive, roughly dressed. He 
was the money carrier. He 
produced 
a tremendous, 


rolled-up bundle of zlotys. 


The 
transaction 
was 


completed in a few sec- 
onds. I gave the first man 
my five $1 bills, and the 
big tough guy peeled off 
three colorful 
red-tinted 


bills that were 100 zlotys 
each. 1 noticed that they 
both glanced at the nearby 
busy intersection a couple 
of 
limes, 
undoubtedly 


checking with an accom- 
plice stationed at the cor- 


ner who was there as a 
lookout to warn of ap- 
proaching police. 


As we walked briskly 


around the comer of -the 
hotel, another neatly dress- 
ed young man stopped us 
and asked, in excellent 
English, if we had any dol- 
lars to trade for zlotys. By 
that time I was so nervous 
about being arrested that I 
gave him a loud NO! and 
began walking faster. 


My wife didn't say a 


word until we were a cou- 
ple of blocks from the 
hotel. Then she blew her 
top. My argument that I 
was 
a daring 
reporter 


working on an unusual 
story was shot down in 
flames as she told me what 
an idiot I was to break the 
law only a few steps from 
where that Polish police- 
man had cited the truck 
driver 
minutes before. 


Then she demanded, "And 
what about that statement 
you signed at Ihe border? 
What will you do when 
your money total is greater 
than what you put down?" 


My teen-aged daughter 


also let me have a few 
blasts, pointing out that 
any policeman could now 
arrest me and drag all 
three of us in for question- 
ing — or worse — because 
the total in my wallet 
was an unlawful amount. 
They shook their heads 
angrily when I tried to 
point out that all I had to 
do was spend the illegal 
money and 1 would again 
be in the clear. 


The money began to feel 


so hot in my pocket that I 
wanted to get rid of it as 
soon as possible. After a 
fairly long search, we 
found an excellent restau- 
rant, the Odra on Marszal- 
kowska Street, where — 
under the merciless gaze 
of my wife and daughter 
— I inspected the three 
100 zloty bills to see if 
they were counterfeit. To 
my inexpert 
eye, they 


seemed to be all right. 


We had delectable hali- 


but luncheons served in a 
semi-luxurious atmosphere 
for the equivalent of 42 
cents each, a startling con- 
trast to luncheons in other 
European countries which 
were $4 and $5 each. As a 
restaurant columnist, I was 
delighted to find such a 
remarkably 
inexpensive 


meal. 
But as a wicked., 


lawless trader in the black 
market, I was distressed at

Consider pots and pans.

not being able lo dump my hoi money faster. 


Alter luncheon, 1 unloaded the extra zlotys 


at a nearby department store, where nearly 
everything was quite inexpensive. Later we 
visited one of many stale stores in Poland 
which are exclusively for tourists, offering 
good quality merchandise which can be pur- 
chased only with foreign currency, preferably 
dollars. No zlotys will be accepted at such 
stores, which offer an unusually high rate of 
exchange — about 50 zlotys per dollar. Such 
stores help the Polish government 
funnel 


much-needed dollars away from the black 
market. 


Eventually I found an English-speaking 


clerk who was willing to talk about the 
currency black market in some detail. I also 


talked lo a manager of another store whose 
analysis of Poland's unusual economy match- 
ed what the clerk and others told me. They 
made these points: 


The tourist who trades in small amounts of 


dollars is not given heavy punishment when 
caught in a black market transaction. The 
police are after the big traders who arrive in 
Poland with amounts of perhaps $5,000, $10,- 
000 or more which they plan to increase 
enormously in value. When caught, they re- 
ceive long jail terms. 


Dollars are prized by the Polish people 


because many important things which they 
need can be purchased only with dollars. The 
store manager told me, "I have finally acquir- 
ed a nice new Fiat car. If I put Polish oil into 
the motor it will gum up and not run. 
Therefore, I must purchase Shell oil. But I can 
only buy Shell oil for dollars. The same is true 
of auto parts. I must pay dollars to get decent 
quality parts. It is the same with some medi- 
cines, certain cameras, watches and other 
highly desirable goods. I must buy them in the 
black market for dollars." 


1 learned that Californians who retire in 


Poland on their U.S. Social Security live like 
kings, converting their checks into thousands 
of extra zlolys. The cost of living is quite low 
and their zlotys purchase many extra com- 
forts. Food, liquor, household articles, bicy- 
cles, toys, restaurant meals and many other 
items are quite cheap. Clothing and shoes, 
however, are very expensive. 


An American who acquires a fortune in 


zlolys on the black market soon finds that he 
cannot use them to live like a king in France 
or Germany. Zlotys are worthless in all other' 


countries, including the U.S. 


The store manager also told me with a 


broad grin that I had been an amateur and a 
piker in the black market. "You should have 
bargained for more," he said. "You could 
have tripled your money. Sixty zlotys is the 
low rate. All over town they are paying 90 for 
a dollar." 


TRIPLE instead of just double? 
My mind began to calculate with all cir- 


cuits wide open. Let's see. If I give them $10, 
they will hand over 900 zlotys. If I give them 
$20, they will ... 


Then I noticed that my wife was getting 


that furious look again. I thanked the store 
manager for his valuable information — and 
told him politely that I had decided to retain 
my amateur standing.

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Consumerism: 


By MAXINE TAYLOR 


Now that they've lifted the freeze, a cold 


day last winter comes back like a scene from 
a Buster Keaton movie: a Wall Street lunch- 
eon gathering brought to its feet, spellbound, 
as two women rushed from the door to the 
rostrum and threw flour at the chairman of the 
Price Commission. 
Remember? The wrong 


man, maybe, but the right idea. 


Today even economists are forsaking the 


financial pages for lea leaves. The only cer- 
tainty in an uncertain world, it seems, is that 
Big Industry and Big Industry will sooner or 
later sit down together on the fate of the 
consumer. 


Not that we haven't been warned. 
The chairman of General Motors sent us 


word that the free enterprise economy is in 
our hands. The trouble is, he says, we don't 
know how it works. An official of the Ameri- 
can Bankers Association similarly deplores our 
"grossly inadequate level of economic litera- 
cy." 


The papers say there's a boom underway. 


Those who can hang on wonder how long. 
Those who can't grow desperate — the unem- 
ployed, the underemployed, the pensioners, 
the poor and the elderly. 


Forty years ago in the Depression, when 


nobody could buy anything, economist Car- 
diner Means discovered that prices in highly 
concentrated 
industries stayed the same. 


Another economist, John Blair, compared fig- 
ures over a period of years in the 50s to 
prove, if proof is needed, that big industries 
raised prices to insure constant returns during 
two recessions. 


Since the powerful can do as they like 
- 


postpone price increases to an opportune 
time, or cut back on production (and employ- 
ment) and raise prices to make up for it, 
market power could explain today's high 
prices in the presence of persistent unemploy- 
ment and make a hollow laugh of "tight 
money" and spending curbs to fight inflation. 


Those who go into the history of these 


things say no important action lias been taken 
under the anti-trust laws since early in the 
century. None has even been tried against the 
structure of an industry rather than the prac- 
tice of a firm. Some say the activity of the 
Federal Trade Commission is a token function 
intended to persuade us all that free enterprise 
is still free. Others say nothing happens be- 
cause nobody knows, economics being a 
mystery best left to businessmen, bankers and 
campaign contributors. 


But there are signs. Advertising, in due 


time, in any modern industry — if the industry 
grows — sooner or later replaces price com- 
petition. That's when the world described by 
Adam Smith in an earlier day recedes a little 
further into history. The consumer loses his 
leverage, the producer his need to consider 
the public welfare. He has no mandate to 


make a better product, or even the same 
product at a better price — only one that can 
be sold. 


Somewhere here is the case for, if not anti- 


trust enforcement,then permanent controls on 
prices, wages and profits where price compe- 
tition no longer obtains. 


There was a time when the straight corn 


whisky in Holsum Tonic Bitters cured every- 
thing. Hard tack and plug tobacco came in a 
brown paper bag. In the beginning, American 
free enterprise, as Adam Smith predicted, 
worked perfectly. The consumer was "king," 
obviously. He could put a man out of busi- 
ness overnight by withholding his custom. 


If things got a bit out of hand around the 


turn of the century, when a few industrial 
tycoons seemed to be running the country, 
there were, then as now, muckraking journal- 
ists to set things right. For a few brief years,

even, "the common man" was celebrated by 
the Progressives. But at the end of the First 
World War an avalanche of factory-made 
products — and an army of supersalesmen 
assigned to keep the goods moving — brought 
a new era. 


Business became a religion in the 20s. The 


customer, the salesman with his foot in the 
door, the clergyman in the pulpit were all 
serving a higher purpose, saluting with hymns 
of thanksgiving every increase in the Gross 
National Product. Henry Ford, who had put 
the nation on wheels with his low-priced, 
black Model T capitulated, finally, to the color 
and style changes of the competition. That 
same year a bestselling book Your Money's 
Wotlh, by Stuart Chase and F. L. Schlink, 
brought news of wasted dollars and false 
advertising. 100,000 Guinea Pigs later became 
the first of several books debunking worthless 
drugs and cosmetics. But at (he 
moment 


business could do no wrong. 


"Advertising," observed Calvin Coolidge, 


"is inspiring and ennobling the commercial 
world. It's all part of the redemption 
and 


regeneration of mankind." 


You know how it goes. The story has been 


told a thousand times. Redemption was post- 
poned, of course, and the crash and the 
Depression that followed derailed millions. 


Women's organizations, labor 
unions, 


economists called for more goods at lower 
prices. The pioneers struck at the marketing 
process itself. Grade labeling of canned food 
products, they said, would lower the cost of 
nationally advertised brands, as well as the 
"private labels" pegged to them. Large food 
processors were already turning out store 
brands along with their own, often off the 
same assembly line. In the 
trade press, 


"organized discontent" 
was attacking the 


heart of free enterprise. 


Even before the Depression settled in, Con- 


sumers Research, Inc. was testing products for 
quality in terms of price. With a labor dispute 
in the mid-30s, Consumers Union, publishers 
of Consumer 
Reports, was founded on a 


pledge to better the lot of the working man 
and the impoverished. And, in fact, for more 
than a decade Consumers Union took a stand 
on political and economic issues that affect 
goods and services, as well as the,ability to 
buy them, speaking out on marketing meth- 
ods, anti-trust laws and lax policy. In the 
magazine and in recommendations to Con- 
gress, "CD" became the voice for a frequently 
inarticulate concern. 


But as the years passed, Consumer Reports 


increasingly explored only that which can be 
measured. More and more hard goods and 
appliances filled the pages, compared and 
rated for the "rational" consumer 
or the 


economist who — mercifully unencumbered 
by human needs and motivations — delights 
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What does it all 


in unraveling alternatives. If advertisers would 
distract this paragon from his single-minded 
pursuit, went the dictum, then CU would 
correct his course with objective information. 
The poor escaped the net. 


Automobiles, cameras, appliances, each 


year more luxurious, endlessly passed in re- 
view. The "move-up" trend to fashion in all 
goods, including hard goods, sharply acceler- 
ated after World War II. Consumption had to 
keep pace with production, and the rate of 
production was exploding with 
new-found 


technology. Ironically, Consumer Reports 
conceived as a protest against marketing ex- 
cesses, ended as a showcase for an annual 
parade of new brands and style changes for 
those who know what they want and have the 
money to pay for it. 


No one spelled oul what the same money 


might buy spent another way on those things

private industry can't or won't provide, such 
as universal health care, pensions or mass 
transportation — or the political context in 
which such a choice could be made — so 
(hat people themselves, presented with a full 
range of options,, might decide how to use 
their money. 


Other countries boast of trains that run, 


guaranteed incomes and pensions, subsidized 
health care, music and theater, but Americans 
see few exceptions to the law of free enter- 
prise which says that everything — and every- 
one — must pay its way. We talk of taxes — 
never tax reform — strangely indifferent to a 
tax structure that not only keeps the poor in 
their place but forces them to pay for their 
own unemployed, disabled, and overaged by 
taxing the necessities with sales taxes on 
which they must spend all they have while 
tax-free, "discretionary" income of the well- 
to-do multiplies. (One 
doesn't forget the 


Nixons paid just $700 plus in federal income 
taxes last year.) 


Obviously, the notion that consumer rights 


might include clean air and water, quiet and 
privacy — or the amenities for which no price 
tag has yet been devised — was on the other 
side of the technology explosion, decades 
away. 


After the war, when the boom that lasted 


more than a decade began to falter, a rugged 
individualist did loom on the horizon, finally, 
complete with coonskin cap and Tennessee 
accent 
• the maverick Sen. Estes Kefauver. 


More than any other phenomenon in the late 
50s, his hearings into the use and abuse of 
power in the auto, steel and drug industries 
set the climate for a rush of interest in the 
plight of the consumer — and the eventual 
appearance of that other loner, Ralph Nader. 


In the late 60s Ralph Nader and his legions 


began to zero in on the end products of a 
market economy pulling aw.iy from the public 
interest. Business added "ism" to consumer to 
register a feeling of menace. Mysteriously, 
"protection" entered the lexicon. The con- 
sumer, visible at last, became a political 
expedient, consumer groups multiplied. State 
and local advocates appeared under govern- 
ment auspices. 


High above the traffic in the lighted turrets 


along Madison Avenue they're working late 
and breathing heavily these days. To hear the 
admen tell it, the "creatives" who produce 
the TV commercials have more lawyers in tow 
than are now tied up by the luminaries in 
Watergate, and at least one agency executive 
has called for protection of the First Amend- 
ment. The drive is on for another "truth" — 
truth in advertising. Volumes of data in sup- 
port of claims pile up in the office of the FTC. 


lust possibly we should feel some sympathy 


for the adman who must incorporate what is 
legally true into a witches' brew older than 
science, older than religion, even. Those 30 
seconds of drama set to music were never 
intended to tell the truth or even sell a 


product, which — flashed in view at the 
strategic instant — sells itself. Just possibly we 
only think we are neither looking or listening. 
The new, soft-sell commercial, time-released 
to trigger a purchase later on, sifts into the 
subconscious as an experience, a version of 
life. 


The adman knows this and more. He 


knows that whatever the spell he weaves, we 
want to believe, and he trades on that. Some- 
one should be screening TV commercials not 
for what they say about a product but what 
they imply about how we live and the truths 
we live by. As with Watergate, wo need to 
separate the legal from the moral issue. 


Before we decide it's just advertising, we 


should perhaps recall that back at the begin- 
ning we thought Watergate was just politics.

plant was running a double shift to keep up 
with back orders ... at some $5,000 a copy, 
yet. It seemed a suitable figure for a sport of 
burgeoning popularity in these inflationary 
times. More important to me, though, was that 
we arranged for me to meet the Piccard group 
later on in the month when I might go along 
for a ride. 


What time does the balloon go up? Early. 


And thus it was that the sun had not begun to 
rise over the San Joaquin Valley when I 
arrived at the outskirts of Delano on a Sunday 
morning last month. 


The operations area of the small airport 


there was already springing to life with five 
groups of early risers busy spreading out 
thousands of yards of gay and bright multi- 
colored nylon on the aircraft parking ramp. 
There was a variety of containers in which 
the material had been carried, some with the 
appearance of outsized laundry baskets. But 
these early birds had not come to launder 
their loads of plastic on the airport ramp — 
they were balloonists, come to help the town 
of Delano celebrate its grape and harvest 
festival. 


Crews scurried about and soon the huge 


patches of limp nylon were swelling 
up, 


presenting an incomparable scene as their 
shapes changed...once globs, then like rising 
loaves of bread and now near fully inflated, 
billowing into huge tear drop shaped globes. 


Clambering over the side of a sturdy wicker 


basket,.! joined Jim Knight who was busy 
running the propane burners overhead which 
continued to fill the canopy above with hot 
air. Ground crews outside steadied the basket 
as best they could as we began to rock about 
from the beginnings of a slight breeze. 


My gaze was fixed through a camera view- 


finder and it was several moments and hun- 


dreds of feel later that I realized we had left 
the ground. A sensationless departure, but 
when I finally looked down I was certainly 
glad I had no feeling of having forgotten 
something. 


Other than occasional blasts of the burners 


to maintain the bag's volume, the immediate 
environment was one of complete silence. It 
seemed, though, that every sound from miles 
about on the valley floor was reaching up to 
us ... the roar of a train and the whish of 
freeway traffic far away mixed with the early 
morning crowing of roosters. As we wafted 
along, minibikers and motorists below would 
holler up asking "Where're ya goin'?" to 
which Knight or I could give little in answer 
but to point in the direction the wind was 
carrrying us. 


We passed over a small farmhouse and the 


sound of the burners' blast set a huge shep- 
herd dog running to cower in the cover of an 
adjacent vineyard. 


With no further farmyard in sight, Knight, 


who is Piccard's production manager, made a 
gradual descent to the cottonfields now below 
us to acquaint himself with the craft's han- 
dling characteristics. He remarked that each 
different configuration varied in its handling 
and though he had not previously piloted a 
balloon of this type, his maneuvering seemed 
automatic and flawless as we skimmed along 
just inches above the cotton at perhaps eight 
miles an hour. We cojld have picked cotton! 
In fact we each did reach out and gather a 
tuft. 


Next came acres of vineyards and the time 


to look for a suitable landing spot. The 
vineyards with their grape stakes certainly 
would not do; there might be damage to 
crops. Open plowed fields held scant esthet- 
ic appeal (the collapsed balloon would get

dirty). Before long, a field of alfalfa appeared 
below along our line of flight and Knight 
brought us down for what I would judge a 
perfect landing, our skid-bottomed basket set- 
tling solidly to the ground after two ever so 
slight bounces. 


The balloon was quickly collapsed and 


with the help of some enthusiasts who had 
followed below by auto, the multi-colored bag 
was gathered up and stuffed into the basket. 


The group had come to Delano with its 


three balloons in one trailer; one had landed 
earlier a couple of miles behind us and 
another, which had gone to a higher altitude, 
had caught an opposite wind, going northeast 
while the rest of us went southwest. Now 
there were three balloons on the ground, 
scattered along a 12-mile line. It was at this 
juncture that one of the very real logistic 
considerations had to be dealt with — name- 
ly, how to get the once graceful balloon 
which was now a three hundred pound laden 
basket back to the airport. 


The camper van which had followed us 


along from the airport had no cargo space, 
but among the curious who had stopped to 
watch our descent was one with a pick-up 
truck. Knight's first order of business, once the 
bag was collapsed, was to approach the driver 
and ask if he would take the basket back to 
the airport. He readily agreed, but first — 
might his three year old daughter touch the 
balloon? Of course. 


The child, holding tightly to her mother's 


hand, approached gingerly in a combination 
of awe and trepidation. What thoughts must 
have been racing through her young mind! A 
huge colored cloud had come to earth — and 
the limp nylon she now held — could it really 
and truly be what she had seen floating 
overhead only moments before?

Upon completion of a 
first solo flight, the new pilot is presented with 
a bottle of French champagne bedecked with 
ribbons matching the colors of his balloon. 


Scorpion flying is normally headquartered 


at Perris Valley airport, approximately 10 
miles south of Riverside. At 6:30 a.m. on any 
Saturday, the quiet little dirt-strip airport 
should resemble a ghost town. But already 
vans are lining up at the end of the field, 
preparing for a day of skydiving, sailplaning 
and hot-air ballooning. The ballooning takes 
place at the far end of the airstrip in a weed 
patch adjacent to the runway. In these wide 
open spaces, the hazards are limited to a 
vastly miscalculating paratrooper and socks 
full of sticky weeds. 


The Fiberglas and aluminum gondolas ar- 


rive on the back of the Kriegs' 1959 Ranchero 
wagon. The envelopes or air bags are trans- 
ported in the gondolas, folded into large 
canvas bags. Unrolled from their field pack, 
they are spread out flat on the ground. The 
top and the skirt (bottom) are attached with a 
gripping tape called Velcrn. 


"The purists inflate the envelopes by flap- 


ping them in the breeze," Fred remarks, "but 
the time and energy involved are devastating. 
We use a gasoline-engine driven air blower." 


The envelopes are first inflated and the air 


inside then healed with propane gas burners 
until (he balloon uprights itself and the gondo- 
la. From then on the balloon goes where the 
wind blows. The only control the pilot has is 
up and down motion. The trick is to pick t 
altitude with the desired wind direction. 


Tethering the balloon to a parked car or 


other stationary object with a one or two- 
hundred fool rope is the method used in 
commercial promotions and the beginning 
phases of balloon pilot training. 


Free flight, however, is a crosscountry affair 


with the balloonist landing at one or more 
locations, not necessarily by previous choice 
Free flight is definitely more exciting for the 
ground crew. Following take-off, the crev 
jumps into the old Ranchero wagon and 


chases merrily down the country roads, gam- 
bling as to which route will lead to the 
balloon's final destination. 


Even the ground crew works under hazard- 


ous conditions occasionally, crew member 
Marilyn Lieberg relates. "I remember one time 
hopping over row after row of knee-high sugar 
beets to reach a downed pilot. We were 
nearly to the end of the trail when the farmer 
turned on his irrigation sprinklers full blast, 


soaking the entire crew." 


"Never wear sandals," she cautions further. 


"A newly cut stubble field can actually punc- 
ture your feet." 


Pilots and passengers wear helmets, mostly 


to protect their heads from the heat of the 
overhead gas burners. Heavy duty boots pro- 
tect their feel. Bright blue jumpsuits complete 
the uniform although the crew admils it some- 
times gets a little warm.

Perris Valley can pass 120 degrees in the 
summertime. 


Although a certain amount of risk is involv- 


ed, the danger is minimal. There is probably 
more danger of being singed during inflation 
on the ground than there is in falling from the 
sky. 


"Parachutes are not required and we don't 


wear them," Hajnal explains. "Since we have 
the largest parachute in the world, why leave 
it? Even the complete loss of all heat would 
result in the balloon descending at the same 
rate as a parachute; 90 feet per minute 
maximum after a 2,000-foot descent." 


Compared to a hydrogen or helium-filled 


balloon, the hot-air balloon is quite safe as 
well as less expensive to operate. There is no 
danger of explosion, little of fire. The en- 
velope is constructed of nylon and dacron 
fabric and is heat and tear resistant. Even if 
the material falls directly on the flame, it will 
melt rather than burn. A small hole or a tear 
of up to 12 inches is of no great consequence 
because more heat can be added to the bal- 
loon than is lost through the opening. Small 
holes can be repaired with special adhesive 
backed tape, larger ones with envelope repair 
fabric. 


"Perhaps the greatest danger is from our 4- 


footed or feathered friends," says Fred. "An 
experienced balloonist will never leave his 
equipment unfurled in the field. Cows will 
explore anything alien, and a curious lick can 
turn into a nasty nip in no time." 


"And 
stay away from turkey farms," he 


warns. "Turkeys panic at the sight and sound 
of any 
strange object. Huddling together 


defensively in the corner of the pen, they can 
soon smother. There has been more than one 
lawsuit from an aggravated turkey farmer." 


The Scorpion crew is as enthusiastic as the 


Kriegs. Aspiring balloonist 
Larry Fuller, a 


Beverly Hills investment banker, has been 
with the crew for three years. "1 was working 
as manager of a hotel in San Diego," Larry 
recalls: "when Scorpion Productions did a 
bank promotion across the street and was 
headquartered at the hotel. I returned from an 
evening out, still with dale and dinner jacket, 
to discover a crew member had taken ill and 
the balloon team was extremely shorthanded. 
I began to assist with crowd control and soon 
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Krieg's balloon and accessories are neatly 
packaged for transport in his pickup truck, 
which can carry two such units. 


1 was crawling around in my formal attire 
helping get the balloon aloft. I have been 
hooked ever since." 


Confirming a tendency to addiction in the 


sport are Gary and Marilyn Lieberg of River- 
side. "We have been known to go ballooning 
every Saturday and Sunday for three or four 
months," says Marilyn. Gary, an. Air Force 
pilot at March AFB, confirms Fred Krieg's 
statement that there is nothing that humbles a 
pilot like flying a hot-air balloon. The Lie- 
bergs' daughter Keri quite possibly holds the 
record as the youngest passenger ever to ride 
in a hot-air balloon, accomplishing this feat at 
the age of three months. 


Fchoing the Liebergs' opinion is another 


pilot, Capt. David Hooyer, USAF, now station- 
ed in Thailand. He describes it this way. "It 
all started when some slightly crazy friends of 
mine introduced me to some slightly crazy 
friends of theirs and wanted to know if I 
would be interested in chasing a balloon. 
Little did 1 realize that they literally meant 
scurrying down the road and across the fields 
to catch this absolutely beautiful flying ma- 
chine that wanders across the face of the earth 
at the whim of Mother Nature's air currents. 
But the real reward came when the owner- 
pilot asked if I'd like to go up. No self- 
respecting aviator can turn down an offer to 
slip the surly bonds of earth. Like all flying, 
it has its own special if transient release from 
all the demanding realities of life, giving you a 
few moments of peace with yourself and the 
world. Yet it is a type of flying that cannot be 
equated with any other, because it is done 
without hurry or rush." 


A ride in a hot-air balloon is truly a 


different experience from a ride in any other 
aircraft. It is not as quiet as a glider because 
of the loud blast of noise when the propane 
burners are turned on. It is sometimes difficult 
to get a very small child to accept a ride 
because the noise frightens him. With Ihe 
proper wind velocity in free flight, however, 
the burner is used much less frequently, giving 
a longer period of quiet floating. 


The openess of the gondola is another 


factor unique to the hot-air balloon. Equipped 
to carry two or four passengers, the Fiberglas 
sides are only hip high. The overhead burners 
are controlled by a hanging cord an elbow's

reach above ihc pilot's head, giving a full and 
unobstructed view o( the countryside. 


A small instrument panel is screwed lo one 


corner of the gondola. All systems are equip- 
ped with a sensitive altimeter, standard rale of 
climb meter, compass and pyrometer. The 
pyrometer indicates the air temperature at the 
top of the envelope. The balloon flies as fast 
as the wind is blowing. Nine miles per hour 
on the ground or 12 miles per hour in flight 
would be above the maximum safe speed and 
be cause for grounding the balloon. 


The Kriegs belong to the Balloon Federa- 


tion of America, a division of the National 
Aeronautic Association, which is in turn a part 
of the Federation Aeronautics International of 
France. All 
of 
these are sanctioning and 


licensing agencies. The annual United States 
National Hoi-Air Balloon Championships are 
traditionally held each August on the campus 
of Simpson College at Indianola, Iowa. Here, 
in addition lo the serious business of qualify- 
ing for the first place berth on the U.S. team, 
the balloonists have invented a variety of 
entertaining diversions. 


"It's fun and games," explains Hajnnl. 
Take for example the Hare and the Hound. 


The first balloon (the Hare) is released and 
takes off crosscountry. Two hours later the rest 
of the balloons (the Hounds) are released. 
Attempting to reach the destination of the 
Hare and get as close to it's landing spot as 
possible, it truly becomes a case of trying to 
catch the wind. 


Another good game is Flour Bomb. Bal- 


loons attempt to reach a predetermined target 
from a five-mile radial starting point, dropping 
a flour bomb in the target circle. "You can 
drop it from as low as 10 feet," Fred explains. 
"The trick is finding the altitude with the wind 
velocity which will carry you to Ihe target." 


The first World Hot-Air Balloon Champion- 


ships were held in February 1973 in Albu- 
querque, N.M. The Balloon 
Federation of 


America spent Ihe week prior to the World 
Meet attempting to qualify ihree balloonists 
out of 93 contestants for Ihe U.S. team. 
Qualification consisted of following a profile, 
engraved on a stainless steel band and sealed 
into the balloon upon release. The pilot lifts to 
a designated level and proceeds to make as 
many dips as possible in a certain number of 
minutes, a slylus recording every move he 
makes. 


The nature of the profile was a closely

guarded secret to assure an equal start. When 
officials called for the first volunteer, adven- 
turous Scorpio Fred Krieg had the only raised 
hand. Following an uneventful ascent, the 
confident pilot stabilized and cut the burner 
for the first descent. All was well until the 
second firing. The balloon failed to respond, 
plummenting earthward with a resounding 
smack. 


"Some observers say I bounced 80 feet. I 


think it was more like 40," 
Fred relates 


animatedly. "I had deflated the top of the 
balloon, and I could see myself drifting dan- 
gerously close to the power line adjacent to 
the field. A strong side wind assisted in 
carrying me over, and I ended up between a 
cyclone fence and the power pole. The deflat- 
ed envelope finally flopped on the live lines, 
sending a shower of sparks skyward. 1 had 
kept my feet braced on the sides of the 
Fiberglas gondola, hands off the side rails, 
hanging on to only the red ripstrap. When I 
finally hit bottom, 1 bailed out and walked 
away." 


After lengthy analysis the baffled pilot and 


crew finally realized the cause of the drastic 
descent. The change in altitude between Ana- 
heim and Albuquerque froze the water vapor 
in the gas line to the burner, causing a power 
failure. The officials agreed to a second try, 
placing the Scorpion balloon in a tie for fifth 
place. 


As in most sports, competition exists and 


there are records to be broken. Altitude, 
distance and duration are some of the goals. 
Scorpion pilot and crew have set their sights 


on a new altitude record. The present record 
is 32,949 feet; the Scorpion goal is some- 
where between 33,000 and 35,000 feet. Spe- 
cial equipment will be needed for this feat, 
including oxygen and a parachute. 


Scorpion Productions' commercial venture 


consists mainly of balloon promotions. Cele- 
brating a grand opening, sale or anniversary, a 
firm can rent a balloon to be tethered at any 
pilot-approved location. Carrying an advertis- 
ing logo, the balloon can be seen (or miles. 
This medium is most effective, particularly at

night when the balloon is illuminated from the 
inside with special lamps. 


Sport balloons retail from $4,000 to $12,- 


000 which includes a complete flying system 
of envelope, gondola, burners, fuel tanks nnd 
instruments. Promotional balloons can cost 
extra depending upon how decorative and 
complicated the equipment is. Standard colors 
lor balloons are black, white, red, blue, yel- 
low, green, purple and orange. Special deco- 
rations include eagles with six-foot wings, 
pennants and stars. 


For a small fee, a customer can even have 


a unique design reservation, guaranteeing his 
color pattern and ornamentation will not be 
duplicated in another balloon. Each balloon 
bears a "license number" as well. Figures for 
Canadian balloons begin with C; those of 


the United Slates with an N. The remaining 
figures are chosen by the owner. The Kriegs 
small balloon bears the license number 
N69SP; 1969 being the year Fred and Hajnal 
were married; SP, of course, being for Scor- 
pion Productions. 


Operating costs of ballooning consist main- 


ly of the propane gas used to heat the air. A 
large balloon powered by two 22-gallon tanks 
could run approximately (our hours, depend- 
ing entirely upon the outside air temperature 
and weight carried. 


Presently set up to train pilots in a hot-air 


balloon school, the Kriegs are now in the 
process of forming a hot-air balloon club. For 
a reasonable fee, an enthusiast can buy an 
active or an associate membership. Active 
membership includes pilot privileges; associ- 
ate membership gives ground crew and pas- 
senger privileges. 


"Essentially I'm leasing a share in the 


balloon," says Fred. "Members can receive 
complete flight and ground training under the 
supervision of professional flight instructors, in 
equipment maintained by a factory authorized 
distributor. Club membership provides all the 
benefits of this unique and exhilarating sport 
without the necessity of investing in expensive 
equipment." 


"Ballooning is a perfect family sport," he 


continues, "particularly 
for 
large families. 


They've got a built-in crew."

Cybill Shepherd, looking more like a Mem- 


phis balon-twirler than an 1878 Henry lames 
heroine, is nevertheless playing the title role 
of Daisy Miller in the crumbling ruins of 
Rome. She isn't the least bit terrified. Her 
boyfriend, Peter Bogdanovich, is directing and 
even though she has only appeared in Ivvo 
other movies (The Lust Picture Show and 
Heartbreak Kid}, the fact that he is guiding her 
through every scene has given her enough 
courage to look right at me with periwinkle 
blue eyes and say, "Henry James had me in 
mind when he wrote it." 


There are similarities. Daisy was the epi- 


tome of irresistible American freshness and 
spirited innocence in an artificial world of 
European restraint. She flouted 
convention 


and died of malaria when she visited the 
Roman Coliseum at the time of a plague 
against everyone else's advice. It's a tragic 
love story with sumptuous sets and lavish 
costumes, and about as far removed from 
Cybill's real-life Pepsi Generation personality 
as the imagination can conceive. But Cybill is 
having a ball. "I always felt a desire not to 
fulfill what people expected of me or expect- 
ed me to be. Daisy was unpredictable, too — 
a victim of her own innocent gaiety in a 
crumbling era of decadence." 


Right now the "victim" is eating a tuna fish 


sandwich in her suite at the Hilton and 
listening to her new record album, Cybill 
Does It — To Cole Porter! It was produced by 
Peter Bogdanovich, who masterminds her far- 
from-liberated persona as well as her soaring 
movie career, and it is equipped with Cole 
Porter's sexy lyrics to his famous songs, ("The 
most refined ladybugs do it when a gentleman 
calls/moths in your rugs do it, what's the use 
of mothballs?") Peter sings on the album, too, 
and his unreserved excitement seems to 
embarrass Cybill. She takes her sandwich and 
heads for the bedroom. "1 called Frank Ya- 
blans," says Peter, hardly noticing she has 
gone, "and said I'd like to do an album. He 
said, 'You sing?' I said 'No, of course not 
- 


it's for Cybill.' He said, 'She sing?' The whole 
thing was paid for by Paramount without any 
of them ever hearing one song. That's what 
happens when you have a couple of hit 
pictures." 


The hardest thing about interviewing Cybill 


is getting her alone. Peter does most of her 
talking for her, and even when he's out of the 
room the things she says often sound like 
Peter. The Hollywood wags are calling him a 
Svengali to whom she plays a willing, sexy 
Trilby. One gossip even refers to them as 
Edgar Bergen and Charlie McCarthy. It's only 
half true. Cybill is bright, loquacious and fun, 
but it is very obvious that she adores Peter 
and considers what he has to say much more 
important than anything on her mind. So she 
just lets him do all the talking. 


It's not that she's dumb. It's just that she's 


been through all these incredible changes. 
First, there was the all-American high-school- 
girl period — city champion basketball team 
in Memphis, president of her sorority, most 
attractive in the senior class, winner of the 
Miss Teen-age Memphis Pageant . Elvis Pres- 
ley was her idol. Then there was the all- 
American model period, which is still not over 
— winner of the 1969 Model of the Year 
award, $500 a day as a magazine cover girl, 
TV commercials for everything from Coca- 
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Cola to shampoo. (She still receives the high- 
est fee ever paid for a 30-second commercial 
for Cover Girl makeup.) Peter spotted her on 
the cover-of Clamour and signed her with no 
acting experience for the petulant, rich-girl 
jailbait called Jacy in The Lust Picture Show. 
Peter says, "She was the only one of the 
actresses I saw who didn't want the part. She 
came in and sal on the floor. 1 said 'What do 
you like to do?' She said, 'Oh, I dunno, I read 
a lot.' I said, 'What have you read lately?' She 
said, 'Dostoievski'. I thought, 'Hmm.' So I 
said, 'Well, which one ol his have you read?' 
Long pause. She played with a flower and 
sighed and finally said, '1 can't remember the 
title right now.' And I thought, 'that's the 
character.'" It started with a look. The look 
turned into love. 


After The Last Picture Show, Cybill discov- 


ered literature and politics, and Svengali influ- 
ence or no Svengali influence, under the 
tutelage of Bogdanovich she started giving out 
interviews about the Greek crisis, Camus, 
Sartre, sexual politics in advertising and The 
Magic Mountain. It began to sound like an 
Arthur Miller-Marilyn Monroe syndrome. The 
real Cybill Shepherd is more than that. She 
has her own identity, she is totally unimpress- 
ed by parties and glamor and publicity ("I was 
hysterical when I read in Suzy's column that 
we were causing more of a sensation in Rome 
than the Burtons or Sophia and Carlo Ponti. 
We haven't been out of our suite at the Hilton 
once..At home in Los Angeles we never go 
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anywhere either. We lie around on the floor 
and watch old movies.") 


She is also aware that a lot of people are 


expecting a lot in Daisy Miller and if she's 
lousy in it, they'll blame it all on Peter. "I'm 
very lucky. I know 1 wouldn't be in llie 
movies if it hadn't been for him. Peter has 
always been there lo look after me and that is 
a reality. But I look at girls like Katharine 
Ross, who are beautiful and talented, and 1 
see how you can get sidetracked. 1 didn't 
become an actress because 1 needed the 
money. 1 had the Cover Girl commercials. The 
copy was bad but it was belter than bad 
movies. Nobody reviews bad commercials. 
But 1 had to do something to keep my sanity. I 
was bored to death modeling and 1 never 
want to do it again. I've never taken acting 
lessons because I think choosing an acting 
coach is like choosing the right psychiatrist. 
The one who is right for one person can 
totally destroy another person. So 1 trust Peler 
totally." 


Peter leaves the room so nobody will get 


the impression that he's Svengali, and she's on 
her own. "1 guess people expect me to be 
dumb. But I really did read all those books. 1 
went to school, taught myself, did all of it out 
of curiosity. I have a lot of energy and I have 
to channel it somewhere. I've always read a 
lot. I read Gone With The Wind in the sixth 
grade. I was a member of the Weekly Reader 
Book Club. It would be very sad if people 
thought I did all of this just to prove some- 
thing." (Right now she's reading Isak Dine- 
sen.) 
"All these articles that say I'm ambitious 


kill me because everyone who knows me 
knows I just walked into everything in my life 
by accident. 
The Cole Porter album was 


Peter's idea. I sang in a talent show at East 
High School in Memphis, but 1 was so profes- 
sional they wouldn't give me the prize. Then 
afler Last Picture Show I took singing lessons 
and sang opera with Eileen Brennan's vocal 
teacher. After you've sung opera, you can 
certainly sing Cole Porter." 


She is very blase about acting and slill 


suffers from the nude scene in List Picture 
Show. She had done one previous screen lest 
for Roger Vadim and it was such a painful 
experience she vowed she would never ap- 
pear nude anywhere. "The night before I was 
to fly to California to begin rehearsals I was 
still trying to call Peter to tell him I couldn't 
do the movie if 1 had lo do the nude scene. 
My ambition was to save enough money to go 
to the Universily of Florence and study art. 
But I couldn't reach him, so I went out to 
Hollywood anyway, and he convinced me it 
would be done in good taste. Even the nude 
scene in Heartbreak Kid was done by a stand- 
in. I just don'i like nudity because it dissolves 
the mystery about people and I want to 
preserve as much mystery as possible. 


"Then after all the worrying and almost not 


doing the movie. Playboy printed a grainy, 
blurred, pirated nude shot of me and the 
studio has no record of giving it to them. It 
wasn't even a photo — it's an enlargement of 
a frame from the screen that was cut out of 
the movie. They had been after me for years 
to pose as one of the sex stars of the 70s. I 
kepi saying no. They even called my mother 
and offered her $10,000 if I'd pose nude. 
Now this stolen photo appears. I'm going to 
sue Hugh Hefner personally, and also Playboy 
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Enterprises and Arthur Knighl, who reprinted it 
in a book called Sex and the Cinema. 


\ tell her the people who saw the original 


nude will be miniscule compared to those 
who will read about the lawsuit. "You think 
so? I'll let Peler decide." 


Peter re-enters and says he doesn't care 


whal the lawsuit costs, it will keep other 
innocenl girls from being victimized in the 
same way. The discussion is ended. She is 
myopic and nearsighted. I ask if she has any 
other physical defects. Peter says "That's a 
line from The Trial. Romy Schneider says it to 
Tony Perkins." I say that's nice but il doesn't 
answer the question. Cybill says, "I have a 
scar on my lip. I ran into a barbed-wire fence 
and had over 200 stitches in plastic surgery 
when I was six. Also, my feet are too small for 
my body." She's 5'S'h" tall, big bones, 130 
pounds (her father was a football player), and,

except for her face, doesn't look like a model 
on close inspection. Peter laughs, "If you had 
feet the same size as your body, I wouldn't be 
around. I hate big feet." 


Any girl who lakes that kind of lip from her 


boyfriend is obviously not into Women's Lib. 
The question makes her squirm. She looks at 
Peler for help. "Well, I've read the three 
books on the subject, bul the besl is A Room 
Of One's Own by Virginia Woolf," she says 
proudly. Sometimes it's better when he does 
the talking. 


Later that night, at the Roman Coliseum, 


Cybill sits in her portable trailer while the 
crew tries to make a 2,000-year-oid ruin look 
older. She is eating a banana in a hoop skirt, 
drinking black coffee, and trying not lo cry 
over a box of hair Audrey Hepburn's hair- 
dresser has just clipped from her shining 
cover-girl head. "I guess I'm a star now. (I 
could have told her no, but I didn't have the 
nerve.) 1 just don't like to upset people. I don't 
even give orders to my cook. I can't cook 
anything but an egg, but we have a house- 
keeper who worked for John Garfield and you 
can't argue with anyone who cooked for ]ohn 
Garfield." 


Women are flying at her with brushes, 


mirrors and-curling irons and she has a pain 
in her stomach from the corset and the 
banana. "They did autopsies on Victorian 
women and discovered their 
hearts were 


pushed up into their chest cavities from these 
corsets. I used to think 1879 was very roman- 
tic, but now afler this movie I think it was just 
uncomfortable." 


She emerges looking like a marshmallow 


sundae. Peter props her against a rock where 
she gets malaria. "Now darling, I know this is 
going to be very difficult for you, but you 
have to stand up." 
"What do 1 say?" asks 


Cybill. "This is your Mamie Van Doren shot 
— you don't say anything." The camera rolls. 
Peter yells, "Cybill, take the chewing gum out 
of your mouth!" They start again, and she 
goes home to bed at 5 a.m. Oh, well. It beats 
jerking sodas back home in Memphis.

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A radio-controlled car strikes the Harbor 
Freeway test strip and continues almost to the 
end ol the strip, then moves back toward the 
lane from which it started.

Sunday on the Harbor Freeway. Two chil- 


dren in the camper ahead, lying on the high 
bunk. They wave and laugh and hold up two 
fingers in the peace sign, wait for an answer- 
ing signal from anyone who can see ihem. (A 
camper's bunk can be a children's 
haven, 


even in the fast traffic on the freeway, with 
parents a world away in the pick-up's front 
seat.) Then the left front tire blows, lurches 
toward the concrete wall at f>5 miles an hour. 


Tragedy? No, probably not. At least statis- 


tics say not. The camper hits the wall between 
the northbound and southbound traffic, hits it 
on an angle and rides up the wall a few 
inches, maybe even a fool, rides clown again, 
hardly lessens its speed, moves safely back 
into the leflhand fast lane. The children are 
clinging to each other now, peace signs for- 
gotten, as the driver cautiously maneuvers the 
camper to a stop to check on people and 
paint and tires. 


Mark up another save for the Jersey Rail. 
It's a median strip, a concrete wall kind of 


traffic separator which had its beginnings in a

highway divider 
first used in New 
jersey. 


These days, with a lot of new thinking buill 
into it, it's stretching its length farther and 
farther along the 
freeways of California, 


providing the most comforting security blanket 
a driver has ever had, 


|usl north of Long Beach, on the Harbor 


Freeway, extending about eight miles between 
Manchester Avenue and Del Anio Boulevard, 
is one of the longest sections in the state. (The 
longest — nine miles — comes up from the 
Mexican - U.S. border on Route 5.) It's not 
likely that the remarkable divider will come 
any closer to downtown 
Long Beach, or 


downtown anyplace, because it's only being 
built where the traffic is freeway heavy and 
freeway fast. The Department of Transporta- 
tion counted more cars each year and more 
miles per hour, and figured California had to 
have something like, but belter than, the early 
version of concrete divider. After all, New 
Jersey traffic 20 years ago was a lol different 
from California traffic today. 


So it sent out highway designers and build- 


ers and test drivers and radio-controlled cars 


This is the result of a 65-mph crash into a 
wall at a sharp 25-degree angle. Although 
there was heavy damage to the vehicle 
because of the angle of attack, the car didn't 
jump the divider and damage to the watt was 
minor. 
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carrying plastic: dummies calli'd "anthropo- 
morpliic" which, in hiyhly unsrii'ntific terms, 
mennb they ,icl something like humans — ns 
nuicli as dummies can — except (hat they 
don't bleed, break or mind if they yet smash- 
ed up in aci idenls. 


The department built lest stretches of con- 


crete barriers, some following the dimensions 
of the Jersey barrier exactly, some higher, 
some with n different angle of slant from ihe 
bottom to the lop, some with smaller curbs at 
the Ixillom. 


Test drivers crashed small cars and large 


cars into the wall, even letting go of Ihe wheel 
at the last second in an attempt to duplicate 
the conditions existing when a driver com- 
pletely loses control of the cnr. And engineers 
in the radio-controlled cars staged crashes at 
the fastest freeway speeds. They measured the 
heights to which cars rose when they struck 
the walls, timed the return to the ground of 
the left-side wheels, documented the damage 
to the c,r,s and to the barriers and, in all, 
amassed a set of statistics in which dull figures 
provided answers to the interesting question of 


heads into oncoming traffic, is our greatest 
(ear, and has been for years. It wasn't only 
recently that we began work on ending (hot 
kind of accident. We started on it many years 
ago. And we believe that our improvement on 
the earlier concrete barrier designs have de- 
veloped the finest, safest road divider in Ihe 
world." 


What will it do (or you? 
Well, suppose you're driving along Route 5 


or 10, or on any freeway with only a few feet 
separating Iraflic: moving in one direction from 
thai going the other way — no modern Jersey 
rail — and your 
left front tire blows, or 


another car nudges you over to the "left, or 
you're overly tired and inadvertently you close 
your eyes for an instant and you swing lelt 
from the lefthand lane. What can happen? 


fortunately, not many drivers know Irom 


experience. But it's lots and none of it good. 


First, il can give you the choice between 


either a bodywork and paint job and what Ihe 
insurance |>cople call "totalling out" youi car. 


Second, it can let you bounce off the

freeway. 


What California came up with was a solid 


barrier, two feet wide al Ihe base, sloping in 
lo aboul 10 inches wide when il gets lo he a 
foot high. Then il narrows lo six inches al ihe 
top. Mounted at (he highest poim on the 
concrete, is a nonglarc screen, usually green 
or gray if the highway crews have gotten 
around to the finishing touches. 


|im Larson, district information officer for 


the department, calls it a "rock," and adds: 
"liut it's a rock with enough long distance 
thinking and safely design in it lo make il act 
as if it had taken hold of a swerving car and 
guided it back to the road without the pcrisl 
some other dividers can bring. "Going off the 
road isn't the real trouble. It's what happens 
after you do. It's the short odds on getting 
back to the road before you gel wrecked. A 
lot of things can happen." 


lor instance: A car can hit one kind of 


barrier and decelerate so quickly thai the 
driver and passengers suffer critical, perhaps 
fatal injuries. Or if the barrier is solid and flat 
and makes contact with the side of the ar, it 
can let you bounce off right back inlo the lane 
you jusl left, or some other one, and lei you 
get rear-ended by the Iraflic that was behind 
you a few seconds ago. 


But, says Larson, "The juniper — a car thai 


goes over or through any kind of divider and 


conventional dividers loo far and too fast, into 
traffic. 


Third, the collision with the divider can 


shake you and your passengers up so much as 
to cause serious injuries, even if you can bring 
your car to a halt without a collision wilh 
another car. 


And finally 
and the one possibility lhat 


can cause the greatest tragedy — your car can 
cut through or climb over other 
types of 


dividers and speed you head-on into some 
safe-and-sane driver who has been heading 
the other way. Or you could be ttiat other 
driver. 


When the department began its program, 


the Harbor Freeway was the testing ground. In 
one early test where a metal beam barrier — 
one in which a solid horizontal metal beam is 
fixed to posts — was replaced wilh an early 
California version of the concrele 
barrier, 


there were two fatal accidents in the year 
before the metal beam harrier was replaced 
and no fatals in the year after. There were two 
median crossover accidents in the "before" 
period, none in Ihc year afterward. There 
hasn't been a "jumper" yet. 


The rebound accident is one of the more 


frequent invitations to danger. In Iwo lest 
areas, one with Ihe metal beam and one wilh 
the new Jersey rail, there were IA rebound 
collisions where there was a metal beam 
divider, three where the concrete barrier was 
Ihe protector.

But 
generally, when vehicles 
strike posts, the vehicles 
decelerate so (ast that the 
drive; and his passengers 
usually suffer grave in- 
juries. The concrete barri- 
er, erected in California's 
version of the Jersey rail, 
lets the colliding vehicle 
slow at a safe rale. 


The greatest value it has 


— aside from deterring the 
car from going over the 
wall — is its ability to help 
the driver guide the caf lo 
safety. Or the wall guides 
it without the driver's help. 


The unique feature of the 


design is the sloping lower 
face of the parapet which 
actually guides the collid- 
ing car up the wall slightly 
and then turns it down to- 
ward the horizontal plane 
of the 
road, without a 


sharp decrease in speed. 
The guidance also is in- 
clined to send the car out 
on the road again. 


The 
engineers 
write, 


"The effective redirection 
of an impacting vehicle by 
the barrier involves the dis- 
sipation or reduction of the 
kinetic energy with as little 
as possible 
absorbed by 


the vehicle." 


What they mean is that 


the barrier should limit the 
bounce-back while saving 
the shock to the vehicle. 
When 
the 
car 
wheels 


touch the 
barrier, they 


begin to ride up the wall 
slightly and the shock ab- 
sorbers and other suspen- 
sion units compress before 
the 
body 
of 
the 
car 


touches the wall. This 
tensed-up suspension sys- 
tem helps spring the car 
back off the wall and send 
it back on to the road. 


The side of the barrier is

not there where the body 
would touch it if it were a 
flat wall. A flat wall would 
wreck the car and send it 
bouncing back to the road- 
way, out of control. 


The California tests were 


conducted in two modes, 
one with live drivers at ihe 
wheel of the test car and 
the other with dummies in 
the seats but with a techni- 
cian following the test car 
and controlling it by radio. 


In some tests, just as the 


car hit the wall, the techni- 
cian would use his con- 
trols to suggest that the 
driver had lost control of 
the car completely — as a 
sleeping or intoxicated 
driver might — and still 
the car returned to the 
road safely.

Doctors who 
perform 
hair transplants 


should plan them carefully, according to a 
new medical report. Otherwise the patient 
may wind up with a hairline like Dracula. 


Two UCLA doctors, reporting in Archives 


of Otolaryngology, say that such an instance 
actually happened. 


"Doctors are devising new hairlines seldom 


seen in nature," say Drs. Charles M. Monell 
and Walter E. Berman. "One was the creation 
of a dermatologist who conceived an inverted 
triangle coming to a sharp point low in the 
center of the forehead. The effect was tragic. 


"After intense searching, we did find one 


man who had such a hairline. It was the 
creation of a make-up artist for Bela Lugosi as 
Count Dracula in a film called The White 
Zombie.'" 


Citing several other examples of highly 


unnatural hairlines created by the transplants, 
the doctors say: 


"The 
point is lo plan carefully, 
taking 


nature as a model. Let us leave the creation of 
Draculas to the make-up man whose work 
can be erased with soap and water at the end 
of the day." 


A simple cure for mild gout: Reduce body 


weight. 


British doctors say that weight reduction 


usually leads to a fall in the blood level of 
uric acid. (Excessive uric acid in the blood 
sometimes leads to gout.) 


So, the obese patient with mild elevations 


of uric acid and only infrequent attacks of 
gout may be able to manage his disease by 
weight reduction without resorting to the use 
of medications. 


The report is that of Drs. Anne Nicholls 


and J. T. Scott of Charing Cross and West 
London Hospitals, London, England, and ap- 
pears in the medical journal Lancet. A sum- 
mary of their report also appears in Modem 
Medicine, a periodical for doctors. 


The drug Hydergine is superior to papaver- 


ine in improving intellectual function and 
other mental factors in elderly persons, ac- 
cording to a new report. 


• Studied were 66 patients 72 lo 99 years old 
with symptoms characterized as "complaints 
of the aged." Some of the symptoms were 
depression, confusion, fatigue and irritability. 


In a 12-week trial, sortie 
patients gol 


Hydergine, others papnverine, but the group 
taking Hydergine improved significantly more, 
reports the Journal oi the American Geriatrics 
Society. 


Mental alertness, improved 72 per cent 


among those taking Hydergine. In the papav- 
erine group, alertness improved in only 28 per 
(ent.

Watch out if your window air-conditioning 


unit is used as a nesting place by birds. 


A doctor warns that if the birds are infested 


with mites, the inhabitants of the house are 
subject to a condition called air-conditioner 
itch. 


Dr. Sidney Brenner, in a report in the 


journal Consultant, says the mites can be 
blown into the house, to infest the patient 
when the air conditioner is turned on. 


Cases, when they occur, are characterized 


by sudden onset of generalized itching and 
diffuse skin eruption. In some instances, more 
than one member of the same family will be 
affected at the same time. 


Treatment is application of gamma benzene 


hexachloride lotion over the entire body at 
night, followed by a shower in the morning. 


To prevent reinfestation, .air 
conditioners 


should be cleaned completely. The whole 
house also should be fumigated by a profes- 
sional exterminator. 


The doctor says that once bird mites get 


into the furniture or rugs, they multiply rapidly 
and can be difficult to eradicate. 


Vasectomy for contraceptive purposes may 


be irreversible if sperm antibodies should be 
formed, Texas researchers report. 


Antibodies involved in the disposal of 


sperm appeared in males six weeks after 
vasectomy, according to a report in the jour- 
nal Fertility and Sterility. 


After an operation, vasovasostomy, to re- 


store fertility, sperm-immobilizing antibodies 
may be transferred to the seminal fluid, say 
researchers at Brooke Army Medical Center. 


Now there's a link between a husband's 


occupation and his wife's chance of contract 
ing cancer of the cervix (neck of the womb). 


Researchers in South Manchester, England, 


after a study of 300,000 women found the 
following evidence: 


Women 
married to house painters anc 


decorators had a much higher rate of cervica 
cancer than did the wives of clerical worker 
or men in the electrical or electronic fields. 


Women with the lowest incidence of the 


disease had married artists, technical worker 
and professional men. 


There was a high incidence in women who 


had husbands who were miners, quarrymen 
and laborers. 


Details appear in Medical World News, 


newsmagazine for doctors.

his past summer when the Water- 
gate hearings reached their apogee, 
a group of schoolboys ran up to 
Sen. Ted Kennedy and Dan Inouye. 
"I stepped back," explains the dimin- 


utive (5-feet, 6-inch) Democratic Sen- 
ator from Hawaii, "because I knew from 
experience that everybody wants Ted's 
autograph. But this time it was different. 
The kids didn't want his autograph. 
They wanted mine. I knew then that 
Watergate had changed my life." 


Ironically, Inouye (pronounced—in- 


aw-way) vehemently refused to accept 
a place on the Watergate committee 
when it was first offered to him. "I 
tried every way I knew to get out of 
the assignment." 


But the Democratic leadership in- 


sisted. They wanted someone with a 
Mr. Clean image to investigate the 
Republicans' dirty tricks, and Inouye 
has a spotless record in politics. Until 
Watergate, however, national.limelight 
escaped him. 


In 1959, when he arrived in Wash- 


ington, a freshman Congressman to 
represent the new state of Hawaii, he 
was introduced to the venerable and 
veteran Speaker of the Mouse, Sam 
Rayburn, then 77. 


"It's a very great honor for me," 


acknowledged Inouye, "to meet the 
most famous, widely recognized mem- 
ber of the Congress." 


Speaker Sarn look optical inventory 


of Inouye. "Don't worry," the Texan 
assured him. "You'll soon be the sec- 
ond most widely recognized member 
in the Congress." 


Inouye, 35, raised a quizzical eye- 


brow. "How do you figure that, Mr. 
Speaker?" 


Rayburn replied quickly, "We don't 


have too many one-armed, Japanese 
Congressmen here." 


Prophecy fulfilled 


Today, 14 years later, after three 


years in the House of Representatives 
and almost two terms in the Senate, 
Daniel Inouye, has virtually fulfilled the 
prophecy of Speaker Sam Rayburn, who 
died in 1961. He has become one of 
the most widely recognized members 
of the U.S. Senate. 


Owing to his ethnic background (|ap- 


anese), the loss of his right arm (in 
World War II) and his membership in 
the Senate Watergate Committee, Sen- 
ator Inouye is instantaneously rec- 
ognized these days. 


Prior to Watergate, he was known 


mostly in the Senate and within the 
borders of his own state where he's 
always been exceedingly popular. (In 
1968 he was reelected by a staggering 
83.3 percent of the ballots.) 


"Now," he says, "it's a different ball 


game. When I get off the plane in San 
Francisco, going to or. coming from 
Honolulu, people come up I. me and 
shake 
my hand. 
Perfect strangers. 


They've seen me on TV. I've appeared 
on all the networks. I'm constantly 
called for interviews and speeches. Be- 
fore Watergate, my exposure quotient 
was almost zero, at least on the Main- 
land. 


More mail, more work 


"Watergate added five hours to my 


workday, every day. The mail load in- 
creased from 200 to 1000. The peak 
was something like 4000 a day. 


"From a family standpoint," Inouye 


continues, "Walergale also made a dif- 
ference. My home telephone numbers 
in both Washington and Hawaii are 
listed. My son, Dan, 9, used to enjoy 
answering the phone. But since Water- 
gate 1 grab the phone, because although 
most of the phone calls are courteous, 
there are now some that are rather hale- 
ful. I don't want Danny picking up the 
receiver and getting barraged by ob- 
scenities. Until Watergate I never got 
obscene calls." 


Before Watergate, however, Inouye 


was never considered a possible Demo- 
cratic Vice Presidential candidate; now 
he is. There is no mentioned Demo- 
cralic Presidential hopeful—Kennedy, 
Mondale, or Humphrey—who does not 
hold Inouye in a favorable running- 
mate light. 


A war hero, a Methodist, a minority 


ethnic member, a superb campaigner 
who has never lost a race, a politician 
unsullied by the slightest stain of 
scandal, Inouye is regarded as a politi- 
cal plus. At 49 he is young, vigorous, 
growing, an exemplary U.S. Senator. 
The largest campaign contribution he 
ever received was donated by Mary

tycoon, Albert Lasker. 


"It was in 1959," Inouye narrates, 


"right after Hawaii was accorded stale- 
hood, and I announced my candidacy 
for [lie House of Representatives. One 
day I received a $5000 check from New 
York City from Mary Lasker. I had never 
met a woman named Mary Lasker. 


"But there was her check and a one- 


line letter. It said, 'I wish you all Ihe 
best.' That's all. I wrote a letter thank- 
ing her, but I never got a response. 
Three years later I finally met Mrs. 
Lasker, and I thanked her. 'Oh, don't 
mention it/ she said. Incidentally, she 
never asked me for a single favor." 


'What I'd like...' 


Inouye insists, "I do not want to be 


Vice President of the United Stales. I 
have never In my wildest dreams seen 
myself in that role, and I don't see it 
now. What I'd like are two more terms 
in the Senate. Nothing more. By that 
time I would be 62. My son would be 
22, capable of earning his own living. 


"I'd like then to go back to Hawaii 


with my wife Margaret, perhaps teach 
a seminar in political science, maybe 
write a book on government. I've seen 
a lot of books on government, but I've 
yet to see one that would give a real 
insight into what goes on around here. 
Tor example, just look at how I got 
appointed 
to the Watergate Com- 


mittee." 


Originally, Mike Mansfield, the Sen- 


ale Democratic Leader, decided that no 
Democrat who was a lawyer should be 
assigned to the Watergate Committee. 
Immediately that eliminated half the 
Democrats in the Senate. His second 
restriction was that no senior Senator 
who chaired a commillee, Fulbright of 
Foreign Relations.. Eastland of Judiciary, 
McClellan of Appropriations, Jackson of 
Interior, should be assigned, because 
these Senators already carried too heavy 
a workload. A third restriction held that 
If any Democratic Senator had ever 
aspired to the Presidency or had been 
mentioned seriously for it, then he, too, 
was disqualified. 


"It finally came down to four of us," 


Inouye 
says half jokingly, "myself, 


Montoya, Talmadge, and Sam Ervin. 
And even then, Mike Mansfield had to 
scrap the lawyer restriction, or he 
couldn't have gotten anybody." 


All for the best 


Inouye, of course, is now happy that 


he accepted the Watergate chore. It 
not only afforded him maximum TV 
exposure and new prestige during his 
start-up campaign for a third term, but, 
he says, "I believe what the committee 
disclosed will have a lasting effect on 
future Presidents and their advisers. It 
will help reform the campaign practices 
of the nation." 


The Senator, who spent $60,000 in his 


first Senatorial race in 1962 and $70,000 
in 1968, says that he personally has 


learned a great deal from the Water- 
gate hearings. 


"Having been in politics since 1954," 


he explains, "I wasn't particularly naive 
about big money, but I never dreamed 
that so much—$60 million of Republi- 
can funds and about $37 million of 
Democratic funds—was involved in the 
'72 campaign. 


"I was also not aware of the dirty 


tricks, the espionage, the arm-twisting, 
the shady, scurvy, slimy tactics, the cor- 
ruption of young men by older men 
who preached law and order. And this 
bugging of telephones! It's been shock- 
ing! And what a horrible commentary 
on our democracy! 


"I'm sad to say," he asserts, "that 


many of us In the Senate just assume 
that our phones are tapped. I operate 
on that basis. You notice that the doors 
to my office are always open. If you 
come into my file room, you'll notice 
a whole bank of filing cabinets. They're 
all open. No one has to jimmy them. 
The only time we lock our doors is at 
night. In Honolulu, the same thing. My 
desk is set up in such a way that as soon 
as one opens the door they can see me. 
I make myself accessible, and if your 
discussion is unfit for my secretary's 
ears, I don't want to hear it. 


Names and amounts 


"I recently had a campaign fund-rais- 


ing dinner in Honolulu. I released all 
the names and addresses of the con- 
tributors and the amount each had con- 
tributed, and I'm going to insist upon 
that procedure. 


"At a time when the Vice President 


of the United States has resigned and 
the President himself is under fire and 
the whole political system is under a 
dark cloud of suspicion, I believe that 
legislators, politicians have to reassure 


the people that honesty and openness 
and decency are still the character in- 
gredients of Ihe men they elected." 


Daniel Inouye, the first Nisei ever 


elected to the U.S. Senate, feels a very 
special obligation to Ihe American way 
of life even though he has been a victim 
of its prejudices. 


Pre-war Hawaii, run by the descend- 


ants of the American miss onaries who 
had stolen, connived, and intermarried 
into Hawaiian property, was full of 
bias. It was only through the interven- 
tion of Franklin D. Roosevelt that the 
War Department after Pearl Harbor 
permitted 1500 Nisei volunteers to join 
the U.S. Army, form the 442nd Regi- 
ment combat learn and die in Italy in 
horrendous numbers to prove their 
loyalty. Eventually some 33,000 Nisei 
saw action in Europe. 


What price glory? 


In 1946, Opt. Daniel Inouye was re- 


turning to Honolulu. Heavily decorated 
with rows of campaign ribbons, the 
Distinguished Service Cross, the Bronze 
Star, the Purple Heart—small compen- 
sation for the loss of his right arm in a 
gallant assault against a German ma- 
chine-gun 
bunker 
in 
Italy—Inouye 


walked into a San Francisco barber 
shop, his empty right sleeve pinned to 
his lunic. He asked for a haircut. 


"We don't serve Japs here," the 


owner snapped. 


Twenty-seven years later.lnouye was 


again to hear the "lap" racial slur; this 
time from John ). Wilson, the Water- 
gate lawyer for President Nixon's two 
closest advisers, Bob Haldeman and 
John Ehrlichman, the latter now under 
indictment for perjury and conspiracy. 
Subsequently, attorney Wilson apolo- 
gized, and Inouye generously accepted 
the apology, attributing ihe "Jap-crack" 


O! the seven on the Watergate committee, Dan Inouye (I.), shown with Sen.

Dan Inouye was born in Honolulu on 


Sept. 7, 1924, the son of poor Japanese 
immigrant parents. His mother was the 
orphaned daughter of a Hiroshima 
family whose members had signed up 
for contract labor on the sugar planta- 
tions of Hawaii. His father, came to 
Hawaii from Japan with his parents at 
the age of 4. 


Named afler a Methodist minister, 


young Dan was raised in poverty. He 
attended Honolulu public schools, was 
graduated from McKinley High School, 
then named "Tokyo High," because 
most of its students were Japanese. 


After Pearl Harbor 


When Pearl Harbor erupted, Inouye 


was 17. At the outset of the war, all 
Americans of Japanese ancestry were 
discharged from National Guard uiWs 
in Hawaii and rejected by the Selective 
Service system. Sometime later, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt declared, "Americanism 
is a matter of the mind and heart; 
Americanism is not, and never was, a 
matter of 
race and ancestry." He 


ordered the War Department to accept 
a limited number of Americans of Jap- 
anese descent. Dan Inouye, 18, a fresh- 
man in pre-med studies at the UniyeV.- 
sity of Hawaii, was one of those. Sent to 
Italy where he won a battlefield com- 
mission as a second lieutenant "because 
I learned how to kill well," he was 
seriously wounded by a German rifle 
grenade at close range, spent 20 months 
in various Army hospitals after losing 
his right arm. 


Meets future wife 


Returning to Honolulu, he aban- 


doned hopes of becoming a surgeon 
and entered the U. of Hawaii as a pre- 
law student. There he met Margaret 
"Maggie" Awamura, daughter of a 
Honolulu jeweler who had done her 
undergraduate work at Hawaii and had 
also taken a master's degree at Co- 
lumbia University. 


"I met him via a phone call," Mrs. 


Inouye says of her first date with her 
husband. "He called lo say hello and 
asked me for a date, a dinner-dance 
at Fort Shafter with some of his veteran 
friends. I said yes, and on the second 
dale he took me out to dinner and 
proposed. I said yes again. 


"We got married in 1949 and w&ff 


off to Washington, D.C., where I 
worked as a secretary in the Navy De- 
partment while Dan went to George 
Washington University 
Law School. 


Then we returned to Honolulu where 
Dan practiced law and went into poli- 
tics. It was a very propitious time. For 
years the Republican Party had domi- 
nated politics in the islands.but after the 
war the Democratic Party opened its 
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Before World War II, Japanese-Americans in Hawaii had no political power, but 
alter the war, veterans like Captain Inouye reached lor political and social equality 
and achieved it. Today, they control the state legislature, and Hawaii's two U.S. 
Senators are Hiram Fong (Chinese-American) and Daniel Inouye (Japanese-American).

arms to the returning Nisei and other 
underprivileged groups, and Dan ran 
into them." 


Inouye ran for the territorial House 


of Representatives in 1954, was elected 
majority leader at age 30, held the posi- 
tion until 1958 when he was elected to 
the Hawaii Senate. 


A year later when Hawaii became a 


stale he won election to the House of 
Representatives and then re-election to 
a full term in 1960. In 1962 he ran for 
the U.S. Senate against Benjamin Dil- 
lingham II, son of a prominent Hawaii 
family, and won by nearly 70 percent 
of the vote. In 1968 he won by an even 
greater margin. And in 1974 his third- 
term victory seems assured. 


The Senator and his wife have only 


one child, 9-year-old son Danny, "who 
came late in our lives, when we both 
were 40," Inouye points out, "and I try 
to spend as much time with him as pos- 
sible. We live in Bethesda, Md., and we 
feed tropical fish and look after squir- 
rels, chipmunks and birds together. 


Entertain little 


"My wife and I don't entertain very 


much. In the eight years we've had our 
Bethesda house, we've had two recep- 
tions, both of them neighborhood re- 
ceptions. I don't give parties for ambas- 
sadors or other Senators or visiting dig- 
nitaries. I need time'to be alone with 
my family, to collect my thoughts, to 
think things through." 


When asked how he would describe 


himself politically, the Senator says he's 
a moderate Democrat. He regrets hav- 
ing supported the Vietnamese war, 
attributes it in large part to his friend- 
ship with Lyndon Johnson "and the 
conditions of the times." 


He used to wear an artificial arm 


"when ! first got out of the hospital," 
and asks, "Did you know that Phil Hart 
[Democratic Senator from Michigan] 
and Bob Dole [Republican Senator from 
Kansas] and I were all in the same 
veterans hospital in Battle Creek, Mich., 
after the war? Prosthetics weren't very 
well developed back then. Wearing an 
artificial arm in tropical Hawaii was 
uncomfortable and sticky and smelly. 
And I didn't need it to practice law, so 
I took it off; and 1 just haven't-worn 
one since." 


Leads poll 


This past August, a survey by the 


Gallup Poll people revealed that all 
seven members of the Watergate com- 
mittee were favorably regarded by a 
majority of Americans, with some 
achieving a nationwide name aware- 
ness. 


In that same survey, the Gallup poll- 


sters asked their subjects to rate the 
seven committee members on a 10- 
point attitude scale. Daniel 
Inouye 


came in first with a 84 percent favorable 
rating. Sam Ervin was second with 81 
percent, Howard Baker third with 78. 


Those statistics faithfully reflect the 


sensational popularity climb of Daniel 
Inouye in the past six months from 
island Senator to national cele.brity. 


Where he goes from here he declines 


to speculate. His reelection in 1974 
seems a certainty. The Republicans in 
Hawaii may not even offer token oppo- 
sition. Inouye maintains that U.S. Sena- 
tor is as high an office as he cares to 
achieve. Certainly he has brought great 
honor to his native state by his Horatio 
Alger rise. But politics has an insidious 
way of infecting men with its ambition 
virus. And it would surprise few people 
if the Democratic National Convention 
in 1976 nominated him as its candidate 
for the Vice Presidency.

eidi 9, limped off the yellow school 


bus in front of her California home 
last spring. She was crying and 
clutching her leg. On her thigh 


was a hand-shaped bruise. "I couldn't 
believe my eyes," said Heidi's mother. 
Immediately, she confronled 
Heidi's 


teacher. "First he denied hitting her," 
she reported, "then admitted it. Later 
he resigned." Although the bruise even- 
tually 
disappeared, Heidi's 
mother 


doesn't know whether her child suf- 
fered psychological damage from her 
encounter with a cruel teacher. Heidi 
can't communicate her feelings—she 
is mentally retarded. 


In Indiana, 10-year-old Johnny tele- 


phoned his mother at home late one 
Friday afternoon. "Mom, I'm going to 
be late," he told her, voice trembling. 
"The principal is going to spank me 
with the paddle." Why? his mother 
asked. "Because 1 have three demerits 
this week," Johnny answered. 


Arrived too late 


Rushing across town, Johnny's moth- 


er arrived loo late to stop the paddling 
which left large wells across her son's 
buttocks. What were the boy's trans- 
gressions? He had (1) turned in a messy 
paper, (2) chewed gum in class, and 
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(3) hung tiis coat on someone else's 
hook. Previously, a beUer-lhan-average 
student, after the whipping johnny's 
grades dropped steadily until his par- 
ents obtained permission to send him 
lo another school. 


Thousands of American youngsters 


like Heidi and Johnny are still being 
painfully taught "to the tune of a hick- 
ory stick" in 47 out of our SO slates. 
Only Maryland, Massachusetts and New 
lerscy have outlawed corporal punish- 
ment in schools. 


"The problem isn't just one of welled 


bullocks and swollen fingers," says Dr. 
Adah Maurer of Berkeley, Calif., a child 
psychologist and founder of ihe nation- 
wide commitlee to 
End Violence 


Against the Next Generation (EVAN-G). 
"ll'stheemolional scarsa youngster can 
carry through life—scars that even psy- 
chotherapy sometimes cannot erase." 


Hate and hostility 


Dr. Maurerdescribes, from a psychol- 


ogist's viewpoint, a typical corporal 
punishment scene: "While the child 
bends to grasp his ankles, so the prin- 
cipal can apply the 'board of educa- 
tion,' the child isn't thinking, 'From 
now on I'm going to follow the rules 
and be a good kid.' No, he's full of hate, 
aggression and hostility. He's learning 


thai might makes right." 


For example, there's Ihe case of 8- 


year-oldWayne,a patienlof Dr.Maurer. 
The boy, despite a very high 1Q of 153, 
is currently repeating the third grade. 
His previous third-grade teacher con- 
stantly sent the boy to the principal's 
office to be paddled for "smarl talk 
and questioning authority." 


Torturing the family cat 


"This child paid an enormous price 


for the day-to-day physical punishment 
inflicted on him," says' Dr. Maurer. "He 
became terrified of school and had 
horrible nightmares. When he began to 
torture the family cat, his parents 
brought him to me. Obviously he was 
only passing along violence that had 
been tauglil to him." 


Some experts maintain that many 


school rules are rigid and unnecessary. 
Dr. Alan Button, psychologist and 
author of The Authentic Child, believes 
most corporal punishment in school 
can be avoided easily. "Sometimes kids 
are punished," says Dr. Button, "just 
for being kids, for talking or not stand- 
ing in straight rows." 


Educators who administer physical 


punishment may suffer bad effects, as 
welt. Says Harvard's Dr. li.F. Skinner, 
the behavioral psychologist: "The effect 


of repeatedly and righteously inflicting 
physical pain is likely to be more detri- 
mental lo a teacher's mental health." 


An ex-paddling principal agrees: "I 


became frightened by my own be- 
havior," he said. "I recognized in myself 
an urge to become ever more violent, 
to hit harder and use a bigger paddle." 


It's this tendency on the part of some 


educators to lose control that causes 
most concern among the anti-paddling 
forces. 


"I couldn't believe what was going 


on when I began lo teach in Pittsburgh 
schools," says Mrs. Carolyn Schumach- 
er, a former resident of Chicago where 
there is no corporal punishment. "Reg- 
ulation 12-inch paddles were manufac- 
tured to specification by the junior high 
boy's woodshop. The principal and 
vice-principal strutled up and down the 
halls swinging these weapons, and each 
day there was a 'swats' lineup after 
school. 


'The paddles broke' 


"They said it didn't hurl. But some- 


times they'd hil the kids so hard, the 
paddles broke on them." 


One particularly flagrant case caused 


a committee of 500 concerned citizens 
to demand the abolition of corporal 
punishment in Piltsburgh schools. 


A 9-ycar-old boy sailed a paper air- 


plane in class. His furious teacher gave 
him a choice of punishments: either 
eat the plane or submit to spanking. I le 
decided lo cat the paper. She angrily 
shoved the paper in the boy's mouth, 
and watched him swallow il- -then 
spanked him anyway. 


The incident, reported in Ihe local 


newspaper, was instrumental in the 
movement to phase out physical pun- 
ishment. The process was completed by 
the beginning of the 1973 term. 
'** 


As a result of ihe Pittsburgh commil- 


loc's work, Ihe National Education As- 
sociation came out squarely against 
corporal punishmcnl in school in 1972. 
Why? Because, after a year-long sludy, 
they found physical punishment actu- 
ally hinders learning. In their report, 
ihey quoted R. Olhanci Smith, who 
writes in the Encyclopedia of Ec/ucalion 
Rcsearc/i: "A 
teacher's punitiveness 


distracts pupils from their school work." 


But one of the NEA's mosl telling at-, 


gumenls against corporal punishment 
in the schools is that it simply doesn't 
work. Says Charles T. McElvaney, a 
supervisor of psychological service in 
Maryland schools: "II is not an effective 
discipline, but harmful to discipline.

spanked, whipped, hit over and over 
again." He adds that physical abuse by 
teachers does not even reduce misbe- 
havior. "Studies show schools using it 
have more behavior problems." 


In many parts of the country, how- 


ever, teachers and administrators are 
reluctant to give up their power to pun- 
ish, partly because muggings, beatings 
and even homicides of teachers by stu- 
dents have made headlines, if not be- 
come commonplace. Violence of this 
sort, of course, occurs in the junior high 
or high school grades—seldom at the 
.elementary level, where most of the 
teacher-to-student abuse occurs. 


Self-defense is OK 


Recognizing student violence as a 


serious problem, even the most militant 
anti-punishment 
groups 
advocate 


proper protection for teachers and 
school properly. Most subscribe to the 
NEA's proposed model law which al- 
lows a teacher appropriate amounts of 
physical restraint to protect himself 
from physical injury; to obtain posses- 
sion of a weapon, or to protect school 
property. 


Just how do these reformists answer 


the teacher's cry: "What am I supposed 
to do with some of these unruly kids?" 


The NEA, a teacher organization of 


1.4 million members. Dr. Maurer and 
other psychologists propose a number 
of alternatives to the use of force in 
the classroom: 


• Teacher aides, who take disruptive 


students aside, to listen, talk, counsel. 


• Activity periods, designed to in- 


terrupt too-long hours of deskbound 


concentration. 


• Class councils, in which students 


meet to discuss good and bad behavior 
and appropriate punishments. 


• Teacher retraining, in which mod- 


ern disciplinary techniques are intro- 
duced. 


• Quiet rooms, a place where both 


students and teachers can go to deal 
with emotions. 


Dr. Alan Button, explaining the "quiet 


room" approach, says, "I think every 
school should have a therapeutic rest 
area—a room for teachers as well as 
kids—a place to gel away long enough 
to gel hold of one's self, padded may- 
be, with pillows to throw and punch lo 
get rid of anger and frustration." 


Although the abolition of corporal 


punishment in schools isn't moving fast 
enough for its advocates, progress is 
being made. Force is already banned in 
Chicago, San Francisco, St. Paul, Pitts- 
burgh, Washington, D.C, and in indi- 
vidual districts across the country. 


In all, over 60 anti-corporal punish- 


ment groups, plus the NEA, are work- 
ing to abolish authorized aggression 
in the nation's schools. 


In the meantime, what should par- 


ents do if they suspect their child is be- 
ing physically abused in school? Dr. 
Maurer advises: "Complain!" 


"It is a myth that parents who com- 


plain to the teacher get their children 
into more trouble. Actually, complain- 
ing parents make trouble for a cruel 
teacher." 


She adds: "I think we've forgotten 


that discipline does not mean punish- 
ment. Genuine discipline means coop- 
eration, and cooperation is the only 
thing that will bring peace and order 
to our classrooms."

he day I took my last puff, it seemed like I 
blew away my will power.

even dying," says Dylis Winn. 
"In fact, it's got plenty of blood 
left in it." 


Miss Winn, a peppery, talkative 


32-year-old 
advertising 
copywriter, 


should know. She's the founder and 
proprietor of an establishment called 
Murder Ink, which she says is the 
world's first book store devoted exclu- 
sively to mystery stories. Tucked away 
on a side street in Manhattan's Upper 
West Side, Murder Ink has become so 
successful in one year's operation that 
Miss Winn is gelling ready to franchise 
it in other cities. 


"There's no doubt.that the detective 


story is changing, but it's changing with 
the times," says Miss Winn, who was 
born in Dublin and came to Ihe U.S. as 
a child. "Murder mysteries always have 
been very much a part of Ihe here and 
now. Today Ihe detective story has 
come down out of the upper classes in 
its setting and gotten down into the 
lives of ordinary people. The big trend 
is toward what we call police proce-

durals, where ihe deteclives are part of 
the official force, and ihe crimes are 
real-life, not some sort of an intellectual 
puzzle. 


"Look at Maigret, George Simenon's 


hero. He works right out of the police 
precinct. Realism is ihe big thing. I 
don't know anything about pouring 
sherry in the afternoon, and I don't own 
a big country estate. What I do know 
about is getting mugged. So crime sto- 
ries have not only come down to earth, 
they've gone into the streets. Nowa- 
days, the poison isn't dropped into the 
sherry, it's put into the pizza." 


Murder mysteries have changed not 


only in scene but in style, says Miss 
Winn. 


"Readers don't sit still any more for 


Ihe type of book that slowly builds up 
a puzzle and then suddenly explains 
everything in the last 10 pages. They 
want action all along, with plenty of 
things happening. The defective story 
is moving toward sex and violence- 
pure excitement. In many cases it's be- 
coming more of a spy or an adventure 
story, the lames Bond type. I accept 
James Bond; he's terrific to read. But 
still, there is something of a loss in the 
movement away from the older kind of 
writing, which required the reader to 
use his head more." 


More female detectives 


Miss Winn also says she detects a 


trend toward female detectives, citing 
specifically Professor Kate Pansier, the 


creation of author Amanda Cross—a 
pseudonym for a real-life Columbia 
University 
English professor named 


Carolyn Heilbrun. 


"Actually, there have been women 


detectives before," Miss Winn points 
out. "But they've usually been little old 
ladies like the kind Agatha Christie 
wrote about, or part of i husband-and- 
wife learn. But now we're going to see 
more and more of the vital, contem- 
porary woman cast as a detective." 


Miss Winn also notes such spin-offs 


as detective story cookbooks, ciling 
three examples: Murder on the Menu, 
which is a collection of recipes based 
on English mystery novels; The Mafia 
Cookbook, and The Nero Wo/re Cook- 
faoofc. Actually, fictional deteclives have 
traditionally been noted for their taste 
in food; the great Sherlock Holmes, for 
instance, laid out a dinner of oysters 
and a brace of grouse, together with 
"something a little choice in white 
wines," before setting out in a boat 
down the Thames lo nab Jonathan 
Small, the one-legged diamond thief in 
Tfie Sign of the Four.

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Dylis Winn, advertising copywriter, is the 
proprietor of Murder Ink, a New York hook 
shop devoted exclusively to detective stories. 


Miss Winn got into the detective hook 


business because she had long been a fan of 
murder mysteries and decided thai she 
might as well sell them as rend them. She 
slocks about 3500 titles, most of them cur- 
rent, but with a sprinkling of rare items, 
such as a first edition of The Hound o! the 
BasfcerviiVes for which she's asking $125. 
Part of her business is mail-order, and she 
says she does some detective work herself, 
tracking down out-of-print mysteries. Her 
staff consists of two assistants. Also,usually 
on the premises are her two pet cats. 


"The store is becoming kind of a center 


for mystery fans," she says. "Detective story 
readers are usually terribly shy people. They 
love to meet other fans and talk about the 
stories—you know, 'Do you remember the 
one where she died in the swimming pool?' 
and that sort of thing. Nobody comes in 
here unless they love mysteries. We even 
get neighborhood cops dropping in." 


Miss Winn says that while the name Mur- 


der ink may have contributed to her shop's 
reputation, it also produces unexpected 
complications. Recently she received a 
phone call from a woman, and the conver- 
sation ran like this: 


"Is tliis Murder Incorporated?" 
"No, it's Murder Ink." 
"Well, can you take care of something 


for me?" 


"Do you realize that we're a book store?" 
"Oh. Then you can't Uike care of some- 


thing for me." 


Bomb squad called 


Another woman, in Scarsdale, N.Y., re- 


ceived a package from the store containing 
a gifl copy of Murder on the Menu sent by a 
friend. "The recipient saw Murder Ink 
stamped on the package," says Miss Winn. 
"Instead of opening it, she called the Scars- 
dale Bomb Squad. They called us." 


In addition to its name, the shop has one 


other peculiarity befitting a mystery store— 
it is open largely at night. 


"Our hours are 4:30 p.m. to 11 p.m.,"says 


Dylis. "The best market for mysteries is at 
night. Maybe the readers are insomniacs. 
Anyhow, they come in here evenings to chat 
or to browse. Sometimes they're surprised 
at what we have. I even keep Dostoievsky's 
Crime and Punishment on the shelves. I 
look at it this way: if somebody gels killed, 
I'll carry the book."

One of the most recent 


and typical examples of 
the 38-year-old singer's 


generosity is the finan- 
cial settlement he ar- 
ranged last month with 
his ex-wife, the former 
Priscilla Beaulieu. Elvis 
and Priscilla were married 
in Las Vegaa in May, 1967, 
and agreed after five 
years of marriage and one 
child, Lisa, 5, to di- 
vorce in August, 1972. 


At that time, Elvia 


agreed to give Priscilla

failed to curb Elvis' 
extracurricular sexual 
appetite, and that Pris- 
cilla in turn had fallen 
in love with her Hawaiian 
karate instructor.

South," Dr. Czajkoski 
points out, "restrictions 
on gun ownership are 
rather loose.

Should boxing 
lie outlawed? 
Should the 
wearing of a 


hairnet to prevent train 
damage bo made compulsory 
for all boxing matches? 


In the most detailed sci- 


entific probe.ever con- 
ducted, a British team of 
doctors has written an 
11,000-word report on box- 
ing and brain damage. 


Published'in the British 


Medical Association's jour- 
nal "Psychological Medi- 


cine," the report reveals 
that suffering irreversible 
brain damage from head 
blows is a common fate 
among boxers. 


Dr. Nicholas Corsellis, a 


neuropathologist at Hunwell 
Hospital in Essex, headed 
a research team which ex- 
amined under microscope the 
brains of 15 dead British 
fighters, 12 professionals 
and 3 amateurs. The brains 
were preserved by the hos- 
pital pathology departments 
wi th the consent of 
relatives. 


Host of the 15 fighters 


at the end of their careers 
suffered from slowness of 
speech and loss of memory. 
They were, in fact, punch- 
drunk. 


"The paramount reason for 


the insidious neurological 
and psychological deterio- 
ration of so many of the 
15 men," writes Dr. Corsel- 
lis, "was the brain damage 
incurred while boxing." 


British boxing authori- 


ties disagree. Says Dr. 
Adrian Whiteson, chief med- 
ical officer of the British 
Boxing Board of Control: 
"That report is out of 
date. The conditions it de- 
scribes no longer occur. 
They happened years ago. 


"Today," Dr. Whiteson 


contends, "referees protect 
the boxer. Once the referee 
stops a fight, the boxer 
must undergo a tough medi- 
cal exam before we permit 
him to fight again. In the 
old days, boxers came from 
poor homes. They were badly 
fed. They had many more 
fights and less protection 
than they have today. 


"Speaking for myself, I 


can say that I have never 
seen a punch-drunk fighter. 
People in other sports like 
football and rugby take 
more severe blows on the 
head." 


In the United States, of 


course, professional box- 
ing, as always, remains 
the traditional sport of 
the poor, the disadvan- 
taged, and the minorities, 
the one way in which they 
can quickly acquire fame 
and fortune.

quently sold at a sizable 
markup, many of them going 
to Japanese business 
firms, which are also 
showing an increased in- 
terest in art.

irtually everyone experiences a certain 


amount of fear when entering the hos- 
pital for surgery, and children, away 
from their parents in a strange environ- 


ment, are likely to be especially frightened. 


Mrs. Judy Hinrichs was perturbed by terri- 


fied youngsters she saw while she was work- 
ing as a hospital volunteer In Chicago, and 
decided to do something about it. Working 
with bits and pieces of metal, glass, wood 
and plastic tubing, she put together a child's 


"Doclor" is there when anesthesia is applied. 


hospital "play world"—miniature replicas of 
hospital furniture and equipment, complete 
with batteries to reproduce the lights and the 
sounds a child patient might encounter in a 
ward or an operating room. 


The Herbert C. Moffitt Hospital of the Uni- 


versity of California in San Francisco invited 
Mrs. Hinrichs to set up her toys in the hospital 
for the use of its young patients in a "Puppet- 
Therapy Program." 


"Since we began," says the program's di- 


rector Betsey Pease, "we find thai children 
are either not frightened at all any more, or 
at least are much less scared than was the 
case before." 


At Moffilt, the project has been expanded 


to include puppets which resemble doctors, 
nurses, orderlies and patients. With the pup- 
pets and equipment, and under the super- 
vision of hospital volunteers, child patients 
learn about listening to the heart, giving 
blood Iransfusions, preparing for operations 
and other medical procedures. Often the 


. children themselves play the part of doctors, 


giving make-believe injections to the pup- 
pets. So successful has the system been that 


it's 
now being applied to all children who 


come into the hospital as patients—not 
merely the frightened ones. 


Sums up Betsey Pease: "When a patient 


is calm and not scared because of the un- 
known, doctors can work better. And the 
patient usually recovers faster after the opera- 
tion. We recommend this type of therapy to 
every hospital."

or regulation . . . and that the 
(acfionj merely seeks to punish 
(Shoron) for post conduct the de- 
fendants find offensive." 


Some of Sharon's fellow slu- 


dents at Urhnnn High sought to 
boycott the homecoming queen 
election but failed to half the hal- 
lot counting for SI candidates. 


Sharon's case is being con- 


ducted by lawyer Judy Leland, 30, 
Northwestern Law School Class 
of '67, who says, "We are suing 
for $30,000—$15,000 in actual 
damages and $15,000 in punitive 
damages, and I think we'll win 
(he case. After all, we are not Jiv- 
ing in the 19th century. These are 
not the days of Nathaniel Hniv- 
thorne and The Scarlet Letter." 


Big Business 


College football is stained with 


professionalism 
and recruiting 


abuses. If something isn't done in 
various parts of the country to re- 
form the system, then intercolle- 
giate football might just as well re- 
linquish all pretensions to ama- 
teurism and put players on salary. 


Joe Paterno who coaches at 


Penn State, recently told an inter- 
viewer, "recruiting violations are 
the worst I've seen in my 23 years 
of coaching." 


Frank Broyles, coach of the 


Arkansas Razorbacks, agrees. "If 
something's not done," he says, 
"the lid's going to blow off. There's 
going to be a real explosion in this 
conference." 


These complaints are nothing 


new. In 1929 the Carnegie Founda- 
tion issued a study on American 
college athletics. Said the study: 
"the game of football looms large 
in any account of the growth of 
professionalism in college games 
. . . our study of the recruiting and 
subsidizing of college athletes af- 
fords much direct evidence that 
college 
athletics . . . have 
bred 


among athletes, coaches, direc- 
tors, and even . . . among college 
administrative officers, equivoca- 
tion and dishonesty. The impair- 
ment of moral stamina . . . is the 
darkest blot among American col- 
lege athletics." 


In 1938, Robert Hulchins, then 


president of the University of Chi- 
cago and now head of the Center 
for the Study of Democratic Insti- 
tutions in Sanla Barbara, Calif., got 
so fed up with professionalism in 
the Big 10 that he simply took his 
foolball team out of Ihe confer- 
ence. Hutchins also ended the uni- 
versity's participation in all inter- 
collegiate athletics. 


Last year, more than 400 million 


Americans witnessed 2992 football 
games played by 620 collegiate 
teams, involving 50,000 players, 
coaches, and trainees. The foot- 
ball gate was estimated as some- 
where between $150 and $200 
million. 


Intercollegiate football is big 


business in which anything goes. 
It is also the prime moral cor- 
rupler of higher education in 
America.
